The first commencement of the increase was at the end of 
February, 1860, about the usual time of the maximum number. 
In July following, the total difference had reached 5,279, or lo per 
cent.; and in October, about the usual time of the minimum, it

had declined to 1,870, or 5 per cent. Since that time the increase 
has again been progressive, and is now 7,898 or 16 per cent, in com- 
parison with the number at the same time of the preceding year. 

4. Many of the Unions in Ireland have contributed but little, if 
at all to this increase, which, in the earlier part of its progress, 
arose probably from no other change of circumstances than that 
involved in a somewhat higher price of provisions, and. the preva- 
lence of very unfavourable weather. In one Union, that of Bel- 
mullet, comprising the northern portion of the barony of Erris, the 
crops of oats and potatoes in some electoral divisions suffered so 
severely from storms in the autumn of 1859, that in the spring of 
1860, a great deal of distress existed among the peasantry of the 
district for several months. _ . 

During this time there was some increase of the number ot in- 
mates of Belmullet Workhouse, but it was at no time occupied to 
the extent of one-third part of the accommodation; and the addi- 
tional expenditure charged on the whole Union during the year 
was £308, equal to 30 per cent, on the previous annual expendi- 
ture of £1,038, and forming a considerable increase of charge on 
the small rateable value of that part of the Union which was 
principally affected by it. 

On this occasion there is no doubt that the rate-paying resomces 
of certain electoral divisions would have incurred a very heavy 
poundage for the purposes of relief had it not been for the inter- 
vention of private benevolence, parties locally interested having 
organized a Belief Committee, and succeeded in drawing a great 
degree of public attention to the case. 

It is known that a sum exceeding £2,000 passed through the 
hands of this Committee, and was dispensed by them to the ten- 
antry of the distressed district. This is the first instance ot sud 
from external sources being afforded on a large scale m Belief ot 
the Poor of distressed electoral divisions in Ireland since the ex- 
haustion of the Eate-in-aidFund in the year 1852 The corres- 
pondence relating to the distress in Eras in 1860 will be found in 
the Appendix* At the present time we are happy to state, there 
are no indications of a renewal of the same difficulties m any part 
of that barony in 1861. 



5. It has already been seen, that the later part of this years 
series of weekly summaries shows a more considerable increase of 
pauperism than the earlier part. That increase was connected 
with obvious and generally prevailing causes, namely, the extensive 
blight of the potato last autumn, especially the earlier part ot the 
crop, and the deficiency of the supply of turf saved, for fuel in con- 
sequence of the long continued rains. We obtained m Octobei 
last information on these points from our Inspectors, and from the 
Boards of Guardians of Unions, which led us to issue a Circular 
Letter requesting the Guardians to be prepared against the possible 
occurrence of a general increase in the number of applications tor 
relief. A Copy of this circular will be found in the Appendix!

6 Although the apprehensions felt in October hare, to a certain 
extent, been justified by the subsequent rise in the cost of the first 
necessaries of life, the pressure so far experienced upon the funds 
provided for the Relief of the Poor, as described m paragraph 6, is 
much less than might have been anticipated under the circumstances. 

7. The autumn of I860 may be regarded as a far more un- 
favourable one in respect of the food harvest than that of any 
vear since the first years of the famine period ; and the prices of the 
first necessaries of life are, at present, higher m this country than 
the prices to which they attained in the year 1845, the first, though 
not the worst year of blight* Remembering the apprehensions 
which justly prevailed in the latter part of 1845, one cannot but 
wonder at the present comparative state of confidence m Ireland. 
The change is attributable, no doubt, to a combination of favour- 
able circumstances, of which the following appear to be the most 
prominent; the established operation of free trade m food; less re- 
liance on the potato ; increased means of employment, and at better 
wages, for the labouring classes ; and lastly, a confident assurance 
of the sufficiency of the Poor Law to meet any emergency which 
is likely to arise. In proof of the existence of the feeling last re- 
ferred to, we place in the Appendix the views expressed by those 
Boards of Guardians, 41 in number, which saw fit to place on their 
minutes a reply to the circular of the 6th October last.f 

8. In each of the last ten Annual Reports, a series of weekly 
summaries has been given, similar to the one contained m paragraph 
2 of the present Report. We have caused an average to be made 
0 f t i ie number of inmates and rate of mortality for each of the ten 
years i 11 question, and the following is the result ;

The total number of admissions to the workhouse (including 
birThsl drning “his period of 10 years, was 2,388,177; adding the 

number in the workhouse at the commencement the whole number 
of the cases of relief was 2,477,350 ; and the total number of deaths 
was 180 172. The annual proportion of deaths compared with the 
number ’of cases relieved in each year during the period was about 
5 per cent, in each year. In one year (viz. 1851) it reached 6 8 per 
cent.

10 It thus appears that the expenditure in relief of the poor for 
1859-60 exceeds that of the preceding year by £40,819, or nearly 
10 per cent This is a much larger increase than would appear to 
be justified by the increase of pauperism within the same period; 
and it is due in great measure to the increase of prices of the pro- 
virions and other articles consumed. It is observable that while

12 We shall not dwell on the interesting details of the above 
series further than to call attention to the fact that the heaviest 
vears of Poor Law expenditure included in it are marked by the 
simultaneous repayment of large sums to the Imperial Treasury m 
liquidation of previous loans; and we are happy to acid, that there 
is now only one Electoral Division m Ireland which has not 
paid its entire proportion of the debt. _ In the Appendix wi l be 
found a still more extensive recapitulation of the statistics ot the 
Poor Law in Ireland, extending back to the year 1849, and eluci- 
dated by notes explanatory of many points connected with the 
operation of the Law, and the organization established for adminis- 
tering relief.*

to the date of the latest return, made previously to the date ot this 
Report.

16 The following tabularized account of the admissions to the 
workhouse during the last year, in comparison with those of the 
two preceding years, shows that the recent increase m the pro- 
portion of cases admitted in sickness is still kept up, and that the 
usefulness of the workhouses in their character of hospitals, both tor 
acute and chronic disease, continues to be recognised by the poorer 
part of the population.

17. With regard to those poor persons who, having become 
destitute through sickness, or who, having contracted dangerous 
contagious disease, either resort to the workhouse for curative 
treatment, or enter it as a permanent asylum, it has always been 
the desire of the Commissioners to remove, as far as practicable, 
every prejudice against this form of relief which may exist, from 
any cause, in the minds of the lower classes. 

The General Regulations relating to the care of the sick m work- 
houses leave, no doubt, a wide margin for difference in the arrange- 
ments and practice pursued in the hospitals and infirmaries of dif- 
ferent workhouses ; and a further difference is necessarily induced 
by a difference of circumstances in Unions. Thus, m the hospitals 
of the larger class of workhouses, and in all the fever hospitals at- 
tached to them, salaried nurses are employed m less or greater 
number, according to their extent, assisted by the most eligible of 
the female inmates; by which latter class the menial services of the 
several sick wards, and sometimes services of greater trust and 
responsibility are performed; and in some workhouses containing 
very few inmates, pauper nurses only are employed, under the 
supervision of the master and matron. 

This class of pauper nurses is not, however, wholly an unpaid 
one, inasmuch as, under sanction of the Medical Officer, they 
receive a higher class of rations, to induce them to retain, by 
good conduct, this position of trust, and so as to remove, at the 
same time, the temptation to interference, for their own advantage, 
with the diet of the patients. On the strength of our Inspectors 
Reports, we can affirm that the sick inmates of the workhouse 
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Children brought up in Workhouses. 



hospitals are treated with kindness and attention ; that the Boards 
of Guardians, and their Medical Officers, avail themselves of 
their latitude of discretion, under the General Regulations, with 
sufficient liberality; and that the requisitions of the Medical Officers 
are, generally, so dealt with by the Guardians, as to place at their 
command, with very rare exception, all they can reasonably wish, 
at any time, to he supplied for the benefit and comfort of their 
patients. 

18. One objection urged against relief in workhouses, is the 
alleged pauperizing influence of the institution, especially as affect- 
ing the minds and habits of the juvenile classes. 

We believe that much misconception exists on this subject in 
Ireland, and that the proportion of those who having been brought 
up in workhouses turn out badly, has been greatly exaggerated. 
That some such cases exist is naturally to be expected ; but from 
the opportunities which have occasionally presented themselves to 
us for inquiry into specific statements, we are led to think that 
most of the cases brought forward as examples, are cases of young 
persons not brought up in workhouses, but who have formed part 
of the criminal population outside, and who, under a system of 
charity which regards the existence of destitution only, and not 
its causes, have been admitted from time to time, either with their 
parents or by themselves, when in temporary need of relief. As 
an example of this kind of mistake, we beg to refer to the Report 
of our Inspector, Mr. Robinson, on the cases of seven young girls, 
pointed out by the Superintendent of the Mountjoy Female 
Prison, in the Appendix to the last Report of the Convict 
Prisons’ Inspectors, as specimens of the character of those girls who 
are brought up in workhouses ;* from which it will be seen that by 
a close investigation of the personal history of these young women, 
the workhouse schools were cleared from any responsibility in re- 
gard to them. Such has been the general result of several other 
inquiries made, from time to time, into the personal history of 
young persons who have appeared as prisoners in courts of jus- 
tice, and who, having, in the course of their career of vice, re- 
ceived relief in workhouses, have, especially on occasions when 
they were prosecuted for crimes committed in the workhouse, 
elicited observations from judicial authority founded in miscon- 
ception. 

19. As to the supposition, that children brought up in the work- 
house schools of Ireland are pauperized by that process, and ren- 
dered useless for service, there, no doubt, is some difference between 
the value of the literary and industrial teaching in different work- 
house schools ; but the general result of inspections, made quarterly 
by our Inspectors, is quite at variance with the supposition referred 
to ; and the most frequent form of excuse, which the teachers make 
to the Inspectors, for the absence of advanced pupils, is the rapidity 
with which both boys and girls are taken into service from the

described as able-bodied paupers are so classed 
because^ they are neither sick nor aged and infirm. Nevertheless, 
they are inmates of the workhouse through some physical defect.

Able-bodied female pauperism is now, as at all times, more-con- 
siderable, and is in the proportion of more than 3 to 1 in compari- 
son with able-bodied male pauperism ; the average daily number 
last year being 6,060. A large part of these are females who 
cannot obtain employment through loss of character ; and no incon- 
siderable number of them single females rendered destitute by 
pregnancy, or as mothers of illegitimate children. This branch of 
destitution, it may be observed, is less liable to fluctuation through 
the prosperous or adverse circumstances of the population than any 
of the others represented by the workhouse statistics. 

22. We think it right to draw attention to the correspondence 
which has taken place on the subject of the appointment of Sisters 
of Mercy as hospital nurses in the Workhouse of Limerick Union, 
and which for that purpose we place in the Appendix* 

23. It is now many years since the extent of accommodation in 
the Workhouses of Ireland underwent revision. In the interval 
some part of the temporary additions attached to the permanent 
buildings have fallen into disuse and have been abandoned 
altogether. A higher estimate also of the requisite cubic space 
both in hospital and the ordinary dormitories now prevails ; and 
anticipating the possibility of pressure on the Workhouses, we

26. It results from an examination of this table that while there 
has been some fluctuation during the eight years in each province in 
the amount of relief afforded from year to year, yet, on the whole, 
there has been an increase in the numbers relieved both at the 
Dispensaries and at their own homes in each province, so as to 
give, on comparison of the first and last years, an increase of 
39,292 cases for patients relieved at the Dispensaries, and of 
31,930 for those attended at their own homes. Comparing the two

determined on revising the available extent of accommodation in 
each case, so as to prevent the risk of overcrowding. This opera- 
tion is now in progress and will soon he completed. It will resu t 
ill some considerable reduction of the supposed available space m 
the Workhouses; leaving at the same time an ample margin, witn 
some very rare exceptions, to meet a far greater pressure than that 
of the present season which, severe as it is, does not appear like y 
to fill the Workhouses to more than one-third of their reduced 
extent in the aggregate. 



PROCEEDINGS UNDER THE MEDICAL CHARITIES ACT. 

24 We now proceed to submit to your Excellency the Report of 
our proceedings under the 14th and 15th Vic., cap. 68, the Medical 
Charities Act. 

25. The following Table exhibits the amount of relief afforded 
under this Act, to the sick poor of Ireland for each province and for 
the whole country, for the eight years ended 30th September, I860 , 
distinguishing the cases attended at the Dispensaries and those 
attended at the patients’ homes. The Act was passed in 1851, but 
has not yet been nine entire years in full operation through the 
whole of Ireland.

commencement of the operation of the Medical Charities Act, a 
diminution in the gross number of cases relieved in the year. It 
is not improbable that this circumstance indicates that the Dis- 
pensary system under the Medical Charities Act, has approached 
its full development ; and that in future years, in the absence of 
the prevalence of any epidemic disease, we need not expect much 
greater or smaller numbers of applicants for Dispensary relief in 
proportion to the population than exist at present. 

27. Owing to the loose and imperfect manner in which the 
record of the relief afforded to the sick-poor under the Grand Jury 
Dispensary system was kept and published, it is not in our power 
to contrast the amount of relief yearly administered under it with 
that exhibited in the above table ; but we can entertain no doubt 
that the existing Dispensary system is as superior to the Grand 
Jury system which it has replaced in this respect as it certainly is 
in many other important particulars. 

28. Under the Grand Jury Dispensary System. 

I. Extensive and numerous Districts of the country were alto- 
gether unprovided with Dispensary relief. Mountainous and poor 
Districts, with few or no resident gentry, the very situations in which, 
by reason of the poverty of the inhabitants and the entire absence 
of all other provision for charitable medical relief, the poor stood 
most in need of Dispensary relief, were usually' in this predicament. 
The Dispensary Districts were commonly undefined; and, even 
within the recognised boundaries of the Districts, numerous in- 
stances occurred in which portions of the resident poor were, syste- 
matically, and on principle, denied the benefits of the Dispensary, (if 
tenants of landlords who declined to subscribe to its support) the 
intention being, thus vicariously to punish such recusants, and per- 
haps to coerce them to become subscribers. 

II. The manner in which the funds for support of the Grand 
Jury Dispensaries were raised was very faulty. No provision ex- 
isted for adapting their amount to the requirements of the respec- 
tive Dispensaries. This generally depended upon the number of 
gentry and well-to-do farmers resident in the District, who fur- 
nished, the subscribers; the Grand Jury Grant-in-aid being con- 
tingent upon subscriptions, and equal to the sum subscribed. Thus 
the subscribers, if occupiers, were twice taxed (first by themselves, 
and secondly by the Grand Jury), the remainder of the funds being 
assessed upon county occupiers (whether they derived benefit 
from any Dispensary or not), and, in many cases, non-subscribing 
absentees, though large proprietors, entirely escaping the tax. 

III. Dispensary relief was afforded by the issue of relief-tickets 
by the resident subscribers. The distribution of these through the 
District was quite fortuitous, and was in no manner regulated so 
as to bring persons having authority to afford relief within easy 
reach of the sick poor ; neither were the Dispensary arrangements 
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with that under Medical Charities Act. 

usually published in such a manner as to keep the poor informed 
in regard, to them, and especially in regard to the persons to whom 
they should apply in case of need for tickets entitling them to the 
services of the Dispensary Medical Officer. 

IV There was no provision whatever for inspection of the 
Dispensaries ; and, in the event of complaint of neglect of duty 
on the part of the Medical Officer, the Committee having no ade- 
quate means of inquiry, no power to summon witnesses or examine 
them on oath, were seldom able to arrive at a satisfactory decision, 
just, at the same time, to the complainant and their Medical Officer. 

V. The absence of inspection almost implies the absence in 
general of full record of the nature and extent of relief afforded by 
the Dispensaries. The records were accordingly very imperfect. 

VI. The appointments of the Dispensary Medical Officers, being 
in the hands of the Committee, and subject to no control of any 
kind persons were sometimes elected who possessed no professional 
qualification whatever .tested by examination; and appointments ol 
persons only partially qualified to perform the duties devolving 
on them as Dispensary Medical Officers were of no unfrequent 
occurrence. 

VII. The salaries of the Medical Officers, which constituted the 
principal item of Dispensary expenditure, were not regulated on 
any fixed principle, having reference to the areas and populations 
of 'the Districts, and the amount of duty performed. They usually 
consisted of the surplus of the Dispensary funds remaining after the 
payment of the other Dispensary expenses ; and their amount often 
depended on the activity and success with which the Medical Officer 
performed the unpleasant and not very honourable office of canvas- 
sing for and collecting subscriptions, the amount of which was 
known to be the measure of his own remuneration. 

VIII. The absence of inspection and of any general controlling 
authority, made it impossible to introduce any uniform system of 
Dispensary management ; — to adopt, generally , any measures^ which 
had been 'found to work advantageously in some Dispensaries; or 
to bring them into immediate and efficient action to meet the 
emergencies arising from visitations of epidemic disease. 

Under each of the above heads, the number of which it would 
be easy to enlarge, the present Dispensary system is in favourable 
contrast with that which it has replaced. 



29. Undee the Medical Chaeities Act. 

I. There is no part of the country which is not comprised within 
some Dispensary District. In the year 1851, in the end of which 
the Grand Jury system ceased to exist, it appears from a Parlia- 
mentary return called for by the House of Commons in 185o, that

there were 621 Grand Jury Dispensaries. There are now 718 
Dispensaries under the Medical Charities Act. 

II. The funds for support of the Dispensaries are raised in a per- 
fectly equitable manner from the occupiers and owners in each 
district, in the same manner as the Poor Pate. Their amount is 
in exact accordance with the requirements of the respective Dis- 
pensaries ; and the expenditure is authorized by the Guardians and 
submitted to the Auditor in the same manner as the Union accounts. 

III. Committees of management are constituted of Guardians 
resident in the Dispensary District, or occupying or possessing pro- 
perty in it, and of resident Ratepayers elected by the Guardians. 
Dispensary relief is afforded by the issue of tickets by members of 
Committees, by Relieving Officers, and by Wardens. Wherever 
the residences of Guardians and Relieving Officers are not so dis- 
tributed through the Dispensary District as to bring them within 
easy reach of the poor, Ratepayers are elected to the Committee, 
or Wardens are appointed, for the express purpose of remedying 
this evil. There are thus about 10,000 persons authorized to grant 
tickets, distributed, with this object in view, over the country ; and 
the extreme distance of the limits of Dispensary Districts from the 
nearest Dispensary station averages about two miles.. Placards 
setting forth the Dispensary arrangements with which it concerns 
the poor to he made acquainted, and the names and residences of 
the persons authorized to issue relief tickets are annually printed 
and posted through the district. 

IY. The Dispensaries are subject to regular inspection ; and in 
case of complaint, with some probability of its being well founded, 
of neglect of duty on the part of the Medical Officer, an inquiry is 
directed to be held by an Inspector who has power to summon 
witnesses and examine them on oath. The decision on the case, 
after consideration of the Inspector’s report, and the evidence taken 
by him, rests with the Commissioners who may be presumed to be 
free from the personal partialities or animosities which may. have 
been thought sometimes to influence the judgments of Committees, 
when decisions on such cases were in their hands. 

V. The books kept by the Medical Officers record fully the na- 
ture and amount of relief afforded, together with an abstract of the 
treatment in each case. Some of the books are submitted to. the 
Committee at their meetings, and all to the Inspector on his visits 
of inspection. 

YI. The appointments of Medical Officers are made by the Com- 
mittees, subject to the approval by the Commissioners, who never 
sanction the appointment of a person who does not possess at least 
the qualifications required by the Dispensary Regulations. 

VII. The salaries of the Medical Officers are fixed by the Guar- 
dians, subject to regulation by the Commissioners. The Guardians

fi- the salaries very generally on consideration of the area and. po- 
nulation of each district, and of the amount of duty performed by 
L, Medical Officer; and it has teen our aim, as occasion arose, to 
regulate them on the same principle, taking into consideration at 
the same time any exceptional circumstances that came to 
knowledge which 'might render the performance of the Medical 
Officers luties more or less difficult than m other districts of similar 
area and population. 

VIII The arrangements for affording Dispensary relief are now 
carried out under the General Rules and Regulations for the Go- 
vernment of Dispensary Districts, which we were empowered and 
reciuired by the 12th Section of the Medical Charities Act to frame. 

In exemplification of the manner in which the present Dispensary 
organization may be applied to provide against the emergencies 
connected with outbreaks of epidemic disease, we have much satis- 
faction iu referring to the account given in paragraphs 13-18 ot 
the Medical Charities Report for 18o5, and paragraphs 27-37 o 
the Report for 1856, of the measures adopted, as we think, with 
signal success, to avail ourselves of the Dispensary organization for 
the prompt and efficient treatment under the Nuisances Removal 
and Diseases Prevention Act, of the epidemic cholera which pre- 
™1ed hflrffiand in 1853, 1854, and 1855. We do not doubt that 
in the event of the occurrence of any future epidemic visitation, 
the adoption of similar measures would be attended with ^ similar 
advantages, provided that we shall be empowered to secure fair 
remuneration for the Dispensary Medical Officers for the extra- 
ordinary duties they may be called on to perform. 

30 The details of the Medical Relief afforded in each Union, and 
in each Dispensary District, as required by the 20th Section of the 
Medical Charities Act, will be found m the Appendix. 

31 The next table exhibits the expenditure incurred under the 
Medical Charities Act for the eight years ended September 29th, for 
each province and for all Ireland.

32. The total expenditure in this year, it will he observed, exceeds 
that for the previous year by £4,911. Nearly the whole (viz. 
£4,450) of this excess falls under the three heads of Medicines, 
Medical Appliances, Salaries of Medical Officers, and V aceination' 
Fees and Expenses under the Vaccination Act of 1858.

33. With respect to the first of these heads it is to be observed, that 
the increase arises on comparison with a year in which the expen- 
diture on Medicines, &c., was less by £600 than that of the pre- 
ceding year. The item Salaries of Medical Officers has steadily 
increased since the introduction of the present Dispensary system, 
mainly through the voluntary action of Committees and Boards of 
Guardians, at the rate of about £1,000 annually. In this respect 
the year before last presents an exception, the salaries of Medical 
Officers for that year having exceeded those of the, year before by 
£2,734, thus nearly trebling the rate of advance of the six previous 
years. The advance of this year, therefore, but little exceeds the 
original rate of increase. In regard to Yaccination expenses, a 
considerable part of the amount appearing under this head belongs 
to the year 1859. In our last Report we remark — “The amount 
expended under the head of Yaccination Fees and Expenses consists 
of £3,742 in fees, and £283 in other expenses attendant on Yacci- 
nation ; but the amount of the former does not represent the entire 
annual sum, nearly half the sums payable, according to the Returns 
of successful cases, not having yet been liquidated.” This consi- 
derable amount belongs, therefore, properly to 1859. The true 
expenditure for the last year, under this head, will, unfortunately, 
be less than for the previous year, owing to a great falling off in the 
number of vaccinations. 

34. The average poundage on the Valuation of Ireland, required 
to provide for the expenditure specified in the last table, is 2d., 
which is a very small fraction higher than the poundage of the 
year before.

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35 One alteration only in the Dispensary Districts has been made 
during the last year, whereby the Electoral Divisions of Kilm^dan 
Newcastle, Reislt, and Pembrokestown, were separated from the 
Tramore Dispensary District, and formed into the Kilmeadan 
this 1 and the present Tramore District having each a 
Medical’ Officer instead of one Medical Officer and an Apothecary 
for the former Tramore Dispensary District. Midwives have been 
aupointed during the same year, to take charge of cases of natural 
labour in one district ill each of the Unions of Balrothery, Carlow, 
Celbridge, Dungannon, Gortin, and Londonderry, and one for 
each of two districts in the Unions of New Ross and Kantui . 

In the Londonderry Dispensary District an Apothecary lias

reasons for believing that the number of children among the annual 
births in Ireland who ought to be presented for gratuitous vac- 
cination is about 145,000; but that of the persons vaccinated, less 
than a fourth are under one year old-the remainder 1A fre- 
quently between one and ten years of age —- not 
between ten and twenty, and some even older than this. ’ 

that of the 106,000 'persons vaccinated last year, not 30,0UU 
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belonged to tlie 145,000 births among the poor for the year; and 
that above 100,000 of those children had not received protection 
from small-pox, by vaccination, on September 30th. It cannot 
be doubted that this state of things, annually recurring, must 
be attended with much preventable death by small-pox, much 
preventable deterioration of constitution, much preventable injury 
or destruction of sight, caused by small-pox, and much conse- 
quent permanent pauperism. We will again repeat our per- 
suasion, that the best remedy for these evils would be found in the 
extension to Ireland of the English system of compulsory vaccina- 
tion, in conjunction with a Registration of Births and Deaths. 

38. During the past year typhus or typhoid fever and scarlatina 
have prevailed in a few localities of limited extent; but in no 
instance, even in these localities, to such a degree as to deserve to 
be called epidemic. Ho case of cholera of the epidemic type was 
reported by the Dispensary Medical Officers in 1860. 

Constitution of the Imsh Pooh Law Cosimission. 

39. The Irish Poor Law Commission has lately been renewed for a 
limited time, and the subject is likely to receive further attention 
in the present session of Parliament. This appears, therefore, to 
be a suitable occasion for placing before your Excellency some 
account of the changes which have from time to time been made 
in the constitution of the present Commission, and in the organiza- 
tion of the Poor Law Department. 

For about two years previously to the formation of the present 
Commission, the Irish Poor Law, which still remained under the 
English Board, was immediately superintended by a Fourth 
/ English Commissioner, resident in Ireland, assisted by an Inspector. 

40. The present Commission was constituted by the Act 10 & II 
Vic., c. 90, passed 22nd July, 1847, and consisted of a Chief Com- 
missioner, joined in Commission with the Chief Secretary and Under 
Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant, and an Assistant Commissioner 
and a Secretary. In that form it continued until the passing of 
the Medical Charities Act, 14 & 15 Vic., cap. 68, on the 7th 
August, 1851. By this Act the form of the Commission was 
changed, a Medical Commissioner having been added, and the 
previously existing office of Assistant Commissioner abolished, and 
in lieu thereof, another Commissionership created, making the 
number of the paid Commissioners three. 

On the 11th April, 1856, the office of Secretary was abolished by 
the Statute 19tli Vic., cap 14; and from that time to the present 
the Commission has consisted of three paid Commissioners, joined 
in Commission with the Chief Secretary and Under Secretarv of 
the Lord Lieutenant ; and the duties of Secretary have since been 
performed by the Chief Clerk. 

41. On the passing of the Act of 1847, the number of Inspectors 
permanently appointed was 10 ; but in consideration of the vast

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Poor Law Inspectors is now 9, of Medical Inspectors 4, of Auditors 
4, who together with Chief Clerk make the superior branch of sub- 
ordinate officers consist of 18 persons. The number of clerks has, 
during the same period, been reduced gradually ; and from 1 26, the 
number employed in 1851, it has been finally diminished to 41, the 
present number, including 5 extra clerks.

47. The pauperism and annual Poor Law expenditure of Ireland, 
may be now considered to have reached a normal state, subject 
only to fluctuation according to the vicissitudes of the season, 
or other occasional disturbing causes; and we do not contem- 
plate at present any further reduction of the establishment under 
our control, except in one particular, which has already been 
placed before your Excellency. We allude to the proposed amalga- 
mation of the Poor Law and Medical Charities Inspectorships, by 
which it is hoped that 2 at least of the 13 existing offices may 
be dispensed with. 

48. Statements which have been made on the subject of the dispro- 
portion existing between the number of Protestants and the number 
of Roman Catholics holding office under our superintendence, 
compel us to enter upon some explanation of the state of the case.

51. We mentioned in 20 th paragraph of our Ninth Annual Report, 
that we had prepared a series of Office Regulations for the conduct 
oMie business £ the department.

PONDENCE UNDER THE POOR LAW ACTS. 



I. — Circulars. 

No. 1. — Annual Revision of Rateable Property. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

Sir, April 14 > 186 °- 

The Commissioners for administering tbe Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ire- 
land desire to draw the attention of the Board of Guardians to the 6th section of 
“The Annual Revision of Rateable Property (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1860,” 
(23 Vie., c. 4), which received the Royal Assent on the 23rd ultimo; the section 
is as follows: — 

“ Tlie Lists of Valuation, and of every revision thereof, which the said Commissioner of 
Valuation is by the said Acts, or either of them, required to make out and transmit to the 
Guardians of any Union, or to the Town Council of any borough, or to the Treasurer of 
any county, shall be in the form specified in tbe schedule to this Act annexed, or in such 
other form as the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury shall from time to time approve 
of ; and such lists may be wholly or in part in print or writing, and no alteration shall be 
made in any such list or lists, or in the name of any occupier or lessor named therein, save 
by the Commissioner of Valuation, or by some person duly authorized by him for that 
purpose, or by the order of a Court of General or Quarter Sessions upon Appeal, or other 
Court of competent jurisdiction : provided, that for the purpose of any Poor Rate, the 
Guardians of any Union may make such departure, not affecting value, from the parti- 
culars contained in the said lists, as may be necessary, at the time of making the rate, to 
enable them to make a valid rating, under the laws in force for the relief of the destitute 
poor in Ireland, subject to such appeal as is now by law provided, and any such departure 
shall he forthwith reported by tlie Guardians to the Commissioner of Valuation.” 

The Guardians will observe, that under tbe proviso at the end of this section, 
they are enabled to make any departure in tbe Rate Book from tbe particulars 
contained in tbe Valuation List, which may be necessary in order to make a valid 
rating in any case, subject to the two following conditions — namely, that the 
departure shall not affect value, and shall be forthwith reported to the Commis- 
sioner of Valuation. 

Another important provision contained in the Act is that of the 10th section, 
which will enable tbe Guardians to obtain tbe decision of a superior Court, in any 
case in which they are parties to an appeal against any valuation or exemption, 
by giving notice in writing to the Chairman of the Court of General or Quarter 
Sessions at which the Appeal was heard, to state a case for the decision of such 
superior Court.

No. 2. — Provisions or the Common Lodging Houses Acts. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, June 30, 1860. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ire- 
land desire to draw the attention of the Board of Guardians to the provisions of 
“ The Common Lodging Houses Act, Ireland, 1 860,” which received the Royal 
Assent on the 25th of May last. 
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The Act was passed to remove doubts which had arisen as to whether the 
Common Lodging Houses Acts of 1851 and 1858 extended to Ireland and also 
to remove difficulties which had occurred m the execution of those Acts. 

It is now provided that the two previous Acts and the present Act shall be 
construed as one Act, and that the Acts as amended shall be deemed to extend 

t0 A ^common lodging-house” is defined as a house in which persons are har- 
boured or lodo-ed for hire, for a single night or for less than a week at a time, or 
any part of which is let for any term less than a week. 

IThe Poor Law Guardians of the Union are declared by the Act to be the 
“local authority” authorized to execute the several provisions of the Act in all 
places except in boroughs incorporated under the provisions of the Municipal 
Corporations Act, and iS towns having Town Commissioners elected or appointed 
under any Act of Parliament; in which cases the Town Council or the Town 
Commissioners, as the case may be, are the local authority. 

The duties devolving upon the local authority are set forth m the Arts referred 
to, viz., the 14 & 15 Vic., c. 28, the 16 & 17 Vic., c. 41, and the 23idVic., c.26, 
and are as follow: — . . .. 

To give notice in writing to the keeper of every Common Lodging-house, to register the 
house as by the Act provided (14 & 35 Vic., c. 28, s. 6). 

To keep a Register of Common Lodging-houses (s. 7> . , ,, 

To make Bye-Laws (subject to confirmation by the Lord Lieutenant) for the well oidei- 
ino- of Common Lodging-houses, for the separation of the sexes therein, for fixing the mim- 
be? and sexes of the lodgers who may be received therein, for promoting cleanliness and 
ventilation, and with respect to the inspection thereof (28 Vic., c. 26, s. 4). 

The Acts confer other powers on the local authority, with reference to the 
supply of water, the removal of cases of contagious disease to hospital, and the 
general enforcement of the provisions of the Act ; and the Commissioners enclose 
herewith six copies of the three Acts, for the information and guidance of the 

B iTwhl ^observed that the Guardians were not constituted “ the local autho- 
rity” before the passing of the recent Act; the local authority up to that time, 
forplaces not otherwise provided for, having been The Justices of the Peace 
acting in Petty Sessions for the place.”

children, or persons not strictly able-bodied, should he assisted out of the rates ot

One If those nanled on your list, Margaret Carey was left behind sick. All 

females were at once provided with situations, and the applications from all parts of the 
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rnimtrv are so numerous that I could readily provide for a couple of hundred young 
women at wages from 12s. Qd. to 25s. per month, according to their qualifications ; those 
with families, such as Mary Kelly, are not so acceptable, as few persons will engage 
females so encumbered, and the wages they could earn would not be sufficient to support 

tll I altore^et to have to observe that several of the men and boys sent out are not of 
that description who are likely to benefit themselves or the country : some are old and 
useless others appear more or less infirm, from the effects of disease, and others are cripples. 
One voung man John Grant, who came out with the first party, now informs me that he 
suffers from paralysis, and is incapable of doing any hard work. _ He has been suppoi ted 
by his sisters since his arrival here. They are in service in this city, and find the charge 

Vei It was^found necessary last year to make a representation through the Emigration 
Board in London to the Poor Law Commissioners, respecting some emigrants sent out by 
one of the Irish Unions, somewhat similar to your party in character, but in some respects 

less objectionable, inasmuch as they were all healthy. . ... . , . .. 

I am now instructed to enforce very strictly our Provincial Law against the introduction 
of objectionable emigrants. I am in every case to require the bond securing the Province 
against all future charge on account of infirm and helpless persons landed here ; and I am 
to make the earliest arrangements for the re-shipment back to their parishes of all such per 

sons as may be attempted to be forced on the Province. .. . 

I trust this will not be the case with any of your party; but as there isno public 
provision in this country applicable to the support of paupers whether able or infirm the 
localities upon which they may be thrown will, doubtless, complain loudly, and with justice, 
against a system which permits their being subject to such a tax upon their sympathies. 

The Province makes no objection to men or women on account of then- poverty, and will 
gladly receive all who may come, provided they are able and willing to work.

No. 4. Provisions of Burial Grounds Act.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for the Belief of the Poor 
in Ireland transmit to you herewith, for the information of the Board of Guar- 
dians, a copy of an Act, which received the Boyal assent on the 6th instant, to 
amend the Burial Grounds (Ireland) Act. 

It will be seen that the first section extends the powers already possessed by 
the Burial Boards for providing new burial grounds, by enabling them, m cer- 
tain cases, to make additions to existing burial grounds. . ,, 

By the second and third sections the Burial Board may require the owners of 
burial grounds, in certain cases, to fence such burial grounds and put them m 
decent order ; and, on the owner’s neglect or default to comply with such notice, 
the Burial Board may cause the ground to be so fenced and put m order, and 
the burial ground is from thenceforth to be under the management and control 
of the Burial Board, until the owner shall have reimbursed them the expense 
incurred, with interest. „ 

The fourth section enables the Burial Board to accept the management ot 
burial grounds in cases where the owners of such grounds may be desirous ot 
putting the same under their management.

No. S.— State of Potato Crop— Possible Pressure for Belief. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
g IR October 6, 1860. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in 
Ireland have to state, for the information of the Board of Guardians, thau t 
intelligence which has reached them regarding the state of the potato crop in 
Ireland shows that a great loss by blight has already occurred in some localities. 
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There is reason, therefore, to fear that from this cause, and from the further 
progress of disease, as well as from a possible deficiency in the supply of turf m 
certain districts, that an increased pressure may take place upon the funds pro- 
vided for the relief of the destitute poor. 

It is still uncertain to what degree the causes of distress referred to will 
operate and whether any increased pressure on the poor-rates which may occur 
S be general or only partial ; but the Guardians of every Union will no doubt 
acknowledge the necessity of being prepared in due time for the possibility of 
an increased number of applications for relief. , . 

I'or some years past the extent of the permanent Workhouse accommodation 
has been greyly m excess of the number of persons requiring to be admitted 
into and maintained in the Workhouses, and the number of cases on the out- 
door relief lists has been very small during the same period. The result is that 
the machinery for administering relief both m and out of the Workhouse has 
everywhere undergone very considerable modification in the course of the last 
few years, with a proper view to economy ; and there is the more necessity on 
this account to tali early precautions against an adverse change of circumstances. 

The estimates on which the Union rates have been made, m recent years 
have usually been based on the number relieved during the preceding year ; and 
pauperism having continuously decreased through a long series of years (to 
which the year eSded 29th September, 1860, forms an exception only in a slight 
degree! the financial state of most of the Unions is at present satisfactory ; hut 
in the making of future rates it will be found prudent m every sense and espe- 
cially for the interest of the rate-payers, that a liberal margin should be allowed 
for the possible contingencies of the season, so as to avoid, if practicable, the 
necessity for making supplemental rates, and for taking contracts at disadvan- 
tage on account of want of funds and postponed payment for supplies. 

The sanitary precautions usually adopted at this season of the year, such as 
placing the drains and sewers in order and thoroughly cleansing and limewash- 
L evei'v part of the Workhouse, will no doubt be scrupulously attended to by 
the Guardians, and every necessary step taken for securing filiation as far as 
practicable, under the advice and supervision of the Medical Officer.. 

1 A further sanitary precaution of much importance is the provision, before- 
hand of ample stocks of bedding and clothing, to meet any degree of pressure 
on the Workhouse which is likely to occur. It the Guardians permit themselves 
to be surprised by a large accession of numbers without having adequate sup- 
Xs ofoSng at their disposal, the newly admitted inmates may have to wear, 
lor a time the clothing in which they were admitted, to the detriment of their 
own health and at the risk of introducing contagious disease into the W ovkhouse. 

It is unnecessary to dwell on the paramount importance of making contracts 
for the supply of articles of food of good quality, and seeing to the exe- 

cution* thereof by the contractors The chief components m *e ^orkhous 
dietaries are cereal food, and other vegetable produce, and milk and it is 
manifest that any defect in the quality of those articles must penally detiact 
from the sufficiency of the dietary in respect of nutriment. Of equal, if not 
greater importance, is the quality of the meat, spirits, wine, and other medical 
comforts provided for the use of the sick in hospital. 

It is likely that the Guardians will place their main reliance. on the vacant 
room in the Workhouse, as the most efficient means of meeting a possible 
increased pressure of distress ; and in reference to able-bodied adult inmates of 
either sex! and their dependents, this view is in perfect accordance with the 
letter and spirit of the Irish Poor Belief Acts. The Guardians will bear in 
mind at the same time, that certain classes of destitute poor, designated m the 
first section of the lOtli Vic., cap. 81, are relieyable either in or out of the 
Workhouse, and that the power of giving out relief may be occasionally exer- 
cised with advantage in cases which fall strictly within the provisions above 
referred to. This is more especially the case in seasons ot extraordinary distress, 
inasmuch as it may become desirable to reserve the space m the Workhouse foi 
classes of applicants which cannot be relieved otherwise than in the Workhouse 
until that establishment is full or has been rendered unavailing by the presence 

0l ThfcomnSsioners trust, however, that by the use of timely Caution, such 
a contingency as that of the Workhouse being full, or rendered unavailable by 
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infectious disease, may be avoided ; and that the present extent of tbeWork- 
inuse accommodation will be found equal to any emergency which is likely to 
arise from a failure of the potato crop, in the present or m future seasons.

No. 6 .— Protecting Rail to Boilers in Kitchen and Laundry.

1111 The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in 
Ireland desire to draw the attention of the Board of Guardians to their Circular 
of the 6th December, 1851, in which they suggested the propriety of placing a 
circular fixed rail or bar of iron above the inner rim of each boiler, at such a 
heiffht as might prevent the person superintending it from stooping too much 
over the open part of the boiler, and thus prevent the occurrence of accidents. 

The Commissioners are aware that since the date of the Circular referred to, 
alterations have taken place by the removal of some of the large boilers, and 
also that others are, in some cases, used for purposes for which they were not 

intended at the time they were set. . „ . . ,, , 

The Commissioners are led to refer to this subject from the circumstance that 
an accident has recently occurred in one of the Workhouses, which could not 
have occurred had such' a precaution as that above suggested been taken, one 
of the paupers engaged in the laundry having lost her life by falling into one 

of theboilers. „ , „

’ The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the P oor in Ire- 
land desire to state that they have been informed that in the barony of Erris, com- 
prised chiefly in the Belmullet Union, one-half of the oat crop, and three-quarters 
of the potato crop of last year perished, the crops having been greatly injured by 
violent storms of wind ; and it would appear that the potato crop produced in that 
district has been already consumed. „ ,, . 

The Commissioners request the attention of the Board of Guardians of Bel- 
mullet Union to this statement; and they will be obliged by receiving the views 
of the Guardians as to the correctness of the information which the Commissioners 
have received as to the failure of the crops, and any expectation the Guardians 
may have had reason to form of an increased extent of destitution, and an increased 
demand on the Poor Rates for relief. ..... 

The Commissioners observe, that the rate now in collection is not more than 
adequate to the requirements of an ordinary season.

In reply to the above, I beg to state that I have made most minute and parti- 
cular inquiry as to the state of the potato crop in this district, and I find that 
there has been an increase as to the quantity set of one-fifth, when compared 
with last year; but the blight having set in so very early in the season, before the 
crop was ripe, that there is a decrease at the present time of one-third of the 
entire crop of the district; and the portion of the crop remaining is so indifferent 
as to be hardly capable for use.

No. 4 Extract from Guardians’ Minutes of January 18, 1860. 

In reply to the Commissioners’ letter, No. 18, M, 1860 ,14th January, the Board 
have to state that there has been a great deficiency m the oat and potato crop of 
last year, caused by violent storms in the month of September; but not to the 
extent stated to the Commissioners. They have also to state that there is no 
immediate prospect of destitution, to any extent, in the Union. 



No. 5.— Quarterly Report from Mr. Bourke, Poor Law Inspector, dated 
March 6, 1860. 

Gentlemen, 

In transmitting this my usual Quarterly Report upon the condition of the 
BelmuUet Union and the management of the Workhouse, I beg leave to state 
that I passed some days of last week in making personal inquiries in the Union 
as to the present stat e of the poor, and their prospects during the next few months, 
with the view of ascertaining, as far as might be possible, whether the provision 
made for their relief by the last rate would be adequate for the purpose. Iregret 
to say that there is every appearance of general distress in the district; and that 
the demand upon the rates will, in all probability, far exceed the Guardians esti- 
mate. The present number of inmates of the Workhouse is above the average 
calculated for the year ; and is about double of that in the corresponding periods 
of the last three years. The distress of this season does not seem confined to the 
lowest order of labouring poor, but extends to the small farmers, whose interests 
have greatly suffered from the deficiency in the oat and hay crop. Many of this 
class seem likely to fall into complete destitution this season, and them distress 
will extend to the class below them, who depend in some measure upon them for 
employment, and the means of support. The wealthier farmers, again, are suf- 
fering in their turn from the same causes, and from the expenses incurred m 
maintaining their cattle through the winter, and will be obliged to contract their 
expenditure upon labour to the lowest limits. The loss in the corn crop has 
injured the farmers in another manner, by depriving them of the usual credit 
given by the BelmuUet merchants. In former years, the practice has been lor 
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these traders to supply the farmers with Indian or oatenmea! during, the winter 
and spring upon credit, secured by the undertaking of the farmer to bring his corn 
in for sale at harvest to the merchant with whom he had these dealings. lie was 
paid for his corn at the current market price, and received in cash the balance 
remaining after payment of his debt. Last harvest the produce of the crop was 
in many cases insufficient to pay the debt, and the merchants are now unwilling 
to make advances. All these causes will inevitably create a large amount of 
distress; but, happily, there is little fear. of its being aggravated by high prices. 
Potatoes are still abundant, and are selling at Bangor and Belmullet at Ad. to 
A\d per stone. The quality is inferior, and the produce much below the average ; 
but there has been no disease, as far as I could ascertain; and there is no likeli- 
hood of there being any scarcity of seed. Indian corn meal is to be had at the 
shops of all towns and villages at the usual market price, of from £8 to. £9 per 
ton or rather more by retail; and oatenmeal holds the same rates as in other 

markets throughout the kingdom. 

Upon the whole, I am satisfied that the worst consequences to be apprehended 
from the unfavourable harvest are a loss of rent to the landed, proprietors — a 
diminution of profit to the farmers, accompanied by a depreciation in the value 
of their stock from bad winter feeding, and an increased demand for aid from the 
rates among the lowest classes. # . 

The Union is not in want of means to meet this increased strain. It may prove 
difficult to collect the rate as closely as usual; but there is no doubt that a very 
large proportion of the amount now outstanding will be made available for current 
expenses, which will probably be met by the produce of this rate, without the 
creation of any serious deficiency at the close of the financial year. . Some debt 
will, of course, have to be incurred; but it seems to me better. that it should.be 
so, than that any attempt should be made to impose a new rate in summer, which 
the Union would find it difficult to pay. 

The accommodation in the Workhouse is sufficient for a far larger number than 
I anticipate will avail themselves of it; and the supply of clothing and bedding- 
now on hands appears to me sufficient. If the numbers should increase faster 
than is calculated, the stock of clothes can easily be increased. . . 

I have no apprehension, therefore, that any difficulty will be experienced , m 
providing relief for all those who will accept it ; but it is not so easy to deal with 
the circumstances of the cases now presenting themselves, and likely to continue 
in greater numbers. Since the beginning of the year there have been 2 1 applicants 
for relief, representing 43 individuals. Of these, the Guardians have relieved in 
the Workhouse 17 cases and 36 individuals;, have refused relief in 3 cases to 5 
persons ; and one woman and child, who applied for relief, did not present them- 
selves. The majority of the persons thus relieved form members of families 
deserted by the male head; or, in other words, the man has gone away to seek 
employment, and the wife is content to go in with her children to the Workhouse. 
There is no doubt that this class of persons will form the bulk of those applying 
for relief throughout the year; and that the Guardians will not be able to oppose 
any successful resistance to the practice. They.have already obtained warrants 
for the arrest of some men who have acted in this manner, but I have not heard 
of their being apprehended. 

The Guardians of the Union seem disposed to meet the difficulties of the season 
with firmness and humanity, and I feel quite satisfied that they will make all 
proper provision for the support of the poor who have recourse to the Work- 
house. 

I have no particulars concerning the House with which to trouble you. I was 
quite satisfied with its condition, and the attention of the officers.

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No. 6— Memoeial from Landownees and Othees in the County of 
Mayo, to the Lord Lieutenant, dated 16th March, lobU. 

To His Excellency the Earl of Carlisle, Lieutenant- Governor and Governor 
General of Ireland. 

The Memorial of the Landowners, Clergy, and Gentry of Erris, in the county 
of Mayo, at meeting assembled, humbly showeth 

That the population of the district which your Memorialists represent is nearly 
20 000 ■ that one half of that number are at this moment suffering severe pri- 
vations arising from the general failure of the potato crop, and the destruction 
of the main crop by storm in last September ; that their cattle are dying in 
countless numbers, the owners being neither able to feed them nor to dispose of 
them by sale ; that hundreds of the people are deserting their Me homes and 
flying to other shores to escape the horrors of another famine , that, thousands 
haven either the means to emigrate nor to make a tillage ; that these therefore, 
must either seek refuge in the Workhouse or perish by the femme which threa- 
tens, unless your Excellency take timely measures to avert these disastrous con- 
sequences. Memorialists beseech your Excellency to take steps to meet the 
difficulty either by extending the benefit of out-door relief to the destitute land- 
holders by means of a rate-iS-aid, or by devising some system of remunerative 
employment to enable them to make a tillage, and thus provide for the future 
as well as the present emergency.

In reference to the condition of the population of the district m question, the 
Commissioners forward herewith, for his Excellency’s information, a copy of a 
Report Avhich they received from their Inspector, Mr. Bourke, on the 7th mst. 

It will be seen that Mr. Bourke reports that there is every appearance of 
general distress in the district ; and he expresses an opinion to the effect that 
the demand upon the poor rates will, in all probability, exceed the estimate 
made by the Board of Guardians when they determined upon the amount of the 
last rate in the Union. The rate was signed on the 8th December last, and was 
calculated to raise £918 ; and on the 18th ult. about £600 remained to be col- 
lected • but it seems probable that some debt will have to be incurred by the 
Guardians in the relief of the destitute poor before another rate can be made 
and put in collection. . . , e 

Mr. Bourke does not, however, anticipate that there will be any want ot 
means to meet the increased demand upon the resources of the Union for the 
relief of the poor, although he apprehends some loss of rent to the landed pro- 
prietors, and a diminution of profit to the farmers, accompanied by a deprecia- 
tion in the value of their stock. . , , 

There were, on the 10th inst., the date of the last Return received by the 
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Commissioners, 97 persons relieved in the Belmullet A\ orkliouse, no out-door 
relief being given at present, under the 1st Section of the Irish roor tteliet 
Extension Act, in the Union. The number of inmates at the corresponding 
rienod of last year was 51. . ... ,, 

^ The Commissioners have, at the same time, to state, that they will address the 
Board of Guardians of Belmullet Union on the subject of the statements m the 
Memorial, and call on them to give continued attention to the state of the dis- 
trict and the necessity of making due provision for the relief of any distress

There is no law now in force by which any rate-m-aid could be levied, nor 
any fund from which assistance can be rendered to the Union, so far as the

small number of inmates of the Workhouse, now that the Guardians are satis- 
fied that the Workhouse will be filled, they should prepare to make another and 
sufficient rate on the Electoral Divisions requiring it, at the earliest possible 
time, no fund at present existing from which any Electoral Division can receiv 
assistance. 
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The Guardians ought likewise to review their stocks of clothing and bedding, 
and make contracts for procuring an additional^ supply : for, if distressed per- 
, 0 ns are admitted and provided inadequately with bedding, or are allowed to 
rptain their own clothing, disease is likely to break out of a contagious character. 

Thev will also observe that the present staff of officers has been reduced so as 
tn v ear proportion to the very small number of inmates who have been in the 
Workhouse for several years past, and that it will be imperatively necessary to 

^Special Relieving Officers can also be appointed to reside in the districts most 
exposed to distress, in consequence of the recent loss of the crops.

But, besides the injuries thus occasioned the occupiers of land m Erris have 
shared in the general loss of cattle entailed by the scarcity of forage, andhavmg 
during the last few years, increased their stock out of all proportion to 
of winter feeding (trusting for their support to the extensive mountain runs 
tached to their farms), they have suffered to a corresponding extent by the 

Se Tforthe™ource of suffering has been the 

Not only has the weather been unfavourable, but the fish taken have been of the 
most worthless description. 
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All classes of inhabitants of Erris have been sufferers from one or more of 
these causes, but it is only in the localities I have specified that they have been 
combined: and in them, I am persuaded, there does, at the present moment, 
exist severe distress. A small portion of it only will fall upon the rates for relief. 
A few of the fishermen, some labourers with large families, and the aged and in- 
firm dependents, hitherto cheerfully supported by their own relatives, will form 
the classes for whom relief from the rates will be chiefly claimed. The Believ- 
ing Officers who possess a very accurate and minute acquaintance with the in- 
habitants of those districts, calculate that 120 persons, in addition to those now 
in the Workhouse, may require relief during the season; and I have every reason 
to believe these estimates will not be exceeded. Since my last visit, on the 1st 
March up to the 26th of April there have been fifty-five admissions and eighteen 
discharges, showing a net increase of thirty-seven; and I do not look to this ratio 
of increase being exceeded during the next four months, which will bo the limit 

of the distress. , „ 

At the meeting of the Guardians on the 26th ult., the available resources of 
the Union for meeting and providing for this exigency -were closely scrutinized. 
There appeared an amount of uncollected rates, over and above all liabilities 
at the 25th of March, of about £340 ; and it was estimated that: the total expen- 
diture might possibly amount to £800. The deficiency would fall m the greatest 
proportion upon the five electoral divisions already specified, which might pro- 
bably require supplemental rates, varying from Is. id. to 9d. m the pound, to 
place them upon an equality with other divisions. It was discussed at the Board 
whether these rates should now be imposed, so as to be ready for collection m 
the summer, when the present funds would be exhausted; but the general opinion 
was, that it would be better to contract a small debt of, say £500, which could 
be discharged in Autumn, and be levied in due proportion to the ascertained ex- 
penditure, than to call for rates from the very class upon whom the greatest 
losses have fallen and at the very moment of their greatest distress. I quite 
concur in this view, and have no doubt it can be safely acted upon, as the Guar- 
dians will easily get credit for the short time required. _ . . __ 

The next proceeding was to review the state of preparation in the Workhouse, 
and give the necessary orders for completing them stock of clothing and bedding, 
increasing their staff, by adding a nurse to the hospital, and giving ; greater facil- 
ities for receiving applications for relief, all particulars of which you will see 
upon the minutes. I have only to add, that the present condition of the 122 in- 
mates is as satisfactory as can be desired, and that I think the steps taken by the 
Guardians are, for the present at least, quite adequate to the emergency. It 
will be seen that the impressions produced upon my mind by this last inquiry 
into the condition of the Union, are identical with those derived from my first 
visit, and reported to you on the 6th March; and the course of events m the 
meantime has still further confirmed those views. The following is a summary 
of applications for relief, made to the Relieving Officers, since the 1st January 
last, arranged in classes, and showing the result of the Guardians decisions:—

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland have received the minutes of proceedings of the Board of Guardians of 
the Belmullet Union, of the 26th ult.; and perceive with satisfaction that the 
Guardians have given orders for the supply of additional clothing, bedding, 
flannel, &c., to meet the expected increase of applications for relief, and have 
required the two Relieving Officers to visit weekly two additional places in the 
more distressed parts of their respective districts to receive such applications. 

The Guardians have also advertised for a nursetender for four months to 
assist, the Matron in attending to the sick inmates of the Infirmary and 
Hospital. 

Whether these steps will be found to be sufficient to meet the exigencies of 
the case, the Commissioners think open to doubt ; and they must continue to 
urge upon. the Guardians the necessity of making provision in due time to meet 
every possible contingency from the resources of the Union. 

The Commissioners observe with regret, in the resolution passed in reply to 
their letter of the 1 7th April, that some reliance seems to be placed on charitable 
subscriptions reaching the district from private sources. 

The Commissioners firmly believe, that a liberal use by the Guardians of the

Adverting to the file of papers recently transmitted for your perusal, the 
Commissioners for administering the Laws for the Relief of the Poor in Ireland 
desire to state that they feel much anxiety regarding the proceedings of the 
Board of Guardians, of Belmullet Union in reference to the distress which 
exists in some portion of the Barony of Erris, situate within that Union, as 
described in Mr. Bourke’s reports. 

The Minutes of the Guardians’ proceedings on the last day of their weekly 
meeting show that only three Guardians attended ; that no tenders for clothing 
were received ; and that the Guardians present, on account of the small attend- 
an S P ^ Stp ° n — taklng any Step in re § ard t0 the correspondence before them. 

The Commissioners are of opinion that no time should be lost in having the 
rates. made in those Electoral Divisions, which will require supplementary rates, 
as this course will be. calculated to place the Guardians in a better position as to 
credit., even though it may be found difficult to collect the whole of such rates 
immediately.

In reference to the Commissioners’ letter, No. 9,899 /60, 8th May, 1860, the 
Board have to state, that the Relieving Officers have received orders to give 
temporary relief in cases of sudden and urgent necessity, and not to allow any 
nerson to suffer from want. The Board have, at the same time, to observe that 
the Relieving Officers are receiving very few applications, one of them not hav- 
ing received one since the 19th April last, and the other but eleven cases, em- 
bracing twenty-one persons out of which they have granted relief to eight cases 
and eleven persons. The Board attribute the very few applications principally to 
the quantity of relief afforded by the Relief Committee estabhshed m Belmullet. 

R 0 . 23.— Report from Mr. Lucas, Poor Law Inspector, to the 
Commissioners. 

C tlemen Ballina, May 19, 1860. 

™ l\ave the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your communication of the 
16th instant, expressing your anxiety regarding the proceedings of the Board of 
Guardians of Belmullet Union in reference to the distress which exists in some 
nortion of the barony of Erris, which I did not, however, receive in time to con- 
fer with the Guardians on the subject to which it relates, the post not arriving 
in Belmullet until an advanced period of the day, and not until after the meet- 
inn, which X attended, had been adjourned. . 

There were two tenders received for the supply of clothing not contracted tor 
at the former meeting, one of which was accepted by the Board; and it is satis- 
factory to state that steps have now been taken to procure the supply of cloth- 
ing which the Guardians estimated would be required to meet the pressure lor 
relief caused by the distress in the district. The want of competition at the 
former meeting for this supply of clothing, alluded to by the Commissioners, 
arose in my opinion, not from any aversion on the part of contractors to enter 
into engagements with the Union, but from the absence of sufficient publicity. 
The Clerk states that no disinclination of that nature exists, or is likely to occur. 

There were only four applications for relief at the meeting, and they were re- 
lieved by admission to the Workhouse, and two provisional cases, admitted since 
the former meeting, were confirmed. During the past four weeks eleven cases, 
embracing twenty-one persons, have applied for relief : these applications have 
come solely from the district of one Relieving Officer (Mr. Gibbons), the other 
officer (Mr. O’Malley) not having received any application for relief during that 

^The numbers in the Workhouse have slightly declined. On the 17th instant, 
there' were 116 inmates, and in the corresponding period of the previous month, 
122. The maximum number relieved at any one time has not exceeded 125.

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The Glerk estimates the liabilities of the Union at the present time at £328 
7-s. 6 d. (including a debt of £78 11s. 2d. to Ballina Union, under authority of 
District School Order), -vvhich is somewhat about the amount of rates remaining 
uncollected. The collection will, it is anticipated, realize the full amount out^ 
standing, as it is stated the ratepayers in arrear are the most solvent in the 
Union. 

Unless the present collection is wound up, and supplemental rates made on the 
four Electoral Divisions to which the increasing pauperism is chiefly confined the 
Union will, at the present rate of expenditure, have incurred a debt at the expi- 
ration of the half year of about £400. This subject appears to have already 
received the attention of the Guardians, and Mr. Bourke has stated his opinion 
that he thinks the imposition of new rates may be safely postponed until the 
period of harvest arrives. 

I am happy in being able to state that the oat and potato crops, which are 
the chief descriptions of tillage in the barony, present, at the present time, a very 
healthy, and promising appearance, and afford every prospect of an abundant 
harvest.

No. 24 — Extracts from Guardians’ Minutes of 7th June, 1860. 

A statement having been made in the Board room to-day that the Poor Law 
Commissioners allege that private benevolence is paralyzing their efforts to force 
the landlords and Guardians to meet the existing distress caused by last years’ 
failure of crops, and that the landlords can easily bear the burden ; and, as such 
opinion, if promulgated, casts an imputation on this Board:— 

Resolved— That the Poor Law Commissioners be requested to inform us whether they 
have formed this opinion, and, if so, on what grounds; and we beg to inform them, and 
distinctly state that the Guardians have at all times done their duty as landlords and 
Guardians, both now and during more difficult seasons of distress. That before such opinion 
be formed due inquiry should be made, and that there are electoral divisions the paupers of 
one of which (if the quarter-acre clause were not enforced) would fill the Workhouse, and 
require a rate, for three months only, of 20s. or 25s. in the pound on the rateable valuation 
of the division. 



The number of applicants for whom relief was not ordered — two cases and 
seven persons. One case was a tailor, with wife and three children : he was offered 
employment by the Board at 7 s. 6d. per week, which he accepted. The second 
case was a woman with one child, who applied to be admitted without her 
huspand. 



No. 25 . — Letter from the Commissioners to the Board of Guardians.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland have had before them the resolution of the Guardians of Belmullet Union 
of the 7th inst., requesting the Commissioners to state whether they have formed 
the opinion that private benevolence is paralyzing their efforts to force the land- 
lords and Guardians to meet the existing distress ; and if so, on what grounds. 

In reply, the Commissioners have to state that they have not taken upon 
themselves to form any opinion regarding the course of action which has been, or 
which ought to be, taken by the landlords of property situate within Belmullet 
Union, but that they have regarded and continue to regard with considerable 
anxiety the course adopted by the Board of Guardians in reference to the exist- 
ence of distress in several of the electoral divisions ; and that their desire has been, 
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„ the Guardians are well aware, to see all necessary arrangements made to re- 
W the destitution arising in the Union according to the existing state of the 
law, and to have such rates made on the rateable property as may be necessary 

‘“i^efytorK^ofthe Commissioners, urgently pressing on the attention 
of the Guardians the necessity of making due arrangements to meet the expected 
distress^ the Guardians, on the 26th April passed the following resolution .

Since the above correspondence took place it is matter of notoriety that sub- 
scriptions have been raised by appeals to private charity, and a local Committee 
organized to distribute relief, and a large quantity of meal imported by private 
parties for consumption in the Union ; while the Guardians have neither made 
any addition to the poor rates, nor given any relief out of the Workhouse to 
classes legally relievable in that manner. . . , . . , A e 

It further appears that the number of inmates m the M orkhouse, instead of 
increasing, as might be expected, has, since the 21st April, been on the decrease: 

the discharges exceeding the admissions. „ , 

The Commissioners have certainly formed, during the progress of these events, 
the opinion that the action of private chanty has resulted m substituting for 
relief from the local rates, through the responsible machinery of the poor law, a 
system of relief dependent on precarious resources, arising from private benevo- 
lence and administered by an agency not subject to any public responsibility. 

The Guardians now state that there are electoral divisions the paupers of one 
of which would fill the Workhouse, if the quarter-acre clause were not enforced, 
and require a rate, for three months only, of 20s. or 25s. m the pound On what 
foundation that estimate rests the Commissioners are not aware ; and they can- 
not accept any such assumption as a valid ground for neglecting means of afford- 
ing relief which are recognised by law ; and they repeat their belief, that if the 
legal modes of relief be superseded by extraneous operations, there is thenceforth 
no sufficient security for the preservation of life. Many persons of the humblest 
and most indigent class may be induced to wait, and wait m vam, for a share of 
the relief gratuitously dispensed by the Relief Committee, who would not, with- 
out that prospect, refrain from seeking relief at the hands of the Guardians, and 
who might thus obtain it in the form best calculated to preserve life. . 

As regards the quarter acre clause, the use made of that enactment on this 
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occasion makes it necessary to repeat what has again and again been urged al- 
ready on the attention of the Guardians, that it does not prohibit the relief of 
any person, except the occupier himself, and that the other members of his family 
are as much entitled to relief, in destitute circumstances, as if that enactment 
did not exist. 

The Commissioners, therefore, again call upon the Guardians to urge forward 
•ndth as little delay as possible, the collection of the current rates, with a view to 
further rates being at once made on the electoral divisions which are likely to 
require them. 3

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in 
Ireland have observed by the minute of the Board of Guardians of Belmullet 
Union on the 7th inst., relating to the cases of applicants for relief, considered 
and decided on by the Guardians, that relief was refused to a woman with one 
child, on the ground that she applied for relief “without her husband.” 

. Commissioners do not wish to interfere with the discretion of the Guar- 
dians in individual cases of applications for relief; but, if there was no other 
reason _ than that stated for refusing admission to the Workhouse to the woman 
and child, it is desirable to point out that the absence of the husband does not 
legally disentitle the wife and children to relief, although their becoming charge- 
able may lay grounds for proceedings against the head of the family for neglect- 
ing to maintain them. 

Under the existing circumstances of the district, the Guardians cannot be too 
cautious in refusing to admit persons to the Workhouse who make application 
for admission ; and any fatal results arising from such refusal would render the 
Board of Guardians liable to very serious consequences.

It was proposed by Lieut. O’Donnell, and seconded by the Rev. Patrick Malone— That 
the thanks of the Committee be conveyed to the Rev. Mr. Askm, and his congregation of 
Harold’s Cross Church, for their munificent donation of £o0. 

The Committee have learned, with extreme regret, and with feelings amounting almo t 
to indignation, that the Poor Law Commissioners discourage all private benevolence 
alleging that it paralyses their efforts to compel the Landlords and Guardians to meet the 
difficulty, and that the Landlords could very well bear the burden. 
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The Committee beg to submit that before the Commissioners would hazard such an 
assertion, they should have instituted inquiry, and made themselves sufficiently acquainted 
with facts. The Committee beg to state one for their information : — In the Electoral 
Division of Muingnaboe, there are 124 families, eighty of whom are in urgent want of 
relief. Suppose the Commissioners do not insist upon the quarter acre test, and that the 
heads of all these families are left to hold possession and take care of their respective 
crops, whilst all the other members, making on the whole 320, enter the Workhouse the 
cost of maintaining these 320 paupers for three months, at 4 d. each per day, would be 
£480. The total valuation of the Electoral Division is £381. The rate necessary there 
fore, to meet this expenditure, would be £1 5s. 2d in the pound, the half of which" 
together with a County Cess of 3s. in the pound, would fall upon the very class requiring 
relief, thus ensuring their complete ruin, and making permanent paupers of people whom 
temporary relief now would render comparatively independent hereafter. The present 
Workhouse would be filled by paupers from this Electoral Division alone ; but this is only 
one out of fifteen Electoral Divisions over which the distress prevails. The Committee are 
willing to admit that some Electoral Divisions have not suffered as much as others but 
each must, under the operation of the Poor Law, bear its own amount of pauperism ’ and 
be liable for the rates of that amount. 

The Committee fearlessly assert that the Landlords, Guardians, and Commissioners 
could not meet the difficulty. Many of the Landlords have strained every nerve and 
involved themselves heavily in endeavouring to assist their tenantry. The people them- 
selves have made extraordinary efforts to crop their little farms ; and are they now to be 
left to starve because the Poor Law Commissioners have formed an erroneous opinion upon 
the subject, resting their argument upon false premises and insufficient data ? The Com- 
mittee challenge inquiry on the subject, and will undertake to show an amount of destitu- 
tion in this district that baffles all description, which is now but too manifest in its fearful 
consequences. 

Already some of the people have been attacked with dysentery and a swelling of the 
limbs, a fact which a medical gentleman has certified to the Committee this day, having 
been in attendance on some of these cases. The fact has filled the minds of fjhe Committee 
with alarm, when they recollect that such were the fatal symptoms of the famine of 
47 and ’48.

As Chairman of the Erris Relief Committee, I have been requested to com- 
municate with you, and to- inquire whether the Relieving Officers of Belmullet 
Union have been invested with any extraordinary discretionary powers for the 
administration of out-door relief during the present trying emergency in this 
country. J 

For example, is the Relieving Officer authorized to administer out-door 
relief to the W ldow Donoughue of Clogher, whose husband died of fever three 
weeks since, and whose seven children are now lying ill of the same malady 
Widow Donoughue holds land over a quarter of an acre; but has no cattle! 
pigs, or other means. She and her children have for some time been supported 
by our Committee. 

There are many cases of poor people absolutely starving, although they 
possess one, two or three— nay, even six head of cattle-cattle so worthfessthat 
no farmer would accept of them as a present, and which are totally unsaleable • 
the value of many of them is that of the hide that covers their hones ’ 

Diseases of diSerent types are spreading throughout the country - there are 
many cases of fever, swelled limbs, and dysentery ; and two respectable medical 
gentlemen have stated,- that there are numerous cases of what may be called 
dyspepsia, but which is a softening of the coats of the stomach, induced by the 
unwholesome garbage that the people eat. The Medical Officer of Belmullet 
Union has stated that last Dispensary day there was a vast increase in the 
number of applicants for medical assistance ; and the same report has been 
made relative to the Poulathomas Dispensary. 

Gentlemen, in urging on your attention the alarming state of the population 
of this Union with regard to want of food and spread of disease, and praying 
for any relaxation of rules which it may be in your power to make for the more 
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fineedv and effectual relief of the people, I am pleading against my own interests, 
as my income would, of course, be severely affected by increased taxation. 
I trust therefore, you will not consider me a busy intermeddler in other 
men’s matters, and that you will excuse this intrusion on the part of,

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 18th instant, containing in- 
quiries respecting the power of Relieving Officers to afford relief in certain cases, 
and referring to the distress now existing in Belmullet Union. 

Ill reply, the Commissioners desire to state, that a Relieving Officer has ample 
authority, under the 7th section of the Irish Poor Relief Extension Act, to give 
provisional relief in any case of sudden and urgent necessity, either by an order 
of admission into the Workhouse or Fever Hospital of the Union, “ or by afford- 
ing such poor persons immediate and temporary relief in food, lodging, medicine, 
ormedical attendance, until the next ordinary meeting of the Board of Guar- 
dians.” Such relief requires no subsequent confirmation or sanction by the 
Board of Guardians ; and the continued inability of the applicant to be removed 
to the Workhouse, or a recurrence of the circumstances of urgency would jus- 
tify the Relieving Officer in repeating such provisional relief. A. copy of the 
General Regulations, in which the Relieving Officer’s duties are described (Article 
51), is enclosed beneath. 

As regards the quarter-acre clause, it does not prohibit the relief of any person 
except the occupier himself; and the other members of the family are as much 
entitled to relief in destitute circumstances as if that enactment did not exist. 

The Commissioners think that if a man and his family are perishing from want 
of food the urgency of the case is not affected by the fact that he may have cows 
or other property not immediately available. 

The Poor Law gives ample powers of relief both in the Workhouse and out- 
side ; and it is the Commissioners’ duty to see that the Relieving Officers and 
other officers of the Union give effect to the Statute, and that the Board of Guar- 
dians direct these officers in the discharge of their duties. 

The Commissioners have accordingly directed Mr. Lucas, Poor Law Inspector, 
to inquire and report to them on the facts you have disclosed ; and should the 
Relieving Officer have fallen short of his duty, the Commissioners will not hesi- 
tate to dismiss him from his office.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland forward to you herewith a copy of a letter which they have this day 
received from the Rev. Mr. Jackson, containing inquiries with respect to the 
powers of Relieving Officers, and referring to the distress and disease existing in 
the Belmullet Union. 
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A copy of the Commissioners’ letter in reply is also enclosed; and -with refe- 
rence to the instruction already conveyed to you, the Commissioners request that 
you will be so good as to report to them on the subject of the Rev. Mr. Jack- 
son’s communication, especially with regard to the manner in which the Reliev- 
ing Officer of the district discharges his duties. 

Mr. Jackson refers particularly to the case of a widow, with seven children 
affected by fever, of which disease the father is stated to have died three weeks 
since. He also adverts specially to a great increase in the number of applicants 
for medical assistance at the Dispensaries.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland forward herewith for the information of the Board of Guardians of Bel- 
mullet Union a copy of a communication which the Commissioners have this day 
received from the Rev. W. O. Jackson, relating to the distress existing in the 
Union and to the powers of Relieving Officers. 

A copy of the Commissioners’ reply is also enclosed ; and the Commissioners 
desire to state, that they have instructed Mr. Lucas, Poor Law Inspector, to in- 
quire, and report to them on the subject of the Rev. Mr. Jackson’s letter 
and especially with respect to the manner in which the Relieving Officer of the 
District referred to therein discharges his duties.

No. 33.— Report from the Clerk of the Union, dated 14th June, 1860. 

There was no meeting of the Board this day, there being no Guardians in at- 
tendance but the Vice-Chairman and Mr. Thomas Reilly. 



No. 34. — Extract from Guardians’ Minutes, dated 21st June, 1860. 

Mr. Bourns, the Guardian for Ivnockadaff Electoral Division, having made a 
statement before the Board describing the distress existing in that division con- 
sequent upon which Relieving Officer O’Malley was called before the Board, and 
stated that no person applied to him from Knockadaff Electoral Division, al- 
though he attends at his office regularly, which is within one mile of that Elec- 
toral Division ; and that it is well known through the Electoral Division that he 
duly attends, although some of them, he believes, as he was informed by Mr. 
Bourns, are half starving. 

Proposed by the Chairman, seconded by Mr. Thomas J. Reilly Ordered 

“ That Relieving Officer O’Malley do visit each house in Knockadaff Electoral 
Division, and report to the Board on next Board day on the subject.” 

Proposed by Mr. Thomas Reilly, seconded by Mr. Thomas J. Reilly 

“ That the consideration of striking a supplemental rate be postponed to next 
meeting of the Board, when, they will have Mr. O’Malley’s report before them.” 

Resolved — “ That the Collector do collect all available rates, and lay before 
the Board at their next meeting a list of outstanding arrears ; and that the Clerk 
do have an accurate account of the finances of each Electoral Division and the 
estimated balances due on that day.” 

Resolved — “ That £5 be placed in the hands of each of the Relieving Officers 
to meet any urgent cases.”

Bangor, June 25, 1860. 

Gentlemen, . _ .... 

I have the honour to inform you that, in compliance with the instructions 
ront'iined in your communication of the 12th inst., No. 13,096/60, 1 attended the 
meeting of the Board of Guardians of the Belmullet Union, on the 22nd mst.; 
and since that period I have been engaged in visiting, _ accompanied by the 
Relieving Officers, some of the remote districts of the Union, where severe dis- 
tress and sickness are stated to prevail. . . ■, 

The Relieving officers had admitted thirteen persons provisionally to the 
Workhouse since the former meeting of the Board, and had granted provisional 
out-door relief under the 7th Sec. of the Irish Poor Relief Extension Act, to 
four cases, comprising fourteen persons. The relief in these cases was ordered 
to be continued, and the provisional admissions to the W orkhouse were con- 
firmed. A sum of £10 was placed in the hands of the Relieving officers to 
meet any urgent cases of distress which may arise before the next meeting. 
There were only three other applications for relief on the Relieving Officers 
books, but they all neglected to appear before the Guardians. 

The number of paupers in the Workhouse on the 23rd inst., was 120, 
including 37 s ick in the Infirmary, which is, I believe, as small a proportion 
to the number relieved as in most other Unions. There is no. fever or other 
infectious disease in the Workhouse, and there are no indications m the character 
of the complaints in hospital which would justify the assertion that they were 
induced by starvation. . , . 

The Co mm issioners’ letter to the Board of Guardians, No. 13,096/60., havmg 
been written under an impression that relief was not hitherto duly administered 
by the Guardians to applicants who were destitute, I have made inquny into this, 
and also into the nature of the case of the woman, and child referred to m the 
minutes of the Guardians’ proceedings on the 7th inst. The Relieving Officer 
reported the case as follows : — 

“Honor Keating, age 40, married; James, 4, child. She left the Workhouse with her 
husband, and has now applied, and states her husband will not come in with her ; he is 
destitute — is a tailor.” 



The Guardians refused the relief in this case, as the Commissioners are aware, 
on the ground that her husband would not come in with her. I am informed 
that he does not live with her ; and I do not think the Guardians were justified 
in their denial of relief in this case, particularly under the existing circumstances 
of the Union. The woman had not since applied for relief. There are two 
other cases which have come to my knowledge, which represent a stringent 
course on the part of the Board. The first is that of a tailor, named Mooney, 
arred 60, who applied for relief on the 22nd of March last; he was represented 
by the Relieving Officer to be unable to work. He was refused on this applica- 
tion ; he applied a second time, and was again refused. Subsequently he was 
admitted by a provisional order of the Relieving Officer, and is at present an 
inmate. The grounds of refusal in this case, so far as I could learn, were “ that 
he did not belong to the Union.” 

The other case is that of a married woman, named Mary M Mannon, aged 20, 
with an infant child. She was represented to have been deserted by her husband, 
and in a destitute condition. She was refused on her first application, but was 
subsequently admitted provisionally by the Relieving Officer, which was con- 
firmed by the Board of Guardians. These are the only cases which have come 
under my knowledge, in which, I think, an opposite course should have been 
pursued by the Board of Guardians. . . 

During the present year the Guardians have successfully instituted legal pro- 
ceedings against three men for the desertion of their.wiv.es and children. In 
these cases the ability of the head of the family, to maintain those dependent on 
him seems to have been very doubtful. It is urged that the strict course 
adopted in these cases, although perhaps legal, has deterred many of the class 
from seeking relief in the Workhouse. 

I have looked for a solution of the anomalous state of things which seems to 
exist in this Union. The few applications for relief which have been made to 

E 
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the Guardians for several weeks past appears inconsistent with the existence of 
wide-spread dire distress. I would be slow to think that the circumstances 
which I have detailed would operate unfavourably to the administration of the 
law. There is nothing objectionable in the Workhouse arrangements, and the 
dietary is of an unexceptionable description (a copy of which I annex). It 
appears to me, therefore, that the attention of the poor has been completely 
absorbed in the attempt to obtain relief from the Committee. 

That body meet on the same day as the Poor Law Board (Thursday), when 

they announce the subscriptions received since the former meeting (they 

amounted on the 21st to £179), — and proceed to dispense the relief at their 
disposal on the representations made to them, by letter or otherwise, from the 
different localities in the Union. I find the names of four elected Guardians 
associated with the Belief Committee, but I cannot trace any connexion or co- 
operation between the two bodies. Judging from the remarks made by the 
Bev. Mr. J ackson, the Chairman of the Committee, on the occasion on which I 
attended their meeting, I should say that the two bodies are antagonistic to each 
other— rof course,; I mean in their corporate capacity. I am strengthened in 
this opinion by the circumstance that, at the meeting of the Guardians, Mr. 
Bourns, an elected Guardian, and also a member of the Co mmi t.^ proposed a 
resolution in reply to the Commissioners’ letter, No. 13096/60, pointing out the 
pressure of distress in one Electoral Division, and representing the utter inability 
of the ratepayers to meet the urgency of the case. The Guardians declined to 
adopt his statement without previous inquiry ; and they directed their Believing 
Officer to proceed to the Electoral Division, and to furnish them with a report 
at their next meeting. Mr. Bourns was unable even to obtain a seconder to his 
resolution, although there were seven members present, and he declined to leave 
the. document with the Clerk of the. Union. It was, in substance, somewhat 
similar to the statement made by the Belief Committee in their printed report 
respecting the. condition of the Muingnaboe Electoral Division. The case 
adduced by this gentleman at the meeting of the Guardians was Knockadaff. I 
visited three of the townlands, accompanied by the Believing Officer, which 
were represented to be the most distressed. We visited the cases of sickness in 
these townlands, which were confined, as far as we were able to ascertain, to 
seven or eight persons. The nature of their ailments appeared to be of the 
ordinary kind : one was a man who had beemailing for several months ; another, 
who was represented to be 100 years old ; a sick woman, 70 years of age, with 
a tumour on her back ; a man ill for the past seven years; a young woman 
affected with pleurisy, and two delicate young men (brothers), whose delicacy 
seemed to arise from constitutional causes. They declined to accept of hospital 
relief. Some of. the cases of sickness appeared to be in want, and the Believing 
Officer thought it necessary to give provisional relief to the value of 8s . ; but I 
did not observe anything in the general appearance of the people in these 
villages to cause alarm. There exists a Sub -Committee at Bossport for this 
district ; and we were informed that the issue of meal had been discontinued 
that day, in consequence of the steps taken by the Guardians. 

Muingnaboe, the Electoral Division referred to by the Committee, as requiring 
relief for 320 paupers, adjoins this division. I had not time to visit it ; in 
fact they are remote and difficult of access. It contains a population of 659 
people; the .Believing Officer attends at Portacloy once a week, which is not 
an inconvenient distance from the residents of the district. He has only received 
one application for relief since the month of November last from that division, 
and there are at the present time only three paupers chargeable thereto, two of 
whom are infirm, and one is affected with ophthalmia. The number stated to 
require relief is equal to 50 per cent, of the population, and I have little doubt 
that this statement has been made under a very great misapprehension. I 
believe it was put forward by the principal proprietor in the Electoral Division, 
and by the same person who made the statement to the Board regarding the 
adjoining Electoral Division of Knockadaff ; and I cannot help looking on it 
with much suspicion. I should mention that the Medical Officer of the district 
has stated to me that he is not aware of any unusual sickness in the division. 

I have, however, instructed the Believing Officer to visit the locality, and to 
make himself acquainted., with. the actual condition of the people. 

The operations of the Belief Committee have been almost exclusively confined 
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to the relief of the occupiers of land ; and, from the extent of the relief afforded, 
and mode of administration, I cannot regal’d it as any, criterion of the extent of 
the actual destitution existing in the Union. An instance came under my 
knowledge, in which a representation, which bore the semblance of authority, 
was made of the sanatory state of two townlands; but which, on personal 
examination and inquiry, 1 ascertained to be almost without any foundation in 
fact. The Committee is, of course, liable to be greatly misled and imposed 
upon in the administration of the funds placed at them disposal. . . . 

The possessor of cattle is not considered an ineligible recipient of them 
funds. The policy appears to be to save the cattle from being sold at a sacrifice 
in their present deteriorated condition. I believe that many of the people have 
mortgaged- their growing crops — a custom which Mr.. Bourke, my predecessor, 
has already explained to the Commissioners ; and, it is stated, that the system 
of “ gambeen” (usury) prevails to some extent in the district ; as much as 4s. 
or 5s. is exacted for the loan of 20s. for twelve months. 

I shall now proceed to notice some of the statements which appear m a 
letter addressed by the Chairman of the Committee to the Editor of the Times. 
The first statement refers to the Chairman of the Board of Guardians, who is 
stated to supply money to the Believing Officer for the relief of his tenantry. 

I find that this is a private arrangement ; the fund is distributed by Mr. 
Gibbons, but not in his official capacity ; £15 has been so disbursed. I visited 
the locality where Mr. Jackson represents the condition in which he found a 
family in fever. The case is as described by him, and the children at the period 
of my visit had not recovered from them sickness. The Medical Officer is 
clearly of opinion that their condition is the result of want previous to thevisit 
of Mr. Jackson. No application for relief was made to the Believing Officer, 
although the depot at which he attends is about four miles from the residence of 
the sick family. The mother, who is a hale woman, has not been afflicted with 
disease ; and I see no impediment to her obtaining relief, had she sought it. The 
expectation of obtaining it from the Committee doubtless led to delay ; and 
when the relief from that quarter came, it was not in the form best calculated 
to preserve the life of the sick man and children. I speak of the aid granted 
by the Committee a few days previous to Mr. J ackson’s visit ; it consisted solely 
of Indian meal. 

There are some improvident and other circumstances connected with this case 
which I am desirous of placing before you.. The man held foul- acres of land, 
but- it is only partially cropped. He had in his possession, at the time of his 
illness, a horse, cow, and two pigs. The two first animals were seized just prior 
to his death, under a decree for rent, by the agent of the property, who resides 
in the immediate locality, and is a member of the Board of Guardians. YY hen 
the man died, his widow sold the pigs for 165., and with Is. 6t?., realized from 
other sources, the amount was spent in the purchase of tobacco and pipes the 
wake. The family have received provisional relief at the hands of the Believing 
Officer, and it was renewed at the time of my visit. 

The next case is reported by the Believing Officer to be one of fever, but no 
medical aid has been sought. The Believing Officer reports that he granted 
provisional relief to this case also. 

The next statement, that “ there were three in fever, ’ must have been made 
under the impression that the persons alluded to had had fever ; for the Believing 
Officer informed me that they were up and walking about in the room, -and 
although they appeared sickly and destitute, they were not in an unfit state to 
go to the Workhouse. That mode of relief, he states, was offered, but refused. 

The last case is stated by tbe Relieving Officer to refer to a family of tbe name 
of Lavelle, holding four acres of land, and in possession of a pig, cow, and six 
sheep. The children, he states, appeared very sickly, but they were not in bed, 
and the statement that they had fever was made, I apprehend, by the family 
themselves to Mr. Jackson. The man is reported to be employed in burning 
kelp and earning money in other ways. It was not a case in which the 
Believing Officer considered it necessary to exercise his provisional powers. 1 
append a report which was made by the Believing Officer to the Board of Guar- 
dians on the subject of Mr. Jackson’s visit to. some of these families. 

I now come to the paragraph in the paper issued by the. Committee, and also 
the statements in the letter of Mr. Jackson as to the physical condition of the

inhabitants of the district. I have caused returns to be prepared by the two 
Dispensary Medical Officers, showing the number and character of the cases of 
sickness which have come under their notice during the month ended the 22nd 
instant, and similar statements for the corresponding period of the previous year 
which I append for the Commissioners’ information. 

The Medical Attendant of the Bangor District states, that the character of the 
cases which have come under his observation are of the ordinary kind, and that 
he has observed no cases of debility which might reasonably be traced to the 
effects of absolute want. 

The Medical Attendant of the Belmullet Dispensary has the case of the family 
of the Donoghues, and some other cases of a like nature, under his charge ; but 
they are not very numerous, as will be seen by a perusal of the return relating 
to his district. . Pie is of opinion that the. physical condition of many of the 
people in his district is low, and that the state of their health has been unfavour- 
ably influenced by want, and the inclemency of the season. During my stay in 
the Union, extending over a period of four days, I have noticed only two cases 
of swollen limbs, and they were offered relief in the Workhouse, but it. was not 
accepted in either case. 

During the progress of my inquiries, I was informed that a good deal of dis- 
tress existed in the Islands of Iniskea ; and I thought it right to direct the 
Believing Officer to proceed there, and to be prepared to afford information to 
the Board at the next meeting, which, under existing circumstances, I propose 
to attend. 

The Guardians directed a statement to be prepared of their financial position, 
with the view of considering the propriety of striking a supplemental rate. They 
also directed the Collector to bring his collection to a close without any further 
delay. 

The papers which have been referred to me, relative to this inquiry, are here- 
with returned.

Enclosure II. in -No. 35. — Relieving Officer’s Report. 

Gentlemen, Belmullet, June 21, I860. 

On Saturday, the 10th instant, the Rev. Mr. Jackson informed me of a very press- 
ing case of a family named Donoghue, at Newtown, in the Binghamstown, South Elec- 
toral Division. I told Mr. Jackson that I svould be going that way on to-morrow 11th 
instant, to which he replied, that he would also go that way, and that ho would be glad 
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that I would be with him. We started from Belmullet on Monday, the 11th instant, and 
Proceeded to Drum, where I hold my office for that District, and from thence to Newtown, 
to -Sit the case above referred to. On our arrival there the door was closed, which we 
opened, and got in. It was a very pitiful case. There were four in one bed and two m 
another ; and also a cradle, which contained an infant apparently gasping for death. We 
asked them several questions, hut made no answer. Mr. Jackson sent off a man to 
Belmullet for bread, and gave 4s. for that purpose; and also contracted with a neighbour 
to supply them with six quarts of milk daily for one week. This I considered sufficient 
for their present wants. We proceeded to Falmore through Termore, and visited the house 
of a man named Michael Lavelle, the family of whom was reported to us to he m a very 
poor state. In this case there were five children in a very sickly state ; they appeared to 
suffer much from want of food. Mr. Jackson asked if they got any relief from the Com- 
mittee, and the mother of the sick children stated that they got one cwt. meal last week, 
and that it never was more wanted, or something to that effect. Mr. Jackson ordered the 
head of the family to proceed to Belmullet, and that he would get another cwt. of meal. 
This family did not apply to me for relief on any former occasion. A good many persons 
applied for relief in the villages we went through, whose names Mr. . Jackson put on tor 
Committee relief. None of them would accept of the W orkliouse, stating that it would be 
great hardship on them to abandon their tillage. To which I replied, I would send the 
family of destitute persons holding land into the Workhouse, leaving out the head of the 
family, and none accepted of my offer. This I attribute to the great number of persons 
relieved through the Relief Committee, and that they expect that such relief will continue 
until the difficulty is all at an end. On the 16th instant I again proceeded to Newtown, 
and gave 5s. provisional relief to Mary Donoghue, the mother of the sick children, to procure 
the necessary nourishment they required. I also visited Termon, 1 almore, and Blaclcsod ; 
I found it necessary to give provisional relief in two cases, a woman named Mary Radon, 
of Termon, and Sally Minaghan, of Falmore; both could not be removed to the W orkhouse. 
On the 18th, 19th, and 20th I visited several townlands in the Electoral Divisions of Jimg- 
hamstown, South, North, and Belmullet ; I found a good many persons to be in want. In 
several cases I offered an order to the Workhouse, to which they dechned, I found it ne- 
cessary to give Is. provisional relief to Pat Shevlane, of Tirmonearra, on 20th instant, 
have further to state that I sent six cases, embracing eleven persons, provisionally to tne 
Workhouse since last Board day, and also gave provisional out-door relief to four cases, 
embracing fourteen persons at a cost of 8s.

No. 36. — Letter from the Commissioners to the Board of Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, June 26, 1860. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland have had before them the report made by the Clerk of Belmullet Union, 
in accordance with the instruction for his guidance in the General Regulations, 
to the effect that three Guardians were not present on the 14th instant, the day 
for holding the ordinary weekly meeting of the Board. 

They have also had under consideration the minutes of proceedings at the 
meeting of the Guardians on the 21st instant. 

In reference thereto, the Commissioners have to express their regret that at 
such a period of difficulty the Guardians should have allowed the day for their 
weekly attendance to pass without having a sufficient number present to form a 
meeting. 

The Commissioners perceive with satisfaction that at their meeting on the 
21st instant the Board of Guardians made arrangements for securing the attend- 
ance of the Relieving Officers in the Districts where distress is stated to prevail; 
and. the Commissioners desire, at the same time, to suggest to the Guardians the 
advisability of giving public notice, by posting placards, of the day and hour 
when the Relieving Officers will attend at each place appointed, in the distant 
divisions especially, as well as in the other divisions of their Districts. 

The Commissioners learn, from a report of their Inspector, Mr. Lucas, re- 
ceived to-day, that in three cases the Guardians recently refused relief. 

In one (already referred to in the Commissioners’ letter of the 12th instant), 
on the ground that the woman’s “ husband refused to come into the Work- 
house.” In another case, on the ground that the applicant “ did not belong to 
the Union and in the third case, in consequence, as it would appear, of the 
woman having been deserted by her husband. 

As regards these or any similar cases, the Commissioners have to point out 
that the Guardians are responsible for affording relief to the family, notwith- 
standing that the family may have been deserted by the person liable for their 
maintenance, or that he has refused to come into the Workhouse, or has ne- 
glected to maintain them. In fact, tjie circumstances of such desertion or neglect 
enhances the necessity for affording relief. 

Destitution forms the sole ground of relief, and if auy applicant be deemed by 
the Guardians, in.the exercis.e of their discretion in regard to the case, a fit object 
of relief as a destitute person, such person should be relieved in the Union in 
which he becomes destitute and applies for relief, without regard to circum- 
stances such as those above referred to. 
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The propriety of taking proceedings against a husband who leaves his wife and 
family for whose maintenance he is liable, in a destitute state, is another ques- 
tion- and the consideration of his conduct should not interfere with the adminis- 
tration of relief to the destitute applicants, either in or out of the Workhouse, 
either by the Board of Guardians, at their ordinary meetings, or by the Believ- 
ing Officer or the Workhouse Master, in the exercise of the responsibility 
devolving on them respectively.

RELIEYING OFFICER’S REPORT. 

Gentlemen, , . . 

I have to report that I visited a good many townlands in my District since 
last Board day, and gave orders to the Workhouse to forty-five persons, princi- 
pally the families of destitute persons holding more than a quarter of an acre of 
land I also gave out-door relief in five cases, embracing thirteen persons, who 
were sick and unable to avail themselves of an order to the Workhouse. I also 
visited the Island of Iniskea, and have to state that the south island is m as much 
want of relief as when X resided in that island last year. I am sorry to hare to 
state that the “ blight” has set in on the small tillage they hare made, which is 
not near the quantity they made last season. Each inhabitant has a small garden 
of early potatoes, in these gardens they will have potatoes available in about 
three weeks. They are all nearly in the same destitution; but I must pientum 
more particularly the cases of Anthony Ginty, sen., Anthony Gmty, jun Michael 
Gaughan, Richard Keane, John Grady, Anthony Keane, J ohn Keane, Catherine 
Hogan, Widow Cowley, and families. In these cases I hare offered an order to 
the Workhouse, and a mode of conveyance thereto : they refused to go. Those 
on the north island are well off, and in good circumstances.

Commissioners’ letter forwarding a copy of a letter which they have received 
from the Rev. W. O. Jackson, having been read , , 

In reply to the statements in Mr. Jackson s letter, the Board have to State 
that Widow Donoghoe made no application to the Relieving Officer ; and the hrst 
the Relieving Officer heard of it was when he was with Mr. Jacksom Mr. 
Henry Reilly, a Guardian, states, he told her she would be taken into the Work- 
house ; but that she refused to do. He advised her not to let her chudren starve, 
yet she refused. The Relieving Officer has given her, and continues to give her, 
provisional out-door relief. , , „ • • c 

As to persons who have two, four, or six head of cattle, it is the opinion of 
the Board, from their own knowledge, and from information received from Re- 
lieving Officers, they cannot agree in that statement, as the cattle are not msuch 
condition as that their only value is the price of the hides. Qn this part there

In reply to tliat part of Mr. Jackson’s statement as to fever, swollen iimbs, 
and dysentery, we bare examined tbe Medical Officer of Bingbamstown Disti let. 
There are, in tbe whole of bis District, two families in fever, consisting ot eleven 
persons, to his knowledge. That in the last month he had only two cases o 
swollen limbs from dropsy; and that tbe general physical state of persons in his 
District are of the usual state as of this time of year, and there is nothing more 
extraordinary in their condition than in former years : nothing in the physical 
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condition of the people to excite alarm. That there has been an increase of 
sickness from bad weather ; and two families, embracing eleven persons, have 
suffered from want of food — tlie fever cases referred to. 

In reply to the Commissioners’ letter, No. 14052 /60, 24th June, the Board 
have to state, that two Guardians attended, and some time after they left the 
Board-room two more attended ; but that three of them were not in attendance 
at the same time. That all paupers who applied were admitted provisionally 
lhat the day was. very severe, and many of the Guardians could not come to 
attend the Board m consequence. The Board know that full publicity to the 
place and time the Relieving Officers attend at their different offices has been 
given. 

■^ r ' 9 , .^' a ^ e y states lie gave 1 2 . 9 . 6d. provisional relief in Knockadaff Elec- 
toral Division, and that there are not twenty persons in that Electoral Division 
who will require relief from the Workhouse. That many persons in the Elec- 
toral Division have cattle ; and Mr. Frank Bourns states the cattle are, in gene- 
ral m a marketable condition; and Relieving Officer, O’Malley, only saw two 
head of cattle not in a marketable condition. 

Proposed by Mr. T. Reilly, seconded by Mr. O’Donnell--” That the notice 
handed m to the Board by Mr. Frank Bourns be placed on the Minutes.”

m accordance with Mr. Atkinson’s wish his letter be placed on the Minutes.” 

As. much discussion has taken place in respect to the provisions of the Act of 
10 Vic. cap. 31, sec. 10, in respect to giving to the families of persons holding 
more thun one quarter acre of land, I wish to express my views on the subject to 
tins. Board. By that section there can be no question that the occupier cannot, 
during such occuption, receive any relief under the Poor Law Acts, and by the 8th 
section, of same Act, .1 0 .Vic. cap. 3 1 , all the relief given to the wife or child of such 
Pf s ° n 1S declared as if given to such person as may under 1 and 2 Vic. cap. 56, sec. 
53, 54 ; and by the 55th section of last-mentioned Act, the Guardians may declare 
such relief given to wife and child, &c., a loan, and which maybe recovered as money 
lent ; and m all cases where relief given to persons, when the parties' who are 
bound by law to support such persons are of ability to pay relief, should be so 
given and declared as a loan. And by the 10 and 1 1 Vic. cap. 84, sec. 2, the 
person who shall desert or wilfully neglect to support wife or child, whom he 
may be liable to support, so that such wife or child shall be destitute, and be 
relieved m or out of the Workhouse, shall on conviction be committed to gaol, 
to be kept to hard labour, not exceeding three calendar months ; so that when 
tbe person liable to maintain such destitute parties are able to pay, the amount 
can be recovered as stated above ; and besides, the person liable to maintain can 
be imprisoned. But cases may arise where persons so liable to maintain hold 
quarter of an acre of land, and not of ability to pay for the keep of their desti- 
tute families. In such cases the Guardians must use their discretion on each 
individual case, and such power is expressly reserved to them by the 1 and 2 
V ic. cap. 56, sec. 3, and such discretion cannot be better used than in the words 
of the Commissioners, in them Cmcular of 8tli June, 1848 “The Guardians 
should not permit the wife or. child of a person occupying more than a quarter 
acre of land to die of starvation, or suffer extreme privation and in no other 
case should, m my opinion, the Guardians give relief to the wife or families of 
persons occupying more than one quarter acre of land. And all such cases should 
be duly and strictly inquired into ; for the Guardians should at all times recollect 
that they are acting under the provisions of certain Acts of Parliament, and that 
they have no right to go outside the provisions of such Acts, and that in no case 
can they afford rehef except when there is certain destitution. And further, they 
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should keep in mind that they are but trustees for the ratepayers, and should 
use the greatest caution in giving assistance and support out of . the Union rates 
to any person whomsoever, and never except in a case of destitution, for they 
have no power in any other cases. 

A very ingenious argument might be raised on the 10 Yic. cap. 31, sec. 10 
and sec. 8, for by the 10th section no person in occupation of a greater extent 
than one quarter of an acre can receive relief, and by the 8th section relief given 
to wife or child is to be considered as given to the person liable to maintain such 
wife or child, and, ergo, it is the same as if given to the occupier, that is, by 
the 8th section the wife or child is to be considered the same as occupier. I 
only mention this view to show such an argument might be raised.

No. 39. — Letter from the Rev. W. 0. Jackson to the Commissioners. 
Gentlemen, Belmullet, June 29, 1860. 

In my letter of the 18th inst., on the subject of distress in Erris, I made use 
of the following expressions : — “ There are many cases of poor people absolutely 
starving, although they possess one , two, or three, nay even six head of cattle — 
cattle so -worthless that no farmer -would accept of them as a present, and which 
are totally unsaleable — the value of many of them being that of the hide that 
covers their bones.” 

On the minutes of the Belmullet Board of Guardians, 28th June, 1860, there 
are recorded, with reference to the above, the following observations, viz. “ As 
to parties who, Mr. Jackson states, have cattle — two, four, or six — it is the 
opinion of this Board, from their own knowledge, and from information received 
from Relieving Officers, they cannot agree in that statement, as, in general, the 
cattle are not in such condition as their only value is the price of the. hide.” 
“What these comments on my letter mean it is impossible to say, as there is such 
confusion of thought (conjoined with obscurity of style and bad grammar) mani- 
fested in the sentence. If the framer of these minutes be as ignorant of the state 
of the country as he manifestly is of orthography, I should not be disposed, to 
attach value to his opinion. What does the sentence mean ? “It is the opinion 
of this Board, from their own knowledge, &c., they cannot agree in that state- 
ment.” What statement? — that many parties have cattle, two, four, or six. . If 
they mean, in their own blundering manner, to deny that many parties having 
cattle, two, four, or six, are starving, I take the liberty to reiterate the state- 
ment, and I assert again and again, that many parties having cattle in the pro- 
portion specified, have been and now are starving. But the minutes go on to 
state “as in general the cattle are not in such condition as their only value is the 
price of the hide.” What this goes to contradict I cannot perceive. I averred 
that “the value of many of the cattle was that of the hide, &c.” I did not 
make such a statement as the disingenuous perversion of the Chairman would 
attribute to me. I never stated that “ the cattle, in general, were in such con- 
dition as their only value was the price of the hide;” the sagacity of the Lawyer - 
Chairman was ill-employed in torturing my language and ascribing to it a sense 
which it cannot fairly be made to bear. I now, however, assert again that the 
value of many cattle in Erris is truly represented by the hides and horns. The 
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Chairman of the Board and some of those who voted with h im are large stock 
farmers, and, accustomed as they are to survey with complacency their own 
sleek herds, fattening on rich pastures, they may unconsciously have formed the 
opinion that the cattle of the starving villagers of Ardmore, Faulmore, and other 
places, are in the same comfortable condition. So far, however, from the Reliev- 
ing Officer’s testimony contradicting my assertion, Gibbons states that He saw 
ten head of cattle not worth more than the hide ; and if he and others would 
open their eyes they would see more. But, in truth, the conduct of the majority 
of the Board (that is the Chairman) is only a miserable splitting of hairs ; and 
the testimony of the four independent Guardians, together with mine and that 
of the country at large, is entitled (perhaps I am overweening) to as much weight 
as that of the Chairman and those who senilely followed his lead. 

As to the testimony of the Doctor, recorded on the minutes, allow me to ob- 
serve that, for a considerable interval, that gentleman was an invalid — that I saw, 
and the Relieving Officer saw, in Faulmore, fever that he never knew of— and 
that there were very many cases of illness throughout the country that never 
came under his notice. 

Doctor Bourns (who, during Dr. Mullaney’s illness, acted for him in Belmul- 
let) has, in our Committee and in private interviews, asserted that dysentery 
existed, in many instances in the country; there have been many cases of swelled 
limbs that the Doctor never heard of. Why, even the Relieving Officer, Gibbons, 
relieved this week, in Faulmore, two cases, giving money and directing them to 
get flour, coffee, and sugar. 

O’Malley, the Relieving Officer, met me, some time since, within his district, and 
stated, in presence of many witnesses, that such was the condition of eight fami- 
lies in Doolough (or Doohoorna — I am not now certain which) on the previous 
evening, that he shed tears ! Yet he did not relieve them. 

Is it not an extraordinary thing, that when a deputation called at the Work- 
house, some time since, for the purpose of representing the condition of the 
people, they were indignantly and discourteously refused admittance by the 
Board ; yet yesterday when Mr. Frank Bourns presented himself, to plead 
against the poor and against the imposition of a rate on Knockadaff, he was 
admitted, and his unsupported and baseless statements were greedily taken hold 
of as of value in the controversy. This gentleman’s offer of employment is about 
the richest thing I have heard of since I came into Erris. He give employment 
to the destitute! Gentlemen, be not gulled by such an absurdity. 

In conclusion, I beg to thank you for the admission of thirty-nine persons 
to the Workhouse, since the appearance of my letter in the Times , and also for 
the measure of relief (niggard as it is) given out of doors by the Relieving 
Officers, since that date. The tardy efforts, too, in behalf of South Inniskea 
demand acknowledgment. 

And now, with regard to the future. I think I am within bounds when I 
state, that the entire corn crop of the country, together with the cattle, will 
hardly suffice to pay the debts incurred by the tenants. When the landlord’s 
rent, and money advanced for seed — when the money due the merchant for meal, 
and to the usurer for cash advanced throughout the season — when all these are 
subtracted from the corn and cattle, I question whether anything from these 
sources will remain to the poor man. Unless it please God to give us a most 
abundant potato crop the country will be worse off next year than it is at pre- 
sent. 

I believe that, according to general usage, I am entitled to be a member of the 
several Dispensary Committees -within my parish. If so, I would beg that you 
direct my name to be added to those Committees accordingly; and perhaps I 
may be instrumental in bringing under the notice of the Medical Officer a little 
more of the sickness so prevalent in the Union. I hope Mr. Lucas has reported 
as to the manner in which Follett’s and Lannen’s families have been treated by 
the Board. I will not now dwell on their cases, as I have already written at 
such length. But, Gentlemen, do you expect that for £15 per annum the Re- 
lieving Officers can faithfully and efficiently discharge their duties?

forward regarding the distressed condition of the population of the Union. 

The Commissioners have referred your communication to their Inspector, Mr. 
Lucas who has recently visited various parts of Belmullet Union, and attended 
the meetings of the Board of Guardians. 

As regards your observations with respect to the Dispensary Committees of 
the Union, the Commissioners enclose, for your information, a list of the members 
of each Committee and the names of the wardens. 

It does not appear that there is any vacancy in the Binghamstown Committee 
to which you could be appointed ; but it is competent to the Guardians to appoint 
you a Warden if they should see fit to do so. 

A copy of the General Dispensary Regulations is transmitted herewith for 
your information.

No. 4i t — R eport from Mr. Lucas, Poor Law Inspector. 

Gentlemen, Tobercurry, June 30, 1860. 

I have to inform you that I again attended the meeting of the Board of 
Guardians of the Belmullet Union on Thursday last, and since the former 
meeting I have been employed in visiting several of the electoral divisions 
where distress and sickness were represented to prevail, and I have neglected 
no opportunity to make known the powers provided by law for the Relieving 
Officer to afford relief in all cases of urgency. 

As regards the state of health of the inhabitants of the district, I have to 
report that nothing of a more unfavourable character has been disclosed since I 
made my former communication on the subject ; on the contrary, the Commis- 
sioners will observe, by reference to the Guardians’ minutes of Thursday last, 
that the Medical Attendant of the Belmullet District stated to the Board of Guar- 
dians that, excepting the isolated cases of fever and anasarca, there was nothing 
in the general sanitary state of the people to cause alarm. 

The Relieving Officers afforded out-door provisional relief since the former 
meeting to fourteen cases, embracing thirty-four persons ; and they were instructed 
to continue the aid in thirteen cases, numbering thirty-one persons. They also 
granted provisional orders of admission to Workhouse to such cases as appeared 
to them to require it ; but very few availed themselves of this form of relief, the 
admissions since the former meeting having been only six ; there were, however, 
an unusual number of applications on the Relieving Officers’ books, chiefly from 
the wives and families of persons in the occupation of land. Seven cases, em- 
bracing twenty-five persons of this class, were admitted to relief ; twenty-three 
cases, numbering fifty-one persons, did not appear before the Board, although 
they had recorded their applications, and there seemed to exist no impediment 
to their attendance, which is the ordinary rule in such cases. 

One case, embracing two persons, was not relieved. The applicant was 
reported to hold three acres of land, and the Relieving Officer made the following 
report on the case, viz. : — 

“This woman states that she wishes to be admitted for the good of her heajth. She has 
a milch cow an<J calf. She states they belong to TJmnms, her husband’s son, who is hired 
at Ballycroy.” 

The officer was instructed to visit, and to furnish, if necessary, a further report 
on the case. One applicant was refused relief on the ground that she could- 
obtain employment. 

In my former report I stated that I had instructed the Relieving Officer to 
proceed to the Islands of Iniskea, where much distress was reported to exist. 
He succeeded in doing so, and returned just in time to attend the meeting of 
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the Board. I annex a copy of his report on the condition of the two islands * 
It will be seen that the condition of the people is aggravated by the appearance 
of the potato blight, which Mr. Gibbons states has affected the early crops. I 
intended to have visited these islands myself, but the state of the weather made 
it hazardous to do so, and even if I had ventured, there was every prospect of 
being detained there by stress of weather. Although this officer offered Work- 
house relief, and a mode of conveyance thereto, to the most distressed, and which 
was refused, I, nevertheless, under the exceptional circumstances of the case 
thought it advisable to urge on the Guardians the necessity of providing the 
Believing Officer with meal, to prevent any person from perishing from want • 
and, accordingly, 4 cwt. was directed to be placed at his disposal at a depot on 
the mainland, at a convenient point to the islands. It was stated that if the 
relief was sent into the islands it would most assuredly be plundered ; and it is 
hoped,, that the weather at the present season will not intercept the communica- 
tion with the mainland. From the Believing Officer’s statement, there would 
appear to be nine families in distressed circumstances in the south island, and the 
quantity of food placed at his disposal would, therefore, appear not inadequate 
for their present wants, at any rate it is sufficient until the next ordinary meeting 
of the Guardians. 

Adverting to. that portion of my preceding report relative to the condition of the 
Electoral Division of Knockadaff, which was represented to require more than the 
net annual value of the division to meet the existing distress, the Commissioners 
will observe that the Believing Officer is of opinion that about twenty additional 
persons will require relief ; and in making the supplemental rate, which was 
agreed upon at the last meeting, provision was made accordingly. Supplemental 
rates have now been agreed upon in four electoral divisions, at poundages vary- 
ing from 1 0 d. to 2s. 2d. It is estimated that they will realize £373. 

I directed the Guardians’ attention to the fact that the supply of clothing and 
bedding, on hands was inadequate to meet any great pressure on the Workhouse, 
when directions were given to procure additional bedding and clothing; but 
even with this supply, the Guardians will not be in a position to meet the wants 
of more than 200 inmates, without again adding to their stock of bedding and 
clothing. I also pointed out to the Guardians that there were many inmates in 
the Workhouse qualified for out- door relief, under the first section of the Act, 
and that it was for them to consider the expediency of putting that class on out- 
door relief, and thus extend the relief (should a necessity arise) to the classes 
who are only legally relievable in the Workhouse. 

On the subject of the distress generally in the Union, it is right that I should 
state that the Chairman of the Board, Mr. Atkinson, is of opinion that the pro- 
visions of the Poor Law are quite adequate to meet the emergency of the case ; 
and the. Besident Magistrate of the district, Mr. Morony, has stated to me his 
conviction that the statements which have appeared in the public prints, as to 
the character- and intensity of the distress, are very much exaggerated.

Mr. George S. Bourns, Guardian for Knockadaff Electoral Division, handed 
in for' inspection two documents, handed to him from Mr. Francis Bourns, and 
two from Mr. William Bourns, setting forth the distress in Knockadaff and re- 
auesting relief for their tenants, notwithstanding that Mr. F. Bourns stated in 
the Board Room, on last Thursday, that he would allow no person from that di- 
vision into the Workhouse; that the cows and sheep were all saleable, and that 
he would give employment, &c.; and Mr. William Bourns opposed the admission 
at the Pollatomas Relief Office. Mr. George S. Bourns also stated his behef, 
that distress still exists in Knockadaff, and that one of Mr. F. Bourns’ tenants 
told him he offered Mr. F. Bourns a cow for one bag of meal, value £1, ten days 
ago, which he refused to purchase. 

xhe Messrs. Bourns afterwards appeared before the Board and Mr. Francis 
Bourns stated that he did not intend to convey the impression, on last Board 
day, that there was no distress in Knockadaff; and also that they have since given 
employment to seventy families in Knockadaff, most of whom had cows and 
sheen. 

It appears that the Messrs. Bourns have been enabled to give that employ- 
ment by gratuitous supplies from the money given to Sir James Dombrain for 
the particular district. 

The following letter, from the Rev. Mr. Madden, was read and ordered to be 
placed on the Minutes. 

S IK) — I beg to call your attention to the conduct of the Relieving Officer of Pollatomas 
District. The last day he visited there he came late and only stopped a very short time. 
I understand he did no business, the poor people were gone home. I know of some land- 
lords who are returning the poor, who were and are on their -way to the Workhouse; and, 
unless the Relieving Officer steps in, the people will be lost of starvation. The fact is this, 
that I know the Sergeant of the Gortletilla Barracks to be doing Mr. O’Malley’s work.

Resolved,— That the Relieving Officer be called on to give his explanation 
with regard to the charges contained in the Rev. Mr. Madden’s letter. 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, — In reply to the Rev. D. Madden’s charge, I beg 
leave to inform , you, that I left my residence about nine o’clock, A.M., on the morning of 
the 2nd instant, and proceeded to Pollatomas ; I received all the applications made to me 
on that day ; and, hearing that there was a policeman inquiring for me, I asked Mr. O’Donell, 
the Guardian, what brought him there; he said, to meet the postman or letter-carrier ; and 
I found among the applications two made by the Sergeant — one of those who attended at 
Mr. O’Donell’s, expecting, as she said, “ committee meal,” and that the sergeant called her 
out of the crowd and gave her the application ; the other stated that she met him on her 
way and wrote the second application, which cases I have laid before you to-day. . I have 
also received a letter from the Rev. D. Madden, in which he stated that he was informed 
that the Messrs. Bourns of Portaclay and Carrownaclogh were preventing parties from 
coming to the Workhouse; and, on hearing that from him, when I seen that the parties 
who were relieved on the last week did not send to the office, according to' promise, to get 
the relief ordered by the Board, I sent a man to the different townlands, ordering them to 
come for the relief which I left in the hands of Mr. O’Donell, with a list of the parties. I 
left there about three o’clock, r.M., and proceeded to Bangor, a distance of eight miles, 
having a letter from the Rev. H. Conway, and made inquiry about the cases mentioned in 
his letter. I have brought them before you to-day. I ordered Richard Barrett to make 
further inquiry about the same cases, and, in my absence, I find that there was another 
application made at my office at Doolaugli by the police, which was visited by Richard 
Barrett, my substitute, and which case I have also laid before the Board to-day.

Sir,— In reference to the Rev. Mr. Madden’s letter, censuring some of the landlords for 
returning the poor people on their way to the Workhouse, I beg to say that, if I am con- 
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siderect as having done so, it is by offering them employment, and by offering to buy their 
cattle 5 in aiiy other way I have never endeavoured to prevent them entering the Work- 
house. I further beg to state, that there are upwards of seventy person's at present em- 
ployed on the public roads of tbe Rnockadaff Division, and that there has been work of- 
fered to tbe remaining portion, but they preferred. fishing and doing their own business at 
home. In conclusion, I must say, in reply to Mr. George Bourne’s statement, as to my 
refusing to buy a cow that was offered to me for £1, that it is as unfounded as it is untrue 
as I have never refused to buy a cow for £1, but have offered £3 for several, and would 
not get them.

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, July 12, 1860. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland have had before them Minutes of Proceedings of the Board of Guardians 
of Belmullet Union on the 5th instant, containing the explanation of Mr. David 
O’Malley, Relieving Officer, in reference to certain charges preferred against 
him by the Rev. Mr. Madden ; and the Commissioners request to be furnished 
with the opinion of the Board of Guardians on the explanation given by the 
Relieving Officer regarding this matter. 

The complaint against the Relieving Officer appears to be that he attended at 
the Pollatomas Relief Depot at a late hour of the day, after the applicants for 
relief had left the depot. The Relieving Officer states, that he left home at 
about nine o’clock, a.m., but it is not shown at what hour he attended at the 
dep6t. It appears that he left the station at three o’clock, p.m., having, as he 
states, to attend that day on Union business at Bangor.

No. 46. — Report from Mr. Lucas, Poor Law Inspector. 
Gentlemen, Ballina, July 21, 1860. 

I have the honour to report that I attended the weekly meeting of the Board 
of Guardians of the Belmullet Union on the j 9th instant. The steps taken by 
the Guai-diahs at the former Meetings to provide additional clothing and bed- 
ding for the inmates, appear to have been quite sufficient to meet the emergency. 
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XKe voluntary discharges from the Workhouse during the past week have ex- 
ceeded the admissions, and the number in receipt of indoor relief on the i9th 
instant was only 145- The sanatory condition of the inmates continues most 
satisfactory, and the number at present under medical treatment is somewhat 
less than in the corresponding period of May and June. It is also satisfactory 
to observe that the number of extern sick cases relieved during the past three 
months is not large, only twelve persons . having been relieved on account of 
sickness during that period. 1'he Mortality Returns are also very light, five 
deaths having occurred during the past quarter, and are confined entirely to the 
« a ged and infirm” class. The number of persons relieved out of the Work- 
house, provisionally and otherwise, during the week ended the 14th instant, 
amounted to 106, at a cost of £3 11 s. 5%d. The applications before the Board 
on the 19th instant were very few, and no case was unrelieved. 

The Relieving Officer found it necessary to afford some provisional relief in 
kind to a few of the wives and families of destitute land-holders resident m the 
South Island of Inniskea during the past week, but the necessity for continuing 
the relief will very soon cease, as that Officer has reported, that “ they will have 
potatoes immediately and, I think, that the early crop generally will be avail- 
able for food about the expiration of the current month. I saw very fine potatoes 
selling in the market in Belmullet at prices varying from 9 d. to 1 s. per stone. 

The Guardians appointed a Collector to collect the supplemental rates agreed 
upon at former meeting, and the warrants will be issued in due course. They 
also consented to appoint a female teacher to take charge of the school about 
being established in the Workhouse, consequent on the rescinding of the district 
school order. 

I append for the Commissioners’ information, two communications which have 
been addressed to the Irish Times newspaper on the subject of the distress in 
Erris. The first is from the Rev. Mr. Jackson, the Rector of Kilcommon, in 
which he represents some of the villages to be “in a fearful state” — Faulmore 
in particular. The state of the Workhouse hospital, and the character of the 
cases which have been relieved therein for months past, is, surely, a fair index 
of the condition of the inhabitants of the district ; and having regard to the state- 
ments recently made by the Medical Attendants of the Dispensary Districts, I 
cannot but think that Mr. Jackson is labouring under a great misapprehension 
on the subject. The Medical Officer informed me, that on Ins recent visit to the 
village of Faulmore, he saw five or six cases of fever, but they were confined to 
two families. Two cases only, however, are recorded in the Medical Register. 
There is some increase in the number of persons seeking medical aid at the 
Belmullet Dispensary, but their ailments are of the ordinary character. 

The other communication is from Sir James Dombrain, and contains state- 
ments adverse to those put forward by Mr. Jackson. The village of PortTurlin 
is the chief place in the Electoral Division of Muingnaboe. The Commissioners 
will observe, on reference to former papers, that the Relief Committee asserted 
in the month of May last, the utter impossibility of rates being imposed on this 
Division to meet the expected pressure from pauperism. 

The Relief Committee still continues its labours, and I learned that the sub- 
scriptions received at the Meeting on the 19th instant amounted to the sum 
of £180.

entered fully into these considerations, that proposal met the unanimous approval 
of the Guardians present. The following notice was, therefore, given by Sir 
Thomas Burke, bart., and it was resolved that a circular containing a copy 
thereof be forwarded to each Member of the Board, desiring their attendance on 
the day named : — 

“ I give notice that I shall on this day fortnight move that the poundage rates sub- 
mitted to this Board for their approval on the 1st September last he increased Id. in the 
pound on each Electoral Division.

Mallow. With reference to the letter of the Poor Law Commissioners of the 6th instant, 
the Guardians of the Mallow Union are happy to be able to state that any 
amount of pauperism which they can contemplate, from present appearances, can 
be fully dealt with inside the walls of the Workhouse. They are impressed with 
the conviction that lavish expenditure and many evil consequences would be the 
result of being obliged to have recourse to out-door relief. 

Mount- One hundred and fifty bed rugs to be advertised for, and sixty pounds of 

melick. worsted for making stockings, and the attention of the Master and Matron to be 
called to the Circular. 

Mullingar. Guardians do not apprehend any great increase in number of applicants for 
relief. Accommodation sufficient. A supply of bedding and clothing ordered 
on 2nd October instant. Provision made in rates for contingencies. 

Newtown- Board is of opinion that they are in circumstances to provide for any emer- 
ards. gency naturally to be expected. 

Oldcastle. The Board will take every precaution in the event of any unusual distress 
appearing in the Union. 

Omagh. Master to prepare estimate showing stock of clothing and bedding on hands 
with a view to making provision for any emergency arising from an influx of 
paupers. . 

Oughterard. The Board do not, for the present at least, apprehend that in this Union there 
will be any extraordinary pressure upon the funds of the Union; but should such 
unfortunately take place during the season, the Board will, at all times, be ready 
to adopt every precautional measure to meet such a contingency ; and with that 
view they have this day made an order, upon the Master’s Report, for providing 
such articles of clothing materials as he has suggested the necessity for. 

Parsons- Union expenditure for current year sufficiently provided for, and Guardians 
town. prepared in other respects to meet any pressure likely to occur ; but which they 

do not apprehend will be extensive so far as the Union is concerned. Sanitary 
state of Workhouse satisfactory. Quality of supplies has always received 
attention. 

Portumna. At present the Guardians do not see reason to apprehend such a contingency 
as the Workhouse being full, or being rendered unavailable by infectious disease. 
Rathdrum. Necessary contracts already entered into. Ample accommodation for num- 
bers likely to seek relief. 

Rathkeale. Resolved that this Board bear in mind the valuable suggestions contained in 
the Circular in its future proceedings, and that immediate attention be paid to 
the wants of the establishment as regards cleanliness, &c._ 

Scariff. This Board does not apprehend any material increase in the numbers seeking 

relief. There is a sufficiency of accommodation and bedding in the establishment 
for some increase, should it occur. 

Skull. Guardians will endeavour to carry out the Commissioners’ suggestions. 

Tulla The Master to report next Board day the number of inmates that can be 

accommodated with the bedding and clothing at present in store. Ventilation, 
drainage, and provisions satisfactory. 

On the following Board day the Master reported that, with some additions 
to the stock of clothing, 200 additional inmates could be accommodated, and 
the requisite clothing was thereupon ordered.

IV.— Letter to the Secretaries of the Statistical Congress, 
comprising Statistics of the Poor Law in Ireland from 1849 
to 1859 (both Years inclusive). 

Boor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

1st May, 1860. 

Gentlemen, — In compliance with your request, on behalf of the Commission 
for the Statistical Congress, the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland have the honour to forward certain Statistics, with 
a Report thereon, relating to pauperism and the expenditure of poor rates in 
Ireland. 

As two decennial periods have not elapsed since the complete establishment of 
a Poor Law system in Ireland, the Commissioners have not been able to set 
forth two such periods for comparison, as suggested in your letter of the 31st 
March ; and, in giving a series of years, they have felt it desirable to exceed 
by one year, the limit of ten successive years, assigned in the same letter; 
because otherwise they must have omitted either the latest year or the first of 
the series given, viz., the year 1849, which appeared to them to be one of the 
most important and interesting in the whole series, as will further appear in 
the Report subjoined to the statistics.

The statistics in the next page have been obtained in the following way 

Ireland is divided into 1 63 districts, called unions, each provided with a 
workhouse and fever hospital or fever ward. 

The business of each union is managed by an unpaid Board of Guardians, 
assisted by a paid Clerk and other paid officers. 

This Board meets weekly for the despatch of business, and at every weekly 
meeting the Clerk lays before it a statement of the number, ages, and classes of 
the persons in receipt of relief on the preceding Saturday, and transmits a du- 
plicate to the Central Board in Dublin. 

The number, therefore, is ascertained for one and the same day in each week 
throughout Ireland ; and there is no reason to doubt the complete accuracy of 
those Returns, from which the maximum number, minimum number, and average 
daily number are derived. 

The total number of cases of relief within a year, and the details of the annual 
Poor Rate expenditure, are derived from half-yearly statements, prepared by the 
Clerk of each union, submitted half-yearly to auditors of accounts, . officers ap- 
pointed by the Central Board, and, after certification by the auditors, trans- 
mitted, by way of duplicate, to the Central office in Dublin. 
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Statement showing for each Year, from 1849 to 1859 inclusive, the Maximum 
Number of Persons, and the Minimum Number of Persons, in receipt of 
Relief at one time ; the Average Daily Number in receipt of Relief, and Per- 
centage thereof on the Population of 1851 ; the Total Number relieved during 
the Year, : and Per-cen'tage thereof on the Population; also the Amount of 
Workhouse and Fever Hospital Accommodation, and the Average Daily 
Number of Fever and other Sick Patients.

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Column 1.— The first of the eleven years included in the above series in- 
volves the culminating point in the famine period. Since 1849 Ireland has 
cnnuorted her own poor entirely from her own local rates, and has repaid, in 
addition, from the Poor Rate fund, the sum of £443,030 to the Imperial Trea- 
sury, in discharge of previous advances. 

Column 2.— The gradual decrease of pauperism here shown is a sure index of 
the gradually improved circumstances of the country. The decrease has now 
reached a point which may be considered to represent the normal state of pau- 
perism in Ireland. In the current year we have an increase, shown by the 

weekly returns, in comparison with the preceding year (the last in the series), 

and this happens now for the first time in the course of ten years. 

Column 3.— The time of the year in which the maximum number occurred, 
in the three first years of the series, was midsummer ; ever since it has been 
February or March. The following considerations account for this change : — 
In the famine, the season of the greatest scarcity of food, midsummer, the time 
immediately before the maturing of a new crop, was the season of greatest dis- 
tress. In the recent years of the series scarcity of food was not felt, and the 
season of greatest distress has been in the months when sickness most prevails, 
and before the agricultural spring work begins ; from which time a gradual de- 
crease of pauperism has taken place in every year until the conclusion ot 
harvest. 

Columns 4 and 5 The earlier years show the progress of a change in the 

administration of relief, in-door relief being substituted gradually for out-door 
relief, until the latter changed from a maximum of 784,367 to a minimum of 
661 recipients. The sudden reaction observed in 1855 was in consequence of 
an unusually inclement and unhealthy spring taking effect simultaneously with 
the hi oh price to which food had risen through the Crimean war, whence a few 
of the & W orkhouses were filled, so as to cause a necessity for resuming, in one 
particular district, out-door relief. . 

The decrease in the number of workhouse inmates throughout the series lias 
been caused by the gradual absorption of the inmates, more especially the 
younger class, into the labour market, by the mortality naturally occurring 
among the aged and sick, and, lastly, by the diminution of the number of appli- 
cations for relief, in consequence of the more abundant state of employment. 

Columns 6, 7, 8, and 9. — There has been no change in the time of the mi- 
nimum number corresponding to the change in the time of the maximum 
number. 

In the height of the harvest season the number has always been the lowest ; 
and from that point of time it has gradually increased, in each year, until the 
maximum period in the succeeding year. 

Columns 10, 11, 12, and 13 The average daily number has been calculated 

on the basis of the weekly returns, and may be relied on as closely approximat- 
ing to the truth. At present the number is less than one per cent, in compa- 
rison with the population, while in England and in Scotland it exceeds four 
per cent. . 

The population according to the Census of 1851 is used for the whole series, 
that of 1841 having been diminished nearly one-fourth by the famine and sub- 
sequent emigration. At this time it is estimated that, through the continued 
flow of emigration, the population is not greater than it was in 1851. 

Columns 14, 1 5, ' and 16.— The total number of cases relieved in the year 
comprises some instances of persons relieved on more than one occasion in the 
year, and the extent to which this takes place is not known. Subject to this 
observation, a comparison of the average daily number with the total annual 
number is seen to give, in the earlier years ot the series, a law of fluctuation, 
indicated by one to three, or an average duration of continuance in receipt of 
relief of about four months ; in the later years, of one to four, or an average 
duration of three months. This change in the law of fluctuation is, no doubt, 
mainly owing to the substitution of in-door for out-door relief ; under which 
latter system the persons in receipt of relief seldom discharge themselves of 
theh own accord from the lists, while under the in-door system the cessation of 
relief is usually a voluntary act on the part of the recipient. 
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Column 18 — This column relates to the most important feature in the Irish 
Poor Law. The number of Workhouses originally built was 1 30, with accom- 
modation for only 90,000 persons. 

At one time, after the famine, the accommodation touched very nearly upon 
290,000, excluding Fever Hospitals. This was effected by increasing the extent 
of the original buildings, erecting new Workhouses, and hiring auxiliaries. 

The latter class are all now given up, and the permanent accommodation, pro- 
vided in 163 buildings, is 176,713. 

This, in the aggregate, shows, at present, a large excess over the average daily 
number, and even over the maximum number, relieved at any one time in the 
year. It is, however, of immense national utility, as a standing barrier between 
the industrial population and the demoralizing influence of any prospect of out- 
door relief to able-bodied persons, and also as the means of contending with any 
recurrence of distress on a large scale. 

At this moment, through disaster to the crops in a certain district, a Work- 
house which is capable of containing 600 inmates, but which has never had more 
than 50 or 60 at one time for several years past, is about to be put into prepara- 
- tion for the reception of its full complement. 

Columns 19, 20, and 21 In ordinary seasons, when employment is general, 

and the price of food _ moderate, the usefulness of the Workhouses of Ireland 
is most exhibited in their character of Hospitals, a very large proportion of the 
inmates admitted at such times being admitted in sickness. 

The average distance of the extreme limit of each Union from its Workhouse 
is about eight English miles, and the Fever Hospital, or Fever Ward, attached 
to it forms a most valuable check on the spread of contagious epidemic disease 
both in town and country. 

Since the epidemics of fever, which accompanied or followed the famine, no 
epidemic has gained head in Ireland, and the extent of dangerous contagious 
disease is seen, by column 20, to have been constantly diminishing. 



Dispensary Relief. 

In addition to the medical relief afforded in Workhouse Infirmaries and Work- 
house Fever Hospitals, there are 717 Dispensary Districts in Ireland, with 775 
Medical Officers appointed and paid from the Poor Rate to attend gratuitously on 
poor persons needing medical aid and medicine, either at the patient’s home or at 
the Dispensary station, according to the exigencies of the case. 

The following table exhibits the numbers so attended in each year since the 
introduction of the Dispensaries or Medical Charities Act, asi t is called : —

The average distance of the extreme limits of Dispensary Districts from Dis- 
pensary stations is about .two miles ; and the number of persons authorized to 
grant tickets for relief is about 10,000, or one person to every 2,000 acres 
on the average. The organization, therefore, in regard both to buildings and 
persons is extended over the surface of the country in a way which is calculated 
in an eminent degree to preserve life in any extremity of distress. In every 
supposed case of death through want of the necessaries of life, an inquest is held 
to ascertain the cause of death. Such an event, however, as death by starvation, 
is of extremely rare occurrence in Ireland at this time.

Remarks on the Collection and Expenditure of Poor Rates. 

There is an excess of total expenditure beyond the total collection, for the 
period of eleven years, of £422,890. The whole of this excess, and more than 
the whole, arises on the first year of the series, viz., 1849.. 

The result was a large accumulation of debt in certain distressed unions, which 
it became necessary for Parliament to meet, partly by direct grant from the im- 
perial funds, and partly by a loan of £300,000, charged on the future poor rates. 

In the ten years subsequent to 1849 it is seen that the total sum collected 
considerably exceeds the total expenditure in relief, during that period, so much 
so as to leave margin for the repayment during that period of £443,030 in liqui- 
dation of the above-mentioned and other loans from the imperial exchequer, of 
which, however, that sum formed a small part, and the remainder has been 
remitted. 

At the present time, it will be seen that the expenditure on relief, including 
medical relief in Ireland, averages about tenpence in the pound on the valuation 
of the rateable property, viz., £12,213,620; that it averages only Is. 6| d. per 
head on the population, viz., 6,552,055 ; and that only 0‘6 per cent, of that 
population are daily in receipt of other relief than medical relief ; and.that only 
2 '4 per cent, of that population receive other relief than medical relief in the 
course of the year. 

It must be borne in mind that the pressure of the tax on the 3,438 areas of 
taxation into which Ireland is divided is very different in different parts of the 
country, varying so much as from 3d. to 3s. 8d. in the pound. In the years 
1849 and 1850, £421,990 was raised by an equal poundage rate oyer the whole 
of Ireland, and was applied to assist the most distressed. localities in supporting 
the destitute poor. Since then each of the 3,438 divisions has maintained its 
own poor from its own resources. 

In conclusion, the Commissioners beg to refer to the paragraphs in their last 
Annual Report to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant in Ireland, which are 
numbered from 7 to 1 5, and which contain some general remarks on the relief 
of destitution in the United Kingdom. 
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“7. Comparisons have lately been instituted between the operation of the exist- 
ing laws for the relief of the poor in England and Scotland, with that of the Poor 
Law in Ireland, and the following particulars noticed : — 

“Firstly — Whereas in England the daily number of paupers iu receipt of relief 
is about 4\ per cent, of the population, and in Scotland somewhat exceeds 4 per 
cent., in Ireland the average daily number is less than 1 per cent. 

“ Secondly — Although the annual Poor Law expenditure in Ireland has averaged 
about Is. 6c?. per head on the population, while that of England exceeds 6s. per head, 
and that of Scotland 4s. per head, the annual expenditure per head upon the average 
daily number relieved amounts to £9 18 s. 6d. in Ireland, but is less than £7 in 
England, and little more than £5 in Scotland. 

“Lastly — Notwithstanding the larger expenditure per annum in Ireland on each 
person relieved, the cost of actual relief, which is generally assumed to be identical 
with the cost of maintenance and clothing in the workhouse, is much less than the 
same is in England or Scotland. 

“8. The last-mentioned result is mainly due to the less expensive character of 
the dietary in Irish workhouses, and to cheapness combined with highly nutritive 
qualities in the materials of food, all diets being fixed, excepting hospital diet, in 
conformity with the character of the diet used generally by the peasantry and the 
working classes in Ireland. 

“9. As regards the larger annual expenditure per head on the Irish than the 
English or the Scotch pauper, it is to be observed, that in Scotland Jg-ths of the 
cases relieved are relieved out of the workhouse ; in England about fths ; and in 
Ireland only ^jth ; and the total cost of relief per head is accordingly least in Scot- 
land, greater in England, and greatest in Ireland — in-door relief being more expen- 
sive in the individual case than out-door relief. 

“10. In the Fourteenth Annual Report of the Board of Supervision in Scotland, 
the out-door relief in England and Scotland is shown to be very nearly the same in 
cost, that is to say — about Is. 6d. per head per week on the average daily number 
relieved, including dependents. 

“In Ireland the cost of workhouse maintenance and clothing alone amounts to 
2s. 3d. per head per week, consisting of Is. \\%d. for food, and 3 \d. for clothing. 

“ It is manifest, then, that the out-door relief both in England and Scotland, 
taken as a whole, is only partial relief: for the average weekly allowance, Is. 6c?. 
per head, is far below \yhat is sufficient, according to the Irish Workhouse expen- 
diture for food alone. 

“The remainder of what is necessary to life is, in England and Scotland, supplied 
from the other resources of the recipients, viz. : — their earnings, the assistance of 
their friends, or from private charity. 

“11. The relief system in Ireland, on the contrary, provides every thing requisite 
for the entire subsistence and relief of the inmate, excluding rigidly all other re- 
sources. It provides not only food, clothing, lodging, bedding, fuel, and all other 
necessaries, but medical and surgical aid, medicine, medical comforts, and nursing 
for the sick, spiritual aid, and finally, education for the young. 

“ When to these purposes are added the whole expense of the Poor Law ma- 
chinery in collecting rates, conducting relief, and accounting for the expenditure, 
it is not surprising that the total annual cost should be £9 18s. 6d. per annum, or 
3s. 10c?. per week, for each person relieved. 

“ 12 . The cost of pauper relief in Ireland exceeds so much in the individual case 
the cost 6f relief in Great Britain, that the comparisons which have been made in- 
duce us to refer to some of the most obvious advantages which present themselves 
in favour of in-door relief. 

“ The first of these in importance is the certainty that sufficient relief is afforded 
in each individual case, and that the whole cost of what may be called personal relief 
is directly applied to its object. 

“ It scarcely needs to be observed that all out-door relief, whether in money, food, 
or clothing, is liable to much uncertainty in each of the above respects. 

‘ ‘ Secondly, the persons in need of relief can more readily obtain it under a system 
of in-door than of out-door relief. In practice, applications for in-door relief are 
seldom rejected, because a well-founded belief exists that they are seldom made 
except by the really necessitous; and the system of relieving applicants almost 
indiscriminately, though sometimes injurious to discipline, exists without danger 
to property, or detriment to the industrial habits of the poor. 

“Lastly, the in-door system, although the most expensive in the individual case, 
is the most economical in the long run, and causes the least disturbance of the 
rights of property and of the industrial energy of the working classes. 
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13 With regard to the small extent of the average daily number relieved, and 
the suggestion founded on it, that relief from the Poor Bate benefits too small a 
proportion of the indigent population of Ireland, the following observations occur 
u Tn-door relief is attended by a greater degree of fluctuation and change, even in 
ordinary times and seasons, than out-door relief. No individual receiving out-door 
relief voluntarily resigns his position as a pauper ; and consequently the pernmnent 
Tension list, by far the heaviest incumbrance on the English and Scotch Poor Bates, 
undergoes comparatively little change in the course of the year. In Ireland, on the 
contrary, the changes are continual, through discharges occurring voluntarily on 
the part of the paupers, and through admissions freely granted to the applicant tor 
relief Thus the average duration of residence little exceeds three months ; and 
the average daily number, therefore, must be multiplied by nearly four in order to 
obtain the actual number of cases of relief occurring in the year. For example the 
average daily number in receipt of workhouse relief, during the year ended .9th 
September, 1859, was 40,369, but the total number of cases of relief was 153,70b, or 
nearly four times the average daily number. 

“ In Scotland the number in receipt of relief on one day, including dependents, 
appears to have been 122,013, and the number of cases relieved m the course of the 
year 21 3,479, or less than twice the daily number. In England the means of com- 
parison are not furnished. 

“ 14 Again, we believe that the almost universally-received opinion, that there 
are more persons in Ireland needing relief, in proportion to the population, than in 
England or Scotland, is not well-founded. We find, on comparing the statistics of 
the town electoral divisions with those of the rural divisions in Ireland, that the 
population and number of persons relieved stand in the following proportions:— 
twenty town electoral divisions, tlie largest in Ireland, give as the number relieved 
in half a year from a population of 785,935 persons, 1 7 ,290 paupers, or 2-- per cent., 
the rest of Ireland only 77,561 paupers, from a population of 5,766,120 persons; or 
1-3 per cent. Similar comparisons carried out in England and Scotland would show, 
we believe, that town populations are generally more liable to pauperism than rural 
populations.

“ 15 . It appears, therefore, that while in Great Britain the rural population is 
only one-half the whole population, in Irelaiid it is four-fifths of the whole; and 
although the wages of agricultural labour are less in Ireland, the ordinary neces- 
saries of life are very differently estimated in the rural districts m the two countries ; 
and the cost of obtaining sufficient food, clothing, and lodging so much less in Ire- 
land as to more than compensate for the difference in the daily wages.

Lidwell, Superintendent of the Mountjoy Female Convict Prison, which is 
printed in the Sixth Annual Report of the Directors of Convict Prisons in Ire- 
land ; and the Commissioners request that you will have the goodness to ascer- 
tain the names and personal history of the seven young women referred to in 
the extract, so far as they can be ascertained from the officers and books of 
record of the Union referred to.

No. 2 . — Extract from Appendix to the Sixth Annual Report of the 
Directors of Convict Prisons in Ireland (referred to in foregoing 
Letter). 

But the most difficult class to deal with are the young girls who have either 
been reared or spent a long period in Workhouses ; they seem to be amenable 
to no persuasion, advice, or punishment. When they are corrected, even in the 
mildest manner, for any breach of regulations, they seem to lose all control of 
reason — they break the windows of their cells, tear up their bedding, and in 
many cases (where they have been secured before being able to do any other 
mischief) they have torn their clothing with their teeth. Their language, while 
in this state of excitement, is absolutely shocking. They are not at all deficient 
in intelligence or capacity for better things. They learn quite as quickly, per- 
haps more quickly than the average of prisoners, and when in school are gener- 
ally very attentive. They seem to me, indeed, to be animated rather by a most 
perverse tendency to mischief, and a spirit of reckless insubordination, than by 
a love for actual vice. From one Union alone, I have seven such characters ; 
but I am happy to say that some, whom I had looked upon as almost hopeless, 
have become quiet, orderly prisoners, and have acquired a good deal of self- 
control ; and I have hopes that out of the remainder many may yet be re- 
claimed. 



No. 3 . — Report from Mr. Robinson, Poor Law Inspector, to the Com- 
missioners. 

Gentlemen, Dublin, June 9, 1860. 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 5th inst., 
directing me to ascertain the names and personal history of seven young women 
referred to in the Report of Mrs. Lidwell, Superintendent of the Mountjoy 
Female Convict Prison, which is printed in the Sixth Annual Report of the 
Directors of Convict Prisons in Ireland, and in which she adverts to the miscon- 
duct of young girls who have either been reared or spent a long period in Work- 
houses, adding that from one Union alone she has seven such characters in the 
prison ; and I forward to you herewith some returns containing the information 
I have been able to obtain respecting the young women in question. 

These persons were inmates of the South Dublin Union Workhouse, but were 
constantly in the habit of leaving the establishment for short periods. 

They appear to have conducted themselves in a most riotous manner during 
the latter part of their residence in the Workhouse, and were finally sentenced 
to the imprisonment they are now undergoing for setting fire to the Union pro- 
perty. 

With reference to the observations of Mrs. Lidwell respecting “young girls 
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who have either been reared or spent a long period in Workhouses,” I would 
beg to direct your attention to the following facts regarding the seven persons 

Sll That three of the women named, viz., Jane O’Neill, Mary Keely, and Mary 
Lvnam, were not admitted to the Workhouse until they were adults ; that lillen 
Collins only passed three weeks in the Workhouse while she was between six 
and fifteen years of age ; that the frequent intercourse between Jane Kane and 
her mother would be quite sufficient to account for the girl's misconduct ; and 
that in the cases of Mary Anne Meehan and Mary Wafer, the statements ot 
the officers of the Union show that these two girls were well conducted up to the 
time they were first hired out to service, and that it was not until alter their 
return to it that they acted in a disorderly manner.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in 
Ireland have had their attention drawn to the following passage contained in the 
Beport of the Superintendent of Mountjoy Female Prison, dated January 10, 
1860, and printed in the Sixth Annual Beport of the Directors of Convict Prisons 
in Ireland: — 

“ But the most difficult class to deal with are the young girls who have either been 
reared or spent a long period in Workhouses; they seem to be amenable to no persuasion 
advice, or punishment. When they are corrected, even in the mildest manner, for any 
breach of regulations, they seem to lose all control of reason. They break the windows 
of their cells, tear up their bedding, and in many cases (where they have been secured 
before being able to do any other mischief) they have torn their clothing with their teeth. 
Their language while in this state of excitement is absolutely shocking. They are not at 
all deficient in intelligence or capacity for better things. They learn quite as quickly, 
perhaps more quickly, than the average of prisoners, and when in school are generally very 
attentive. They seem to me, indeed, to be animated rather by a most perverse tendency 
to mischief, and a spirit of reckless insubordination, than by a* love of actual vice.

The Commissioners having instructed their Inspector, Mr. Bobinson (h whose 
District the Mountjoy Prison is situate), to ascertain the names and personal 
history of the seven young women referred to in this passage, so far as they could 
be ascertained from the officers and books of record of the Union referred to, 
have now received a report from him, from which it appears that the young 
women referred to were inmates of the Workhouse of South Dublin Union, but 
were constantly in the habit of leaving the establishment for short periods. They 
appear to have conducted themselves in a most riotous manner during the latter 
part of their residence in the Workhouse, and were finally sentenced to the im- 
prisonment they are now undergoing, for setting fire to the Union property on 
two several occasions. 

The following particulars regarding the young women in question have been 
ascertained, and reported to the Commissioners, by Mr. Bobinson, in pursuance 
of the instructions above-mentioned: — 

1. Mary Keely. — Age on first admission to the Workhouse, 16 years. Was 
first admitted on the 30th June, 1855, and between that date and the 30th De- 
cember, 1858, the date of her last admission (a period of three years and a-half), 
she left the Workhouse, and was re-admitted thirteen several times. The aggre- 
gate duration of her residence in the Workhouse has been less than one year and 
a- quarter. During that period she was five times committed to prison, before 
her present commitment ; the last occasion being for the same offence as that 
for which she is now committed,, namely, setting fire to her bed ; and the first 
commitment having taken place in less than three weeks after her first admission. 

2. Jane O'Neill — Age on first admission to the Workhouse sixteen years. 
Was first admitted on the 27th October, 1856 ; and between that date and the 
date of her committal (a period of less than three-quarters of a year) she left the 
Workhouse, and was re-admitted ten times. She was committed to prison once 
before for cutting lines in the laundry yard and breaking forms. The aggregate 
duration of her residence in the Workhouse has been less than seven months. 

3. Mary lynam. — Age on first admission to the Workhouse seventeen years. 
Was first admitted on the 20th October, 1856, less than three-quarters of a 
year before her committal, and during that period she left the Workhouse, and 
was re-admitted three times. The aggregate duration of her residence in the 
Workhouse having been little more than six months. 

4. Ellen Collins. — Age on first admission, five years. Was admitted, with her 
parents, in January, 1846, and left the Workhouse again in about eight months. 
Was not again admitted until March, 1855, being then more than fourteen years 
of age, and on this occasion only remained three weeks in the House. On her 
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. „,i m ; s 4on ill February, 1856, she was oyer fifteen years of age. From the 
date of her first admission to the time of her conyiction she had left the Workhouse 
and been re-admitted fifteen times, the aggregate duration of her residence m 
the Workhouse during a period of eleven years haying been two years and five 
months, diming which period she was once imprisoned for twenty-four hours for

From that time to the date of her committal had left the Workhouse and been 
re-admitted twenty-eight times, and had been three times sent to prison. Ihe 
aggregate duration of her residence in the Workhouse, during a period of seven 
years haying been three years and a-half. It is stated that this girl s mothei 
kept a brothel, and that the girl was in the habit of going to her mother s house 
when she was out of the Workhouse. , . . T 

6 Mam Anne Mehan Was first admitted at the age of thirteen, m January, 

1854. and remained in the Workhouse three years. At the proper age she was 
transferred to a class of young women placed under the charge of Mrs. Kennedy, 
the Superintendent of children, where she remained until she went to service, 
which appears to have been in December, 1856; and during this period she is 
stated to have been well-conducted. About a year after going to service (3rd 
January, 1857) she returned to the Workhouse and was admitted ; and from that 
toeto the time ofher committal, a period of only six months, she left the Work- 
house and was re-admitted seven times, and was twice sent to prison. 

7 'Mm v Wafer. — Was first admitted in November, 1 847 at the age of eleven 
Tears and remained in the Workhouse, and conducted herself well, for near y six 
years! In July, 1853, she went to service, and is stated to have conducted hei- 
Llf very well ; but having sprained her ankle she was re-admitted in December, 
1854 and from that time to the time of her committal she left the Workhouse 
and was re-admitted twelve times, and was sent to prison six times. 

It thus appears that three of these girls belonged to the adult class when ad- 
mitted ; that P all of them have been in the habit of leaving the Workhouse very 
frequently and returning at short intervals; that in one case— that of. Jane 
Kane— it is probable her associates, during the periods she was out of the Work- 
house, were ? of a vicious character ; and that the two remaining entered the 
Workhouse school at the ages of thirteen and eleven respectivel) . And with 
regard to those two, it appears that their conduct m the Workhouse was unex- 
ceptionable, until after they had left the Workhouse and been for some time m 

Sfil Jhe Commissioners are enabled, by this Report, to state that so far as the 
particular cases go, which have been adduced in support of the general reflec- 
tions upon Workhouse schools, the schools of the Workhouse of South Dublin 
Union appear to have been in no way responsible for the character of any of 

Guardians administer relief, excluding not even 
the worst classes, is sufficient in itself to account for the occasional presence i 
the Workhouse of extremely vicious characters, and although too great a libe- 
rality in the practice of admission has been found, by experience, to be injurious 
to disciplined it is one which is clearly on the side of humanity and benevo- 
lence ■ alid the Commissioners trust that the Guardians may not be driven by 
considerations of necessity regarding the preservation of order aHtaecjm* to 
life and property in the Workhouse, to exclude from the ordmary pninlege of 
relief Demons whom they know to be of violent and insubordinate character. _ 
The Commissioners had occasion in the course of last year to make some in- 
quiries relating to the school classes; and from a Report which they - received 
from their Inspector, Mr. Otway, on that ° c casion, relatmg to i South i Dublin 
Union, it appeared that in the four years ended 3 1 st December, 1858 tlieie had 
been 2,013 girls belonging to the school classes m the Workhouse ; that of this 
number 1 .515 had been discharged. Of this latter number, 47 had returned ^ to 
the Workhouse, and were inmates at the time of Mr. Otway s mquuy, m the 
month of March, 1859; and in the cases of these 47 girls, it appep^ 
of them had been taken out by their parents and returned with them, ™ 
their return to the Workhouse was independent of any act of theirs. The re- 
maining 6 had either gone to service or been apprenticed, and had 
various reasons, generally (as stated by themselves) because they weienot strong 
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■ enough for the work required of them. This number, however, even admitting 
that the return to the workhouse was in every case the result of the girls' own 
fault, appears to be very small when compared -with the large number of dis- 
cnarges. 

The Commissioners have thought it right to lay before the Guardians the 
result of the present inquiry, in a public shape, as it may tend to diminish the 
injurious effects of unfounded and calumnious statements which have been in eir- 
culation on the subject.

There is no Hospital Matron, whose duty it would be 
as in all well-managed Hospitals, to direct and control the inferior nurses, and 
to manage the establishment under the directions of the Physician On the 
contrary, the sick are now cared for by three paid and thirty-six pauper nurses.

house Hospitals, and to suggest a mode of remedying what is defective in the 
Hospital arrangements; and that a Guardian has given notice that he will move 
at the next meeting the measures necessary to carry that Report into effect 
, The evils which appear to be felt in the management of the Workhouse Hos- 
pitals appear to consist chiefly in the want of services of a higher and more in- 
telligent description than are supplied by the three paid nurses now employed 
(at salaries of £15, £12, and £12 respectively), and by the thirty-six female in- 
mates employed under them in attendance upon about 400 sick; and it is pro- 
posed that the Superioress of the Sisters of Mercy shall be applied to for selection 
of three ladies of the convent to be appointed by the Guardians at salaries of 
£20 each, to be called Hospital Matron and Assistant Hospital Matrons re- 
spectively, who are to take upon them the future superintendence of the Hospi- 
tals and the care of the sick inmates. ^ 

At this stage of the proposed proceedings the Commissioners desire to point 
out to the Guardians that, by the General Regulations Order, Articles 64 and 
65, the duty of “ taking care that all sick paupers are duly visited by the Medi- 
cal Officer, and are provided with such medicines, attendance, and diet as the 
Medical Officer, in writing, shall direct,” is expressly confided to the Master of 
the Workhouse; and the duty of “ taking care, with the assistance of the nurses 
of the sick paupers, and providing them with proper diet and change of clothes 
and linen is expressly confided to the matron. 

.The nurses in Workhouse Hospitals are, as well as the Wardmasters, Ward- 
mistresses, and some other subordinate officers, regarded in the capacity of as- 
sistants to the Master and Matron, and are referred to by that description in 
Article 25 of the General Regulations for the management of Unions. 

The designation proposed to be assigned to the additional nurses is a matter 
of no material importance ; but it is necessary to be understood that the supe- 
rior authority of the Master and Matron in the Hospital Wards cannot be super- 
seded or excluded by the proposed appointments. 

Subject to this understanding, the Commissioners, who have received person- 
ally from them Inspector, Mr. Bourke, views confirmatory of the Guardians’ 
views as to the expediency of improving the arrangements for attendance on the 
sick m Hospital by the appointment of nurses of superior qualifications, have no 
objection to the appointment of three additional paid nurses with the salaries 
proposed. 

It Will not, however, be right for the Guardians to delegate the appointment 
ol those olhcers to any other parties, or themselves to proceed to their appoint- 
ment m any other way than that prescribed for the appointment of paid officers 
under the General Regulations, viz.: by advertisement and notice in the usual 
course.

Gentlemen, . r , . 

When I received your letter of the 10th inst., calling upon me for a state- 
ment of my tS^espLtmg the Beport of a Committee of the Limerick Board 
of Guardians on the Hospital arrangements m that Workhouse, I was occupied 
oulonm private business^ Dublin, and postponed my reply, under the impres- 
sion that’it would be in time if sent in by the end of ! this week; but I find 
bv vour letter of the 14th that you have already addressed the Board upon the 
subject ■ and I have only to express my regret if the delay on my part has pro- 
ducefFmeonvenience ; and although a Beport from.me may now be superfluous, 
I proceed without further loss of time to comply with your instructions. 

The obiect proposed by the Committee is so clearly and accurately stated in 
your communication to the Board, that it is scarcely necessary for me to observe 
that the defects which it points out are — 

1 The want of a body of women trained and qualified for the skilful nursing 
of the lair lumber If patients under medical treatment, and the absence of 
some immediate superior Lthority. to regulate and cc^ ter K|ce dugs. 

2. The want of sufficient provision for spiritual attendance on the sick, and 
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for affording occupation for tie minds of tiose suffering under cironic or other 
tedious form of disease. 

In my opinion, these defects do exist, and merit the attention now turned to 
them by the Limerick Board of Guardians. 

It seems to me that the increasing number of sick has outrun the staff of paid 
nurses, and that too largo a number of pauper assistants has been added. I also 
am of opinion that where so large a body of nurses is required, some superior 
officer should be appointed to assume the general direction of the Hospital and 
establish uniformity in the arrangements. 

In these Hospitals there are but three paid nurses to about 400 patients ; and 
it is obvious that the administration of medicine and food to many of these must 
be left to the pauper assistants ; it is also clear that much of the general man- 
agement of some of the -wards, as regards warmth, ventilation, order, and other 
matters of great importance to the sick, must also be in their hands. These 
women who can only be induced to act in the Hospitals by receiving a linger 
allowance of food, are by no means of the class to whom such responsible duties 
should bo confided. But supposing them to be replaced by nurses of a more 
trustworthy description, there would still, I think, be required a superintending 
and controlling officer, who could see the general directions of the Medical OfiE 
cer earned out, and enforce a uniform system of management throughout the 
estabUshment. 

To render this change effectual for the improved treatment of the sick, there 
is, however, in my opinion, something more required. It is not by the employ- 
ment of two or three more women, at salaries of £10 to £15 a-year, that a 
system can be introduced into this Hospital in keeping with the views’ of sick 
nursing which are now generally held-. The persons to be employed must be 
trained nurses, possessed of skill and intelligence enough to carry out the direc- 
tions of the head nurse, as well as to discharge their ordinary duties towards the 
patients immediately under their charge ; and the head nurse should be a person 
of a superior class, familiar with the improved practice in the best Hospitals as 
regards their general management, and the treatment of individual cases. 

If a staff of nurses of such a class could be obtained, their employment would 
in my opinion, go far to meet the second defect noticed by the Committee, viz.’ 
the want of sufficient spiritual attendance on the sick in Hospital. 

At the present time the only provision made for this object is by the appoint- 
ment of one Roman Catholic and one Protestant Chaplain. The vast majority 
of inmates are members of the former Church. There are, I believe, not more 
than 30 Protestants to over 1,200 Roman Catholics. It is, therefore, with the 
spiritual necessities of this latter class alone that we have to deal. How it is 
obvious that the time of any one clergyman, however earnest and devoted 
would not suffice even for the amount of spiritual attendance which it would be 
desirable to afford to the sick ; but when he has likewise duties to perform 
towards the remaining 800 inmates of his persuasion, and parochial business to 
attend to besides, the case becomes eyen stronger. But the business of readin°- 
to or conversing with the sick, engaging their attention and directing then 
thoughts to a future state, is one not necessarily confined to a clergyman, and 
for which an intelligent and competent nurse has the best opportunities. It 
would, therefore, not seem necessary to augment the number of Chaplains if 
nurses qualified for the task can be procured. But it is certain that the class 
of women now employed are totally unfit for any such duty. 

Upon the whole, therefore, I am of opinion that the imperfections of these 
Hospitals can most effectually be met by employing a sufficient number of 
trained and intelligent nurses, acting under a Head Uurse or Hospital Matron. 
This latter officer should receive the general directions of the Medical Officers 
and see them enforced, and should take charge of the food issued by the Master 
of the Workhouse, in accordance with the classification laid down by the Medi- 
cal Officer. She should also attend to its preparation and its distribution to 
the under nurses, by whom it should be administered to the patients ; and she 
should also superintend the administration by these under nurses of the medi- 
cines prescribed by the Medical Officer in each case, and noted in his prescrip- 
tion book.

The Commissioners receive this statement with some surprise, for of late years 
no reports have reached them representing an unsatisfactory state of manage- 
ment of the Hospitals of Limerick Workhouse, nor have they been informed 
either by the Board of Guardians or the Inspector, of any defect existing at the 
present time except the absence of a sufficient staff of paid nurses of superior 
qualification, the highest paid of the present paid nurses, of whom there are 
but three, having a salary of no more than £15 per annum. 

The remedy .of that defect the Guardians have in their hands, and are about 
to proceed to its . adoption 5 and in doing so they will clearly understand that 
there is no intention on the part of the Commissioners to alter the Workhouse 
Regulations, so as to exclude the superior authority of the Master and Matron 
from the Workhouse Hospital and Infirmary. 

That the present Buies are compatible with a good state of management of 
the sick in Hospital, if not received as an established fact at Limerick, is so 
received on all hands in the larger Hospitals of the Workhouses of Dublin, Cork 
and Belfast, in all of which there exist chief nurses, in some cases designated 
as Hospital Matrons, and with higher salaries than the other nurses, but in all 
cases subordinate to the Master and Matron. 

From the experience had in the Unions above named, and in other large 
Hospitals, the Commissioners do not doubt the Guardians of Limerick Union may 
obtain for the proposed salary of £20 per annum, with apartments and rations^ 
the services of proper persons for performing efficiently the duties of Chief Nurse 
in any branch of the Hospital department in which those services may be 
required. J

It was obvious from the first that a large number of the members came pre-

religious opimons. Acting in this spirit, the Guardians who opposed the pro- 
position made no attempt to argue it upon its merits, but occupied the first two 
hours of the meeting m efforts to defeat it upon technical grounds, the chief 
point made being, that Mr. Cullen was bound to move his original notice, and 
that the consideration of Lenders for the office of nurses could not be entered 
upon until it (the original notice), was disposed of. Upon the other hand it was

otion having been seconded by a Protestant Guardian, Mr. W. H. Hall, a 
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desultory conversation ensued, in which two material points were elicited ; the 
first, that the money proposed to be given as salaries to t^e Sisters of Mercy 
was to be spent in providing for the sick poor in Ilospital such additional com- 
forts as might be thought advantageous to their condition, but which exceeded 
the ordinary practice of the Hospital ; and secondly, that it was clearly under- 
stood that in entering upon the duties of nurses, the Sisters of Mercy were pre- 
pared to admit the authority of the Master and Matron. It was also explained 
that if a separate Protestant ward with a Protestant nurse were desjred, it would 
be engrafted upon the present arrangements. At length Barrington, Vice- 
Chairman, rose to propose an amendment, that the tenders be pot opened. In 
his remarks, Mr. Barrington made but one allusion tp tlie merits of the case. 
He said that admitting the fact that there were but 2 Protestants and 431 lioinan 
Catholic patients, yet that for the sake of those Protestants, be they few or be 
they many, he would oppose the admission of the Sisters of Mercy. The amend- 
ment having been seconded, the question was put, and finally polled, as you will 
see by the minutes ; and a majority of four Guardians determined that the tenders 
should be opened; they were therefore read by the Chairman. They were three 
in number, and worded in the usual manner, signed with Christian and sur- 
name, the writers offering to become nurses in pursuance of advertisement. It 
was then proposed and seconded that the three persons tendering should be 
appointed, and the Chairman declared the “ ayes” had it. He asked if any one 
desired a poll, and having waited for about thirty seconds without hearing- any 
such wish expressed, he declared the persons in question appointed. About live 
minutes afterwards, Lord Clarina demanded a poll, and stated that he or some 
one about him had called for one. But the Chairman adhered to his first course, 
and so the question ended, Mr. Browne having put in the two notices to re- 
scind these appointments, which you will find on the minutes. 

I have troubled you with this detail as the subject is one of interest, and the 
only local paper that has as yet appeared has contained a very meagre report of 
the proceedings. . ,. ,, 

In the meantime the number of inmates is increasing, and m proportion tie 
number of sick. Some extension of tbe Hospital is required, and the Board 
yesterday advertised for tenders for the proposed works recommended with this 
object, and drew the Architect’s attention to Mr. Barneys criticism on the

No. 13. — Letter from the Commissioners to the Board of Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, Pecember 4, I860. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in 
Ireland acknowledge the receipt of the Minutes of Proceedings of the Board of 
Guardians of Limerick Union, of the 28th November last. 

The following entries therein relate to the intended appointment of three of 
the Sisters of Mercy as hospital nurse and assistant hospital nurses. 

“Mr. Cullen’s Notice of Motion being next called on, it was proposed by Mr. Cullen, 
seconded by Mr. Hall — That the tenders received for the appointment of hospital nurses 
be now opened. 

“ The question being put from the Chair, and the meeting being divided, a poll was 
taken, when the numbers were : for the opening the tenders, 32— against it, 28 (four 
declining to vote). Proposition carried. The tenders, three in number, were then opened, 
and were signed, Ellen O’Meara, Ellen Neville, and Anne Curtis, offering themselves, 
respectively, for the offices of hospital nurse, and assistant hospital nurses, according to 
advertisement. 

“It was then proposed by Mr. Cullen, seconded by Mr. Jeremiah O’Grady — That the 
three tenders be accepted by the Board of Guardians. 

“ The Resolution being put from the Chair, and the opinion of the Meeting taken by 
the Chairman by ‘ ayes’ and ‘ noes,’. the Chairman declared the ‘ ayes’ to have it. 

“Whereupon the following Notices of Motion were handed in : — 

“ Notices of Motion by Mr. Brown. 

“ Take notice, that I will on this day fortnight move — That the appointment of the 
Sisters of Mercy as hospital nurses, this day made, be rescinded, same being against the 
Rules of the Commissioners, and the practice of the Board. 

“Take notice, that I will move on this day fortnight — That the Hospital Report 
adopted by the Board be rescinded, inasmuch as the same was irregularly brought for- 
ward, without obtaining the opinion of the Guardians thereon. 

“ Notice of Motion by Mr. Cullen. 

“ I will move on this day fortnight — That a ward in the Hospital be set apart for the 
Protestant male and female inmates, and that the leave of the Poor Law Commissioners 
be obtained for appointing a Protestant muse to take care of them.” 

The Commissioners perceive from the Notices of Motion that the appoint- 
ments recorded on these minutes, as well as the original Beport of the Com- 
mittee, are to be reconsidered at the meeting of the 12th instant. 

Having regard to the manner in which these appointments have taken place, 
and to the recent development of certain conditions by which it is proposed to 
accompany them, the Commissioners would have themselves requested, if the 
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notices above referred to had not been given, a further consideration of the 
subject. . 

In tbe first place, the fact that no tenders -were received except . from the 
Sisters of Mercy, the Commissioners feel assured, must have been owing to the 
foregone conclusion announced by the Guardians, when they determined to 
advertise as matter of form only, and not for the purpose of inviting the compe- 
tition of other candidates. 

Secondly, the Commissioners do not consider that the appointments have 
been made in conformity with the terms of Articles 1 1 and 28 in the General 
Regulations. . 

If the entry on the Minutes be looked at as the sole testimony of what took 
place, a valid appointment cannot be said to have been made ; for it is there 
recorded merely that “ the Chairman declared the ‘ ayes’ to. have it and it 
would be impossible to recognise that declaration of the Chairman, as of itself 
determining that a majority of Guardians present and voting were in favour of 
the appointments ; especially, as it is alleged that a poll had been demanded. 

Two remarkable conditions which are to accompany the proposed appoint- 
ments now demand attention. The Sisters of Mercy will not accept salaries, 
either for their own benefit or that of their Order, but are. to apply, the sums 
voted to them, proforma, as salaries, to the object of providing, additional com- 
forts for the sick inmates of the Hospital. 

The employment of unpaid persons as subordinate officers in a Workhouse is 
a novel feature in the administration of the Poor Law, the Regulations which 
have been in force for many years not contemplating, the employment of gratui- 
tous services in any case excepting that of the superior managing authority, the 
Board of Guardians. . . 

The visits of the Sisters of Mercy to Roman Catholic inmates, for the purpose 
of affording religious consolation, are permitted in Limerick and other Work- 
houses, without inconvenience ; but it seems very doubtful whether an arrange- 
ment can work properly, whereby a subordinate officer of higher social rank is 
to perform service gratuitously under a superior officer of lower station, depen- 
dent on a salary. 

To the proposed application of the sums voted, proforma, as. salaries, the Com- 
missioners feel it necessary also to object. All necessary additions to the comfort 
of the sick inmates can legally be provided at the expense of the Poor-rate ; and 
it is of the first importance to the maintenance of contentment on the part of 
the inmates, that their personal comforts should not be due to any partial dis- 
pensation of favours, but to the equal and impartial action of the rules of tbe 
Establishment, and that no deviation should exist in favour of particular inmates, 
otherwise than under the professional authority of the Medical Officer. 

A still more important condition, now brought forward for . the first time, as 
necessarily attendant on the appointment of Sisters of Mercy, is the proposal to 
have a separate Hospital for Protestant inmates. 

It is admitted by this proposal that the appointment of a member of a Roman 
Catholic religious community differs materially from the appointment of a lay 
Roman Catholic ; and it has been thought necessary, therefore, to provide in 
the manner pointed out to meet the possible scruples of Protestants, compelled 
by destitution or sickness to seek admission to the Workhouse.. The Sisters of 
Mercy appear, in fact, to be regarded throughout as representing the interests 
of the Roman Catholic Church, and as, in some sort, ecclesiastical members of 
that persuasion ; and the Commissioners think it is not consonant with the spirit 
of the Irish Poor Law that such appointments should be made, and that in 
order to meet the objections to them, a department of the Workhouse should 
be divided into two parts, one for Protestants, and the other for Roman 

Catholics. . * 

Guardians, who are lay members of both persuasions, are called on to meet ana 
deliberate In the same Board-room ; but it is remarkable that, by express enact- 
ment, Clergymen who, as a class, may be supposed to.be peculiarly acquainted 
with the condition of the poor, are excluded from taking a part in the adminis- 
tration of the law as Guardians. 

The proposed classification of Protestant and Roman Catholic inmates is one 
to which the Commissioners feel bound to object. Should such a precedent be 
once admitted, it might be proposed to extend that mode of classification to tbe 
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schools, if at any time the Guardians should see fit to select a Sister of Mercy 
for a Schoolmistress, or a Christian Brother for a Schoolmaster. The result 
would be, that the connexion of the schools with the National Board, which at 
present exists by desire of the Secretary of State, would be broken. 

The Commissioners have thought it right to place the several considerations 
above stated before the Guardians at once ; and if, at the meeting of the 12th 
instant, the Guardians should determine, as the Commissioners hope they will, 
to adopt conclusively the proposal to appoint additional paid nurses, the Com- 
missioners trust they will thereupon issue advertisements, not as before, with the 
avowed intention of merely complying with a prescribed form of procedure, but 
bond fide , and for the purpose of inviting competition in substantial conformity 
with the Regulations in force.

No. 14. — Letter from the Commissioners to Mr. Bourke, Poor Law 
Inspector. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sib, December 4, 1860. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland have received your report of the proceedings which took place at the 
Limerick Board of Guardians on the 28th November last. 

The enclosed copy of a letter, which the Commissioners have addressed to the 
Guardians on the appointment of the hospital nurses, and on the other entries 
recorded on the minutes, will explain to you the views which the Commissioners 
entertain on the subject of this important question. 

In addition to the contents of that letter the Commissioners must observe 
that although the Sisters of Mercy are not disqualified by any Act of Parliament 
or Regulation, the Commissioners consider it unfortunate that the proposal to 
appoint them has been made, as it has been already thought necessary to propose 
to accompany that measure Toy arrangements of a very objectionable character • 
and they fear that an element of sectarianism and religious dissension has been 
thus unnecessarily introduced into the Board of Limerick Union. 

The Commissioners are satisfied that it is not necessaiy to resort to the ser- 
vices of members of religious communities in order to provide efficient nurses for 
the Workhouse Hospitals in Ireland ; and as regards the spiritual attendance on 
the sick, not only is permission available to the Sisters of Mercy to visit inmates 
of their own persuasion in Limerick Workhouse, but if the exclusive services of 
one Chaplain be not sufficient for any Workhouse, it is in the power of the Com- 
missioners to assign such a salary to the Chaplain as may enable him to provide 
himself with additional assistance, as is done in the Worklio uses of the Dublin 
Unions. 

If the Guardians, however, should persevere in their determination to appoint 
the Sisters of Mercy, and make a valid appointment, the Commissioners will have 
to consider whether they possess authority to annul those appointments, however 
open to objection they may consider them to be.

No. 15. — Extract from Guardians’ Minutes, December 5, 1860. 

The minutes of last meeting were read and signed, when Mr. Cullen submitted 
and read a reply to the Commissioners’ letter of the 27th ultimo, No. 25,079/60. 

After some discussion, it was proposed by Mr. Cullen, seconded by Mr. Valin. 

ihat the reply to the Commissioners’ letter of the 27th ultimo, now read, be 
adopted and placed on the minutes.” 

Amendment, — Proposed by Mr. Brown, seconded by Mr. T. F. Sexton “That 

the consideration of Mr. Cullen’s letter to the Poor Law Commissioners, shall be 
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postponed to this day week.” A division having taken plane, the numbers were, 
for the amendiheiit, five ; against it, twelve ; two declining to vote. Amend- 

The original resolution was then put from the Chair, and declared to be 
adopted without a division. 

Document referred to above. 

The Board of Guardians have taken into consideration the reply to their Minutes, of the 
21st November. They in no way object to that portion of the existing rules by which the 
authority of the Master and Matron, as the case may be, extends equally through every 
department of the Workhouse, without exception. The Board wish to appoint an Hos- 
pital Matron, who shall be responsible for the Hospital department, just as the School- 
master is responsible for the School department; but they do not wish her to be more 
independent of the Master than the Schoolmaster is. It appears now from the Commis- 
sioners’ letter that they have sanctioned the appointment of such an officer m other Unions ; 
the Board conclude, therefore, that there will be no objection to their making- such an 
appointment in the Limerick Workhouse. If this be so, there is no necessity for further 
discussing the existing rules. It must, however, be observed, that, although those rules 
bear the date of 1819, they, so far as they bear on the question under discussion are sub- 
stantially the same as those which were framed at the period to which the Board m their 
minute referred. Neither of those sets of rules seem to be framed with any regard to a 
good system of hospital administration. As to the argument which the Commissioners 
seek to found bn the identity between those rules and those that govern the Workhouses 
of England, the Board begs their attention to the following remarks on the hospital 
administration in English Workhouses, extracted from the last July number of the 
“ Journal of the Workhouse Visiting Society . . . • 

“The actual state of Workhouses, with regard to the nursing of the sick, is very tar 
indeed from what could be desired. As a class, the nurses are selfish and ignorant- 
deplorably ignorant— utterly devoid of experience, and, when any emergency arises, are 
altogether at a loss to know how they ought to act. It is, therefore, not to be wondered 
at, that the state of the sick wards, in many of -our Workhouses, is most unsatisfactory. 
Suffering patients often pass the whole night without attention of any kind. lhe pre- 
scribed medicine is often carelessly and irregularly administered ; and the extra diets, which 
the Medical Officer has ordered, sometimes never reach the patients at all, sometimes are 
greatly diminished in quantity. So little attention is sometimes paid to the dying, hat > 
has been known that a person nearly at the point of death, has been left entirely unattended 
to during the whole night.” 

No, 16. Letter from the Commissioners to the Board of Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
g IR December 11, 1860. 

’ The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland acknowledge the further resolution of the Guardians of Limerick Union, 
on the subject of the appointment of additional hospital nurses. _ . 

In reference to the proposed title of “ Hospital Matron,” the Commissioners 
hare already stated that the title is of no material importance. The one pro- 
posed is, in fact, not unfrequently given to the chief nurse in Workhouse Hos- 
pitals, especially in the Workhouse Lever Hospitals. . , 

That which the Commissioners found occasion to object to m the Report 01 
the Hospital Committee, and the resolutions framed upon it, of the 7th Novem- 
ber was the proposed appointment of a particular class of persons to office in 
the’Workhouse, the selection to be made by a different authority from that ot 
the Board of Guardians ; and the parties selected to be placed in absolute man- 
agement of the Workhouse Hospital, subject only to the Board of Guardians, 
and in professional matters, to the Medical Officer. 

The interposition and authority of the Master and Matron of the Workhouse 
were superseded, in a most material point, by the following resolution iha 
all the nurses in the establishment be placed under the control of the Hospital 
Matron and be employed or suspended upon her recommendation.” 

To such an arrangement the Commissioners at once objected, and still feel it 
their duty to object; nor is 'there any part of the nurses’ duties which they can 
permit to he placed beyond the control and supervision of the Master ana 

M Iii reply to the observation that the Workhouse Rules have not been framed 
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with any regard to a good system of Hospital administration, tile Com- 
missioners must observe that the management of each hospital is, to a great 
extent necessarily and advantageously left in the hands of the'Medical Officer' 
subject to the authority of the Board of Guardians. The duties of nurse have 
not been defined, but tile name itself implies tlie duty. The division of labour 
must vary in each hospital, according to tbe circumstances ; and what is required 
from each nurse, however employed, is the exercise of an intelligent and cheebful 
attention to the wants of the patients, add, above all, a Spirit of obedience td 
jhe directing authority. 

" The Guardians have placed upon their minutes an extract from a publication 
winch purports to describe, in general terms, the internal condition of Work- 
house Hospitals iii England. ^ Whether such description be just or not, the 
Commissioners trust it is liot intended by the Gtiardians to represent that the 
management of their own hospitals, Conducted under similar rules, is open to 
similar imputations. ■ 1 

There are no official statements before the Commissioners which would justify 
such reflections being cast on the character of the Hospitals in Limerick W ork- 
liouse. There is reason, bn the contrary, to believe that those Hospitals have 
conferred, for many years past, inestimable benefits on the sick population of 
the Union. The Commissioners think it probable, however, that their manage- 
ment may be materially improved by the appointment of additional paid nurses- 
and to this conclusion, they trust, that the Guardians will come, and take the 5 
necessary and proper steps for the purpose.

No. 17 .— Report from Mr. Bourke, Poor Law Inspector, id tie 
COMMISSIONERS. 

Gentlemen, Kilmallock, December 13, 1860. 

I have the honour to inform you that I attended the meeting of the Limerick 
Board of Guardians yesterday, when the question of the selection of Sisters of 
Mercy as nurses m the Infirmary was again discussed, upon motions brought for 
ward by Mr. Brown for rescinding the previous votes arrived at upon this subject 
, e proceedings will be found recorded upon the minutes in such detail as 
renders any additional particulars from me almost unnecessary. 

Mr. Brown, the originator of the motions, supported liis views by two lines of 
argument. Tlie first, which was technical, had reference only to the regularity 
ot the proceedings. He endeavoured to show that due notice had not been given 
before the adoption of the report of the Hospital Committee, and no opportunity 
afforded the Guardians of discussing it ; but it certainly appeared to me that he 
was unsuccessful m the proof of this fact. His second line of argument went 
the length of asserting that no increase was required to the staff of nurses and 
that no misconduct had been proved against the officers now employed, and no 
case of neglect established in reference to the sick poor, lie further questioned 
the advantages to be gained by the introduction of the Sisters of Mercy— in- 
quired what particular qualifications they possessed— and, regarding them in their 
Character of missionaries, stated his obj ections to their employment in the service 
“ , * ? Ia was re P Ued t0 Mr- CuUen i and the question having been 

spoken to by Mr. Barrington, the Vice-Chairman, who stated that his objection 
was merely to the mode in which the appointments had been made, and not to 
he employment of the Sisters, to which he would be ready to assent : and by 
■mil ^ , advocated their appointment— the question went to the poll, 
mihutes s P ro P osa l was rejected by the large majority recorded on the 

rJf see ° nd notice was tben aalM on, briefly spoken to by himself and Mr. 
before ’? nd was about b ™g put to the vote, when I thought it right to bring 
os e ®? ar f tbe statement in your letter of the 4th December, that the 
question of the election of the Sisters of Mercy had not been properly determined • 
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having been decided by “ ayes” and “ noes,” and not according to the terms of the 
regulations affecting elections of officers. X stated that I thought there had 
been no valid appointment ; and that the proper course was, for the Guardians 
to advertise again, and proceed to an election, to be decided by a majority of 
the Guardians present and voting. I explained to those members of the Board 
who appeared to question the necessity for an increase of nurses, the grounds 
upon which the increase was demanded, and the advantages which.it was ex- 
pected to produce ; and stated your views as unfavourable to the introduction 
of the Sisters of Mercy, and inclined to the opinion that all necessary aid might 
easily be procured without having recourse to the appointment. of these ladies. 
The Chairman questioned the soundness of the views as to the invalidity of the 
election, stating that it turned upon a point of law, which must be determined by 
competent legal authority. Xle recalled to the recollection of the Board the 
circumstances under which his refusal to take a poll had been announced, and 
appealed to me to corroborate the accuracy of the statement, which I was en- 
abled to do. It was, that having put the usual question as to those who were 
favourable to the election saying “Aye,” and those who were against it saying 
« No,” and having declared the “ Ayes” to have it, he inquired if any one desired a 
poll and having waited for some time, and receiving no answer, he desired the 
Clerk to go on with the next business, which appeared to be a contract for shoes; 
and, after it had been entered, and some Guardians had left the room, that Lord 
Clarina demanded a poll. This statement agreed entirely with my recollection ; 
but some Guardians present yesterday alleged that they had said “ Poll, poll:’ 
Of course this may have been so, but I certainly never heard them ; and I con- 
fess I was very much surprised at the silence of the chief opposers of the pro- 
posal, when the Chairman asked the question. 

If I am right in the view I have adopted of the effect of your judgment as to 
the regularity of the Chairman’s proceedings in not polling the meeting, the 
question remains at the point it was before the advertisements issued. The result 
of the first division upon Mr. Brown’s motion has been to confirm the Report of 
the Hospital Committee ; but the second division has no practical, effect, being 
conversant with a matter which had no legal operation — viz., the informal and 
invalid election of the 28th ult. , . , ... 

If this view should also be yours, it might perhaps be advisable that it should 
be distinctly stated to the Board.

No. 18. Extract from Guardians’ Minutes of 12th December, 1860. 

The minutes of last meeting were read and signed, when, after some prelimi- 
nary observations, it was proposed by Mr. Cullen; seconded by the Mayor— 
« That the reply now read to the Commissioners’ letter of the 4th December 
instant be adopted, and placed on the minutes.” After a lengthened discussion 
a division took place, when the numbers, were— -for the proposition, 40 ; agamst 
it, 22 (one declining to vote). Proposition carried. 

Cory of Document referred to above. 

The Board of Guardians have taken into consideration the letter of the 4th December. 
That brings out into strong relief the difference which exists between their views and those 
of the Commissioners, as to the principles upon which the important question it discusses 
should be decided. The Commissioners consider it an easy and simple matter to procure 
gpod hospital nurses. The Guardians, in accordance with those persons of authority who 
have considered such questions, believe that the art of nursing is a most difficult one, and 
that it is extremely difficult to procure hired head nurses who combine that skill and those 
moral qualities which are essential for the satisfactory discharge of their duties, in an Hos- 
pital which contains 480 sick persons. Again, the Commissioners, in their various letters, 
seem to overlook the interest of the inmates of the Hospital, and make no single remark on 
that which appears to the Guardians to be the real question at issue, viz., whether the 
sick and dying will be better cared for by mercenary nurses or by Sisters of Mercy, ine 
Commissioners say, that it seems to be very doubtful whether an arrangement can work 
perfectly, whereby a subordinate officer of higher social rank is to perform services gratui- 
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tously, under a superior officer, of lower social rank, dependent on a salary. As the Com- 
missioners belong to a different religious persuasion from the Sisters of Mercy, they may 
perhaps not know that one of the first principles invariably and consistently acted upon by 
those who undertake the office of hospital nurses, is to yield a cheerful obedience to the lay 
administrators of the Hospitals or other establishments in which they pursue then- labours. 
But it would have been very easy for the Commissioners to procure information on this 
subject from France or Belgium, where the experiment has been tried on a large scale, and 
where the noblest ladies in the land are to be found ministering to the sick wants, under the 
direction of lay persons immeasurably below them in worldly position. It seems hard that 
ignorance on this subject should be the cause of setting at nought the wish of the whole of 
the Catholic ratepayers in a district almost exclusively Catholic, and of depriving the sick 
and dying of that care and consolation which, in neighbouring Catholic countries, such 
persons enjoy. All the difficulties of detail mentioned by the Commissioners can be easily 
overcome. If it be desired the Sisters of Mercy shall receive salary, the difficulty may be 
met either by giving them smaller salaries than those proposed, and requiringthem to expend 
them on themselves ; or larger sums may be appropriated to the apprenticeship of girls who 
may, by such means, be enabled to leave the house and provide for themselves. If the 
arrangement proposed to meet the apprehensions of Protestants as to proselytism be deemed 
objectionable, the Commissioners, themselves Protestant, may, in their communication with 
the Board, suggest another. The Catholic members of the Board — although the rules of 
the Sisters of Mercy, which forbid them to mention the subject of religion to a person of a 
different faith from their own, renders fear as to proselytism unreasonable — are ready to 
agree to any proposition which may satisfy the Commissioners and the Protestant Guar- 
dians, although in England, under those rules to which the Commissioners refer with ap- 
proval, large Catholic minorities in the workhouse are deprived of religious consolatljn. 
The Board, even in reference to the two Protestants in the Hospital, desire to go even be- 
yond the arguments of justice to protect them from even an imaginary evil ; but they must 
enter their protest against the assumption of the Commissioners, that, by providing against 
what they consider an imaginary evil, they give the slightest colour to the untrue and 
absurd notion that the Sisters of Mercy are in some sort ecclesiastical members of the Catholic 
Church. The Commissioners say that the proposal to have a separate Hospital for the 
Protestants is one brought forward for the first time, and proceed to argue that, should 
such a precedent be once admitted, it might be proposed to extend that classification to 
schools, and thus that the connexion of the Schools with the National Board which at pre- 
sent exists by desire of the Secretary of State, would be broken. The Commissioners, 
however little they may consider it their duty to imitate the authorities of the War Office 
or Admiralty, in visiting the Workhouses under their charge, cannot plead ignorance as to 
the affairs of the South Dublin Union. There, as the Board are informed on high autho- 
rities, the division which they say is proposed to introduce for the first time has long sub- 
sisted, and the Protestant children receive their education according to the principles of the 
Protestant Church Education Society. The Board leave the Commissioners to reconcile 
their statements with this fact. As to the mode in which the appointments were made, the 
Board refer the Commissioners to their Inspector, who will inform them that the whole 
proceedings were in strict conformity to law, and that no poll was demanded until a new 
subject was under discussion, and many of the Guardians had left the room. Under these 
circumstances the Board decline to advertise for nurses. They are ready to adopt any safe- 
guard or arrangement which may be deemed necessary or expedient ; but they trust that 
the Commissioners, themselves Protestants, will not interpose the weight of their authority 
between the sick and dying Catholic poor and those ministrations which will most mitigate 
their sufferings here, and prepare them best for another world. The experience of neigh- 
bouring countries, and of our own, all point in one direction. The Emperor Napoleon the 
First — no enthusiastic religionist — re-introduced the Sisters of Charity into those hospitals 
from which the infidel party, ten years before, expelled them, because he found that no other 
persons could manage hospitals so well as those whose motive of action was Christian charity. 
In the Crimea and at Scutari, Sisters, both Catholic and Protestant, soon brought up our 
previously ill-managed hospitals to that state of perfection at which the French hospitals 
had been, imder the direction of the Sisters of Charity, from the commencement of the 
Russian war. Similar causes produced similar results ; and the Board express their strong 
conviction that, before six months are over, the administration of the Sisters of Mercy will 
entirely change the character of their Hospital, and bring it from its present unsatisfactory 
state up to the same high level to which the Vincent Hospital in Dublin, and St. Elizabeth’s 
Hospital in London, and the hospitals in Paris, have already reached. 

Upon fourteen days’ notice of motion, duly circulated, it was proposed by Mr. 
Brown, seconded by Mr. Croker — “ That the Hospital report adopted by this 
Board he rescinded, inasmuch as the same was irregularly brought forward, with- 
out obtaining the opinion of the Guardians thereon.” 

After a very lengthened discussion a division ensued, when the numbers were 

Bor the resolution, twenty-one; against it, forty. (Four declining to vote). 
Resolution lost.

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Upon fourteen days’ notice of motion, duly circulated, it was then proposed 
by Mr. Brown, seconded by Mr. Nelson — “ That the appointment of the Sisters 
of Mercy as Hospital nurses be rescinded, same being against the rules of the 
Commissioners and the practice of the Board.” 

Amendment Proposed by Mr. Byan, seconded by Mr. Prosser— “ That the 

question in all its bearings be referred to a Committee, to be composed of an 
equal number of Protestants and Catholics of moderate views ; the object being 
to come to such conclusion as may be most satisfactory to all parties, and to pre- 
vent a breach of the harmony and good feeling existing between the members of 
the Limerick Board of Guardians up to the present time.” 

A division having taken place, the numbers were — For the amendment, three ; 
against it, fifty-four. (Four declining to vote). Amendment lost. 

The original resolution was then put from the chair, and a poll being taken, 
the numbers were— “ For the resolution, nineteen; against it, thirty-nine. 
(Three dec linin g to vote). Resolution lost, 

At close of those several divisions, Mr. Bourke, Poor Law, Inspector, addressed 
the Board, drawing its attention to the objections urged by the Poor Law Com- 
missioners; and added, that as the election of the Sisters of Mercy as hospital 
nurses was informal, their appointments could not be considered valid ; and that 
accordingly there was nothing before the Board, either to be affirmed or can- 
celled ; and that the Guardians, therefore,. should advertise again in the mode 
prescribed by the Commissioners’ Regulations. 

Mr. Cullen did not move his notice of motion this day, it accordingly lapsed. 



No. 19. Letter from the Clerk of the Union to the Commissioners. 

Office, Limerick Workhouse, 

g IB} December 15, 1860. 

I beg leave to correct an error into which I unintentionally lapsed in writ- 
ing up the minutes of proceedings of the Board of Guardians of the 12th inst. 

In notino- the precise stage of the day’s proceedings at which Mr. Bourke 
addressed the Board, I should have stated that he did so “ immediately before 
the division” upon Mr. James Ryan’s amendment to Mr. Brown’s second propo- 
sition to rescind the appointment of the Sisters of Mercy as. hospital nurses, and 
not, as appears on the minutes, “ at close of those several divisions.” 

X did not make any written memorandum at the moment of Mr. Bourke’s ad- 
dress to the Board ; and hence, when writing up the minutes upon Wednesday 
evening, my recollection of the precise time at which he did so was. confused, 
from the lengthened and varied discussions, and from the several divisions which 
had taken place during the day. 

I beg leave also to annex the copy of a letter addressed by Mr. George 
Godfrey Place to some gentleman whose name was purposely obliterated there- 
from, and not mentioned to the Board ; and which letter was produced and read 
from the chair, consecutively with the document moved by Mr. Cullen, as a reply 
to the Commissioners’ letter of the 4th instant. 

As no order was written upon it to insert Mr. Place’s letter on the minutes m 
connexion with the Guardian’s reply to the Commissioners’ letter, I did not do 
so; but on finding that the former was adverted to in the report of the Guar- 
dians’ proceedings in the Limerick Reporter , of the 14th instant, I availed myself 
of an opportunity which offered upon this day, during Mr. Bourke’s visit to 
the Workhouse, to confer with him upon the subject, and he approved the 
propriety of my transmitting to you a copy of Mr. Place’s letter, which I now 
accordingly do.

My Dear Sie, December 11, 1860. 

In reply to your inquiry as to the separation of Catholics and Protestants in the Work- 
house of the South Dublin Union, I beg to say that nothing can be more complete; in 
every quarter of the establishment, young and old, sick and healthy, are kept strictly sepa- 
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rate. There are wards for Protestants, into which a Catholic would not be admitted ; and, 
vice versa, Catholic wards, into which a Protestant is inadmissible. The children, too, are 
all educated on the separate plan in distinct school-rooms, and under teachers either Pro- 
testant or Catholic, according to the creed of the 'pupils. The Hospitals, too, are divided 
into Protestant and Catholic departments. This system was the work of the Conservative 
Guardians when they came to have a majority, and is perfectly well-known to the Com- 
missioners, who, so far as I can discover, never interfered to prevent it. You remember 
an instance in which the Commissioners sanctioned an arrangement by which refractory 
Catholic girls, to the number of seventy, were placed in an exclusively Catholic auxiliary 
in Baggot-street, under the care of the Sisters of Mercy. The Guardians, under the direc- 
tion of the Commissioners, preserved the show of lay authority there by appointing a 
nominee of the nuns as Wardmistress, who was, however, entirely under their control.

No. 20. — Letter from the Commissioners to the Board of Guardians. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, December 18, I860. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
belaud acknowledge the resolution of the Guardians of Limerick Union in reply 
to the Letter of the Commissioners of the 4th instant, on the subject of the pro- 
posed appointment of the Sisters of Mercy as nurses in the Workhouse Hos- 
pitals. 

The Commissioners do not enter on the question of the alleged superiority of 
the management of Hospitals which are under Sisters of Mercy, the objections 
which they have expressed to the proceedings of the Board of Guardians being 
quite independent of that question. 

On this point it is sufficient for the Commissioners to state, that they are satis- 
fied by experience that Workhouse Hospitals can be conducted efficiently by lay 
nurses, with salaries ; and that they see no reason for the exclusion of lay persons 
from competition for those offices, or for giving any peculiar facility for the ap- 
pointment of Sisters of Mercy. 

It was not the intention of the law, nor is it the desire of the Commissioners, 
that the Workhouses situate in any part of Ireland, in which a particular reli- 
gious persuasion is preponderant should be stamped with the denominational 
character of that persuasion, however great the majority of those professing it 
may be. 

That preponderance, where it exists, is found to have a very unfortunate effect 
in regard, to the destitute poor belonging to the persuasion of the minority, and 
operates in a way which is beyond control. 

It shows itself in the constitution of the Board of Guardians, in the selection 
of officers, and lastly in the unavoidable influence possessed by the large majo- 
rity of inmates over the mi n ds of the small minority associating with them in the 
Workhouse. A prejudice is thus created against the institution in that part of 
the poor population which is of the religious persuasion of the minority, and 
tends to diminish its usefulness in the relief of destitution. 

Under these circumstances the Commissioners would feel equally reluctant to 
see any step taken which should fix the denominational character of Protestant- 
ism on a Workhouse in the North of Ireland, or that of Roman Catholicism on 
a Workhouse in the South; inasmuch as it would create a further ground for 
prejudices which it is desirable to extinguish rather than promote. 

. Lie law, however, in its present state does not disqualify the ladies of reli- 
gious orders from taking office in an Irish Workhouse, and the appointments are 
vested in the Board of Guardians. It is the duty of the Commissioners, at the 
same time, to see that these appointments are made in strict conformity with the 
regulations in force. 

The Commissioners have already stated that they cannot recognise the ap- 
pointments of Ellen O’Meara, Ellen Neville, and Ann Curtis as having been 
made by the Board of Guardians in substantial conformity with the regulations, 
.■rhe Guardians reply that they will not advertise again, and this determination, 

. Pasted in, mil probably have the effect of involving the future proceedings 
m uncertainty. 6

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The Guardians have alluded, on this occasion, to the case of South Dublin 
Union, as showing that a precedent already exists for the separate classification 
of Protestants and Roman Catholics in the Hospitals and schools of the Irish 
Workhouses. Those arrangements took their rise in South Dublin Union many 
years ago, and were adopted by the Guardians in opposition to the views of the 
Commissioners ; and the case at this day forms a lamentable, but so far solitary, 
exception to the generally prevailing rule by which Protestants and Roman 
Catholics are permitted to associate together in the same wards of the Work- 
house. 

This example was, in fact, present to the minds of the Commissioners when, 
in their Letter of the 4th instant, they warned the Guardians of Limerick Union 
that if the precedent of having a separate Hospital for Protestants were once 
adopted by them, it would be'* likely to extend itself to their schools, and dis- 
connect them (as in the case of South Dublin Union) from the National Board 
of Education. 

The South Dublin Union, however, is not an example which bears on the main 
point of the present question, as none but lay persons, whether Protestant or 
Roman Catholic, are officers of the Workhouse of that Union, with the neces- 
sary exception of the Chaplains.

No. 21. Extract from Guardians’ Minutes of 19th December, 1860. 

Mr. Cullen, after some preliminary observations, moved that advertisements 
be again issued for the appointment of three hospital nurses, the form of the 
advertisement to be the same as on the last occasion of advertising. 

Mr. Bourke hereupon expressed his opinion to the Board that the last adver- 
tisement differed, as he conceived, from the ordinary form, by which apartments 
and rations are usually offered by the Board, and that neither were mentioned 
in the last advertisement. 

A very lengthened discussion followed, at close of which it was proposed by 
Mr. Hall, seconded by Mr. Myles — “That we advertise for three hospital 
nurses, same as former, not adding the words, ‘ with apartments.’ ” 

First Amendment,— Proposed by Mr. Brown, seconded by Mr. Sexton— 
“ That certificates of qualification be called for by the advertisements, and that, 
in addition, nurses be supplied with rations as well as apartments.” 

A division having taken place, the numbers were — For the amendment, 4 ; 
against it, 13 (two declining to vote). Amendment lost, 

°Second Amendment.— Proposed by Mr. Dwyer, seconded by Mr. Brown— 
“ That the words ‘ and rations ’ be added to the advertisement.” 

A division having taken place, the numbers were — For the amendment, 6 ; 
against it, 13. Amendment lost. 

The original resolution was then put from the Chair, and a division having 
taken place the numbers were— For the resolution, 13 ; against it, 4 (four de- 
clining to vote). Resolution carried. 

Proposed by Mr. Brown, seconded by Mr. Sexton — “That the advertise- 
ment be inserted in the Dublin General Advertiser .” 

A division having taken place, the numbers were — For the resolution, 4; 
against it, 14 (one declining to vote). Resolution lost. 

Proposed by Mr. Browne, seconded by Mr. Goggin — “ That inasmuch as the 
adopting of the Hospital Report by the majority of the Board of Guardians 
accuses the paid nurses with dishonesty, carelessness, and inefficiency, the Com- 
missioners shall be requested to order an investigation, and that witnesses shall 
be examined on oath as to the truth of such charges.” 

A division having taken place, the numbers were — For the resolution, 5; 
against it, 8. Resolution lost. 

Notice of motion by Mr. Wilson — “I will move, on this day fortnight, that 
Mr. Cullen state to this. Board the name or names of the nurses of the Hospital 
of this House who were guilty of the offences charged against the body by him 
in his speech on Wednesday last, with the date of their occurrence, such never 
having been brought before this Board. 
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“ That Mr. Carroll be required to furnish the Board with the name or names 
of the Guardians whom he accused of voting through ‘ friendship’ to prevent 
Officers of this House being dismissed when brought up for offences before the 
Board, with date of occurrence, &c., he having made statements to that effect 
on Wednesday last, same being against the integrity and impartiality of this 
Board. 

“ That a new Visiting Committee be appointed to this House, the present one 
having failed to direct the management of the Hospital of this House properly.” 



No. 22 . — Letter from Mr. Brown, Poor Law Guardian, to the 
Commissioners. 

88, George’s- street, Limerick, 

Gentlemen, December 20, 1860. 

Allow me to call your attention to that part of the minutes of the pro- 
ceedings of the Guardians of Limerick Workhouse yesterday, wherein I moved 
“ That the Commissioners be requested to order an investigation on oath, into 
the charges brought against the Officers of the House, by the adoption of the 
Keport of the Hospital Committee on the 7th November, ult.,” as I consider that 
the adoption of that Report, particularly that portion of it which states “ the sick 
are now cared for by three paid and thirty-two pauper nurses ; there appears to 
he an entire absence of moral control over either nurses or patients ; and with 
the exception of careful medical attendance and good diet (and even this does 
not always reach the patients), none of their daily wants are satisfactorily pro- 
vided for,” not only charges the paid nurses with dishonesty, inattention to the 
wants of the sick, and inefficiency, but also charges every other Officer of the 
House who has any connexion with or authority over the Hospital with neglect 
of duty. I consider that it is but justice to all parties to have a searching 
inquiry made into the management of the hospital and conduct of the officers 
connected with it, such as will elicit the truth — justice to the nurses who are 
accused, in order to give them an opportunity to acquit themselves from so 
serious a charge, if they are innocent ; and justice to the poor, in order to have 
such Officers removed as may be proved guilty, and more efficient persons pro- 
cured to replace them. 

I, therefore, respectfully request that you will order such inquiry as you shall 
deem fit, and have witnesses examined on oath.

No. 23. — Letter from the Commissioners to Mr. Brown. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, December 22, 1860. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 20th instant, applying for 
an inquiry upon oath into the correctness of the statements in the Report of the 
Committee of the Board of Guardians of the Limerick Union, appointed on the 
31st October last, to the effect that there is “an entire absence of moral control 
over either nurses or patients in Hospital, and that with the exception of careful 
medical attendance and good diet, which does not always reach the patients, none 
of then* daily wants are satisfactorily provided for.” 

In reply the Commissioners desire to state that they are unwilling, after the 
determination of the Guardians to appoint additional paid nurses, which step 
they have themselves throughout approved, to obstruct or delay the carrying out 
of that decision, by interposing an inquiry upon oath into the accuracy of these 
statements, which contain no specific charges against any particular officers. 

The Commissioners have already intimated that there is no official information 
before them, in suppoi’t of general imputations on the management of the Hos- 
pital of Limerick W orkkouse ; but, on the other hand, looking to the present 
number of patients, they see no reason to doubt that their management may be 
materially improved by an addition to the staff of paid nurses. 
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This being so, the proposed inquiry, whatever might be its result, could at 
this time have little or no bearing on the main question which has been the sub- 
ject of correspondence between the Commissioners and the Guardians.

No. 24. — Extract from Guardians’ Minutes, January 2, 1861. 

Upon fourteen days’ notice of motion, duly circulated, it was proposed by Mr. 
Wilson, seconded by Mr. J. Gubbins — “That Mr. Cullen state to the Board the 
names of the nurses of the Hospital of the House who were guilty of the offences 
charged against the body by him in his speech on Wednesday last, with the date 
of the occurrence, such never having been brought before the Board. 

The proposition being put from the Chair was declared to be lost without a 
division. 

Upon like notice, duly circulated, it was next proposed by Mr. Wilson, seconded 
by Mr. J. M. Gubbins — “That Mr. Carroll be required to furnish the Board with 
the name or names of the Guardians whom he accused of voting through ‘ friend- 
ship,’ to prevent officers of this House being dismissed, when brought up for 
offences before the Board, with date of occurrence, &c., he having made state- 
ments to that effect on Wednesday last, same being against the integrity and 
impartiality of this Board.” 

A division having taken place, the numbers were — For the resolution, 11 ; 
against it, 34 (one declining to vote). Besolution lost. 

Mr. Wilson then withdrew his third notice of motion in reference to the ap- 
pointment of a new Visiting Committee. 

The only tenders received, pursuant to advertisement for this day, for the ap- 
pointment of three hospital nurses, were from Ellen O’Meara, for the office of 
Hospital Nurse, and from Ellen Neville and Anne Curtis, for the offices of 
Assistant Hospital Nurses, according to advertisement. Whereupon it was pro- 
posed by Mr. Cullen, seconded by Mr. Myles — “That Ellen O’Meara be appointed 
Hospital Nurse, and that Ellen Neville and Anne Curtis be appointed Assistant 
Hospital Nurses.” When this resolution was about to be put from the Chair, 
Mr. Brown made inquiry whether those ladies would be subject to the control 
and authority of the Master and Matron of the Workhouse, according to the 
existing rules of the Commissioners ; and Mr. Cullen having replied in the affir- 
mative, the resolution was then put from the Chair, and declared to be carried 
unanimously without a division. Whereupon each of the tenders was accord- 
ingly marked, “elected unanimously.”

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
g IB) January 15, 1861. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in 
Ireland have received back from you answers to certain queries, which had been 
forwarded on the appointment made by the Board of Guardians of Limerick 
Union of three ladies from the Convent of Mercy, in Limerick, to be hospital 
nurses in the Workhouse Hospitals. 

Although it does not appear from the answer given to Query 5, in each case, 
that any of these ladies has had special training or has been previously a resident 
nurse in any hospital, the Commissioners have no reason to doubt their personal 
fitness to undertake the duties which they have been appointed to perform ; their 
respective ages being described as thirty-five, thirty-two, and thirty-one ; and 
each being certified to be in good health and able for active duty. 

The Board of Guardians, in which the appointment is legally vested, has duly 
appointed these ladies ; and the law, as already observed, does not, in its present 
state, disqualify the members of a religious community from holding office in a 
Union Workhouse in Ireland. They will, therefore, enter upon their duties 
subject to the ordinary obligations and liabilities incidental to the offices to 
which they have been legally appointed. 

The Commissioners retain the views which they have already explained to the 
Guardians, regarding the impolicy of appointing as officers of a Workhouse in 
Ireland persons bound by religious vows. It has not, however, been their prac- 
tice to exercise the power which they possess of removing officers, whose appoint- 
ment rests absolutely in the Board of Guardians, otherwise than on the ground 
of personal and individual unfitness; as they do not consider the authority which 
they have to remove such officers on the ground of unfitness to have been given 
for the purpose of enabling them to disqualify for office any class of Her Majesty’s 
subjects which is not disqualified by law.

VII.— Regulations for the Conduct of the Business of the 
Department, 

Minute. 

Reference being had to the Act abolishing the Office of Secretary, and the 
several minutes consequent on that and other recent reductions in the de- 
partment, 

Ordered, 

That the arrangements for conducting the business of the office which have 
grown up, under varying circumstances, since the first establishment of the 
Poor Law in Ireland, be now revised, consolidated, and fixed by regulations 
intended to secure the following objects, viz. : — 

Firstly. — A continued adherence to those provisions of the Statutes 10 and 
11 Vic. cap. 90 (Irish Poor Law Administration Act), and 14 and 15 Vic. cap. 
68 (Medical Charities Act), which define the constitution of the Commission, 
its mode of action, and its powers and responsibilities. 

Secondly A continued adherence to those provisions of the 4th section of 

the Act 4 and 5 William IV. cap. 76, under which the present mode of record- 
ing the proceedings of the Commission has been adopted: 

Thirdly. — The existence of such arrangements in the office, and especially 
such an organization and system of discipline, as may secure definite responsi- 
bility, uniformity of procedure, and regularity and continuous action in the 
despatch of business ; together with a complete and accessible record of all acts 
and proceedings under the Commission, and of the considerations on which they 
are founded. 
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That with this view the following regulations be adopted — 

Poor Law Commission — Regulations for the Conduct of the Business 
of the Office. 

I. Division of Business. 

The Office shall comprise the following separate departments : — 

1. The Registry Department. 

2. The Correspondence Department. 

3. The Statistical Department. 

4. The Copying Department. 

5. The Workhouse Buildings Department. 

First. — The Registry Department shall consist of a Superintendent and such 
and so many Clerks as shall, from time to time, be assigned to the duty of 
registering papers, keeping indexes thereof, and finding such former papers as 
are required to be brought forward for the despatch of current business, and 
arranging and depositing the papers when finally disposed of. 

Second. — The Correspondence Department shall be arranged as follows : — 

The general correspondence shall be divided into, firstly, Miscellaneous ; and, 
secondly, Union correspondence. 

The Chief Clerk shall take direct charge of all the miscellaneous corre- 
spondence, together with all Union correspondence relating to the election of 
Guardians. 

The Union correspondence, excepting such as relates to the business of Elec- 
tions of Guardians, shall be in the direct charge of such and so many Corre- 
spondence Clerks as shall be appointed to that duty, from time to time, each 
having charge of a Division of Unions, and Poor Law papers being kept in a 
division or divisions distinct from papers relating to the Medical Charities. 

Third. — The Statistical Department shall consist of a Superintendent, and 
such and so many Clerks as shall, from time to time, be assigned to the duty 
of preparing, keeping, and arranging the various Tables and other Statistical 
information required for the conduct of the current business, for the Annual 
Reports, and for Returns from time to time required by Parliament ; examining 
the half-yearly Abstracts of Union Accounts, the Weekly Returns of Rates 
collected, the Estimates for new Rates, the Weekly Returns of the number of 
persons relieved in and out of the Workhouses; and preparing the Medical 
Charities Statistics. 

Fourth. — The Copying Department shall consist of a Superintendent, and of 
such and so many Clerks as shall, from time to time, be assigned to the duty 
of copying letters and other documents, of entering all letters written, into the 
Letter Book, and examining the copies of all documents so made with the 
originals. 

Fifth. — The Workhouse Buildings Department shall consist of a Principal 
Clerk, who shall have one assistant, and who shall take charge of all papers 
which may be referred to him by the Commissioners, relating to the state of the 
Workhouse buildings, and any repairs or alterations thereof. 

II. Organization. 

The Chief Clerk, who has, under the direction of the Commissioners, the 
general superintendence of the office, and all the several departments thereof, 
will have four assistants : the first of whom will have immediate care of the 
preparation of Orders and Minutes, and the custody of the Seal of the Com- 
mission, the Union Title Deeds, and all legal instruments belonging to, or in 
the custody of, the Commissioners. 

The second and third assistants will have immediate charge under the Chief 
Clerk, as heretofore under the Secretary, of the office accounts, the diaries of 
the Inspectors, the weekly returns of business done, the weekly returns of the 
attendance of the Clerks in the Office, and the quarterly summaries thereof, 
and all correspondence relating to the office, all Parliamentary papers and 
printed books required for general reference in the Office, and all stationery and 
forms required for office use ; and will keep an account of the receipt and dis- 
tribution of the stationery used in the Office, and furnished to Inspectors and 
Auditors. The fourth assistant will assist the Chief Clerk in the care of the 
miscellaneous correspondence, and the correspondence relating to elections. 
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Every Correspondence Clerk 'will have one assistant to assist him in drafting 
letters from the minuted directions of the Commissioners, and otherwise, as he 
may require. 

In the absence of the Chief Clerk, from illness or other cause, his duties will 
devolve upon the Senior Correspondence Clerk, or other Clerk selected by the 
Commissioners, who, for the time, will be relieved from his ordinary duties. 

In the absence of any Correspondence Clerk, his duties will devolve upon his 
assistant. 

In the absence of the Superintendent of any of the departments, his duties 
will devolve upon the Senior Clerk in such department. 

III. Despatch of Business. 

The Superintendent of the Registry Department will attend at eight o’clock 
in the morning, as at present. The letter-bag is to be opened, and the letters 
opened and stamped with the date of their receipt in his presence by a messenger. 
The Superintendent, or one of his assistants, will then number all the papers 
consecutively (excepting returns which are not to be numbered), and will cause 
the requisite particulars regarding them to be entered in sheets called the Day- 
Register. 

These sheets are to comprise the following particulars entered in columns 
ruled for the purpose 

The number of the paper. 

The name and address of the writer. 

The name of Union (if any) to which it relates. 

The date of the paper. 

The general subject of the paper. 

The Correspondence Clerk to whose division it belongs. 

The name of the Inspector, or other Officer of the Commission to whom it 
may be referred. 

The Date of reference. 

The Date- of its return. 

A Memorandum of any former papers which may be referred with it. 

The entries in the columns of these sheets will be made as far as the column 
showing the Correspondence Clerk to whose Division the paper belongs, and 
the papers will then be' entered in “ The Register,” (Record of Proceedings, 
part II). 

This Record is to be kept in sheets filed in Portfolios — a separate sheet or 
sheets being appropriated to the Poor Law Correspondence of each Union, to 
the Medical Charities Correspondence of each Union, to each Inspector, to each 
Auditor, to Correspondence relating to the conduct of the business of the Office 
and to Miscellaneous Correspondence, the latter comprising all correspondence 
which does not relate to a particular Union or Unions, or to some one of the 
Inspectors, or Auditors, or to the conduct of the business of the Office ; a sepa- 
rate sheet is also to be kept for “ M Letters,” that is, for Letters originating in 
the office, and not in reply to any communication received. The sheets are to 
be bound in volumes at the end of each year. 

The following are the particulars to be entered in this Record, each paper 
being entered in the sheet appropriated to the Union or class of papers to which 
it may belong ; and such entries to be made strictly in the order in which the 
papers are received : — 

The number of the paper. 

The name and address of the writer. 

Date of the paper. 

Date of its receipt. 

A brief statement of the contents of the paper. 

A brief minute of the order given on the paper by the Commissioners. 

The date of such order. 

A reference to the Volume and Page of the Letter Book (Record of Pro- 
ceedings, part III.) in which the Letter written in reply (if any) will be 
found. 

The Returns which are not numbered, are to be registered in sheets provided 
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for that purpose ; a separate sheet or sheets being appropriated to each weekly 
or monthly Return ; each sheet having the names of the several Unions printed 
in the margin, and being ruled with suitable columns ; the headings of the 
columns showing the week or month to which the Return relates. Under these 
headings, opposite to the name of each Union, is to be entered the date of the 
receipt, from such Union, of the Return for the period indicated by the heading. 

Where the Return is not a periodical one, but has been called for specially, a 
single column will suffice for the entries, the column being headed with a refer- 
ence to the Register number of the Letter by which the Return was called for. 

The entries of the numbered papers in the Record of Proceedings having been 
made as far as the statement of the contents of the paper, and the unnumbered 
Returns having been duly registered in the appropriate sheets, the numbered 
papers are to be distributed to the several parties whose duty it is to bring them 
before the Commissioners, and the unnumbered Returns to the Departments to 
which they relate. 

Papers which have on previous days been entered in the Day Register and 
Record of Proceedings, and which, having been referred to Inspectors or 
Auditors, are received back, are to be stamped with the date on which they are 
so received back, the receipt entered in the proper column of the Day Register 
(“ Date of Return”), and then distributed to the parties who are to take charge 
of them, in the same manner as newly received papers. . 

The person to whom any numbered paper is thus distributed shall prepare it 
for the directions of the Commissioners, attaching to the paper a “ Fly-sheet,” 
and procuring, where necessary, from the Clerk in charge of the deposited papers, 
in the Registry Department, the former papers relating to the case ; and, where 
the nature of the case renders it desirable, he is to make a precis of the docu- 
ments. 

The Weekly Minutes of the Guardians’ proceedings, and the Quarterly or 
other Reports from Inspectors, are to be examined by the Correspondence Clerk 
to whose division they may belong, and all passages which require special notice 
on the part of the Commissioners are to be marked with a distinctive letter, and 
a corresponding letter placed on the fly-sheet. 

Each of the persons having charge of Correspondence will submit his papers 
to the Commissioners, and receive their directions thereon, duly initialed by 
those Commissioners to whom they are submitted for that purpose. 

Having obtained the Commissioners’ directions on the papers of the day, the 
Correspondence Clerk will send all such papers as are directed to be referred to 
Inspectors or others, back to the Registry Department,, where the requisite 
entries will be made in the proper column of the Day Register, and the papers 
despatched to the parties to whom they are referred. .He will likewise, with his 
Assistant, proceed to draft such letters as have been directed to be written, and 
will send them to the Copying Department. Papers which are finally disposed 
of will be marked “ Deposit,” and initialed by the Commissioners, and will then 
be sent to the Registry Department, where the requisite particulars regarding 
the disposal of such papers will be entered in the Record of Proceedings, and 
indexed, and the papers handed over to the Clerk in charge of such papers, for 
deposit in their proper place, according to the classified arrangement adopted 
for the deposit of papers. 

The Draft letters which are sent to the Copying department will be distri- 
buted by the Superintendent among the Clerks to whom the duty of Copying is 
assigned, and the copies, when compared with the drafts by such of the Clerks 
in that Department as shall be charged with the duty of examining, shall.be 
brought to the Chief Clerk for signature, the correctness of the copy being 
vouched by the initials of the examiner. When signed, they will be despatched 
from that Department, and the Drafts afterwards copied into the Letter Books, 
in order of date, a separate Book being provided for each Union, for Miscel- 
laneous Correspondence, Office Correspondence, and for Correspondence with 
Inspectors and Auditors. After being entered in the Letter Book, the drafts 
will be transferred to the Registry Department, where they will be indexed, and, 
if marked for reference to the Inspector (which will generally be the case), they 
will be forwarded to him in the same manner as other papers are referred, and 
on their return the entries in the Record of Proceedings will be completed, and 
the drafts deposited with the papers to which they relate.

IV. Orders , Directions, and Minutes. 

When any Act is required to be done under the Seal of the Commission, and 
is therefore, according to Statute, to be signed, either by two Commissioners or 
by the Chief Commissioner, or by the Commissioner exercising the powers and 
duties of the Chief Commissioner in his absence, before the order or other instru- 
ment bearing the Seal of the Commission is submitted for signature, the Chief 
Clerk, or other Clerk acting for him in his absence, shall place his initials under 
the Seal in every case. ... 

A Minute of every act done under the Seal of the Commission is to be entered 
in the Minute Book (Record of Proceedings, part I.), with a reference to the 
book called the Order Book (Record of Proceedings, part IV.), in which the 
document, duly sealed and signed, is to be found. 

A Minute shall be made in the Minute Book of every Act of the Commis- 
sioners, not required to be done under the Seal of the Commission, which shall 
confer or take away any office or appointment under the Commission, or by 
which any payment of money, or the signature of any deeds or other legal 
instruments by the Commissioners shall take place, or which shall be directed by 
the Commissioners, from time to time, to be specially minuted in the Minute 

^ The minutes of all directions of the Commissioners on the papers laid before 
them in ordinary course shall be made on the papers themselves, or on the blank 
sheet attached to them ; and every such direction shall be initialed either by two 
Commissioners or by the Chief Commissioner, or in his absence by the Commis- 
sioner exercising the powers and duties of the Chief Commissioner. 

No act shall be considered to be done, and no direction shall be considered 
to be made, which shall not have been signed or initialed by the Commis- 
sioners in the manner above described.

2. Under the provisions of this section, the Guardians who are returned in the 
Annual Election of Guardians for the Union, become Members of the Committees 
of Management of the respective Dispensary Districts therein, in which they are 
resident, or are owners or occupiers of property situate in such Districts respectively • 
and under the same section, the Board of Guardians will have to elect a sufficient 
number of Rate-payers, resident in each District and liable to pay Poor Rates in re- 
spect of property therein of the net annual value of £30 at the least, so as (with the 
Ex-Officio and Elected Guardians resident or being the owners or occupiers of pro- 
perty in the District, who are thereby qualified and entitled to act on the Com- 
mittee of each District) to complete the number of Members of whom the Com- 
mittee of such District is to consist, as fixed by the Commissioners’ Order in that 
behalf. You should, therefore, by a careful examination of the Rate Books of the 
Union, and the Register of Statements of Claim to Vote, make out a correct List show- 
ing the several Dispensary Districts of the Union in which each Guardian is duly en- 
titled to act on the Committee of Management, and submit the same to the Board of 
Guardians, for their information and guidance, before they proceed to the Election of 
qualified Rate-payers to complete the Committees of Management. 

3. In case the full number of Guardians be not returned in the Annual Election, 
so that any vacancies appear on the Returning Officer’s Return of the Election of 
Guardians for the Union, the Commissioners, in due course after the receipt of that 
Return, will issue an Order providing for a Supplemental Election to fill such 
vacancies in the Board of Guardians : and as the Guardians so to be elected will 
be entitled to act on the Dispensary Committees of the respective Districts, 
according to the provisions of the Act above referred to, the Board of Guardians 
should elect only such number of qualified Rate-payers as would be necessary if the 
number of Guardians eligible for the Union were now complete ; so that the Guar- 
dians to be elected to supply vacancies may become Members of the respective Dis- 
pensary Committees upon which they may be qualified and entitled to act. 

4. The Commissioners at the same time desire to call the attention of the Board 
of Guardians to the annexed Extract from the Circular of the 30th March, 1852 , 
relating to the appointment of Wardens, who, as well as Members of the Dispensary 
Committees and Relieving Officer, are authorized by § 9 of the Dispensaries Act, to 
issue Tickets for Medical Relief under that Act. It will be observed that it is pro- 
vided, that the appointment of Wardens should be made within one month after 
the Annual Election of Guardians. 

5. It is desirable that the parties authorized to issue Tickets for Medical Relief in 
a Dispensary District should be selected for each District, as far as practicable, 
from different localities in the several parts of the District, so that sufficient facility 
for obtaining such relief, with due convenience to the sick poor resident in all parts 
of the District may be afforded, by means of persons distributed over the whole 
District according to its requirements, having regard to the amount of population 
in its various parts and other local circumstances : and the Commissioners suggest 
to the Guardians the propriety of keeping this consideration in view in the selection 
of Rate-payers for the Dispensary Committees, and of Wardens. It will, therefore 
be desirable for the Board, in making such selection, to have before them a list of 
the Guardians and Relieving Officers entitled to issue Tickets for Medical Relief, 
showing their respective places of residence; and to make their selection of Rate- 
payers and Wardens accordingly, from persons resident in localities least provided 
with facility for obtai n ing such Tickets from other resident persons authorized to 
give them. 

6 . The Commissioners also recommend the Guardians to select for Members of the 
Dispensary Committees such qualified Rate-payers as will be likely to be able and willing 
to assist in the due administration of the Dispensaries Act, by attending the Meetings of 
the Committee- of Management of their District at the prescribed times, so as to insure, 
as far as practicable, regular Meetings of a sufficient number of the Committee for 
the due management of the Dispensary, and the transaction of the business aris- 
ing under the Act, in accordance with the General Rules issued in pursuance thereof. 

It is the more important that this consideration should be kept in view in the selec- 
tion of Rate-payers to complete the Dispensary Committees at the present time, in- 
asmuch as those Committees are required by § 19 of the Act, to give their aid, in ' 
their respective Districts, in carrying into effect the sanitary directions and regu- 
lations issued under the Nuisances Removal and Diseases Prevention Acts, an 
object which demands the vigilant and continued attention of all the local authori- 
ties, with a view to the adoption and enforcement of sanitary measures, in the 
abatement of nuisances and the removal of causes injurious to health. 

Your attention, as Clerk of the Union, is requested to your duties under 
Articles 1, 2, 3, 4, and 27 (annexed hereto) of the General Dispensary Regulations 
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well as members of Dispensary Committees and Eehevin^ ?>ffi7^ Ch gardens, as 
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Clerk of the Union shall make a Return, in the Form No. 1, annexed to this Order, 
to Us, the said Commissioners, of the Names and Addresses of the respective Members 
of the Committee ; and in like manner on any Election by the Board of Guardians 
of a Kate-pay er or Rate-payers to fill any vacancy or vacancies in any such Com- 
mittee, the Clerk shall make a Return to Us, in the Eorm No. 2, annexed to this 
Order. 

Article 2 — The Clerk of the Union shall, on the appointment of a new Committee 
after each Annual Election of the Guardians of the said Union, send to each Member 
of the Committee for every Dispensary District, a Notice in the annexed Form, No. 3; 
and on the Election of any Rate-payer to supply a Vacancy at anytime in any of the 
said Committees, the Clerk shall send to him a Notice in the annexed Eorm, No. 4. 

Article 3. — Immediately upon the annual completion of any new Committees as 
aforesaid, the Clerk of the Union shall furnish each Medical Officer of the respective 
Districts with a List, according to the annexed Form, No. 5, of the Names and Addresses 
of the Members of the Committee of the District of which he is a Medical Officer, and 
also of the Names and Residences of every Relieving Officer and Warden acting as such 
for any Electoral Division included in such District; and the Medical Officer shall 
lay such List before the Committee of Management at their first meeting after re- 
ceipt thereof. And the Clerk shall in like manner notify, from time to time, any 
changes from death or otherwise, of Members of the Committee of Management, 
Relieving Officers, or Wardens in any Districts, to the respective Medical Officers 
thereof, who shall lay such notification before the Committee of Management at 
their first meeting after receipt thereof. 

Article 4. — Whenever any person ceases to be a Member of the Committee, or a 
Warden, on the expiration of a period for which he is appointed, the Clerk of the 
Union shall transmit to him a Notice in the Form No. 6, hereto annexed, apprizing him 
of the cessation of his power to issue Tickets for Medical Relief and requiring him 
to return to the Board of Guardians any forms of the Tickets for Medical Relief 
which had been issued to him in the Medical Relief Ticket Check Books (Forms 
E 1 and E 2, hereinafter mentioned), and which may not have been used. 

Article 27. — The Board of Guardians shall, from time to time, as may be neces- 
sary, cause to be provided a sufficient supply of Books, Stationery, and Forms pre- 
scribed by this or any other Order under our Seal, and all other requisites, for the 
use of each Committee of Management : and shall also cause a sufficient number of 
Check Books of Medical Relief Tickets , according to the annexed Forms E 1 and E 2, 
to be provided, and cause a sufficient supply of such Check Books to be furnished to 
each Member of every Dispensary Committee in the Union, and to each Relieving 
Officer and Warden therein. 



No. 2 . — Vaccination Arrangements. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 7tli May, 1860. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland desire to draw the attention of the Committees of Management of Dis- 
pensary Districts to their Circular Letter of the 24th August, 1858, printed in 
the Medical Charities Report for 1859 (page 26), relating to the provisions of 
the Vaccination Extension Act; and also to the Regulations, dated 23rd Sep- 
tember, 1858, issued by the Commissioners under the provisions of that Act, and 
printed in the same Report (page 17)- 

By the 1st section of the Act referred to the Medical Officer of each Dispen- 
sary District is required to attend at some convenient place in each Vaccination 
District comprised within the Dispensary District, to be approved by the Com- 
mittee, at such times as the Committee may fix or approve for the purpose of 
performing Vaccination. The Commissioners have suggested, in the Circular 
above-mentioned, the months of April or May, and September or October, as the 
most suitable for this purpose, and that the Medical Officer should be required 
to give not less than three attendances at each of those periods with an interval 
of one week between the attendances ; and by their sealed Order they have pre- 
scribed the Form of Notice to be given of the Medical Officers’ attendances. 

The Commissioners request that the Committee will be so good as to take the 
necessary steps, without delay, if they have not already done so, for the perform- 
ance of the Periodical Vaccination for the present season; and that they will 
take care that full information is given to the Inhabitants of each Vaccination 
District, by placards posted in the District (in the form prescribed by the Order 
of the 23rd September, 1858), of the days, hours, and stations, at which the 
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Medical Officers will give attendance for the purpose of Vaccinating all persons 
resident in the District, and fit subjects for Vaccination. 

The Commissioners on a former occasion drew the attention of the Committees 
to the objection entertained by the Mothers of Infant Children requiring Vac- 
cination to bring them to the Dispensaries, from the fear of exposing them to 
the risk of Contagion among the Dispensary Patients ; and the Commissioners 
request that at all times, when the Dispensary may be used as a Vaccination 
Station, a time different from that appointed for attendance on the Dispensary 
Patients may be fixed on for that purpose ; and they also request that this ar- 
rangement may be fully notified in the placards informing the Poor of the Vac- 
cination arrangements.
